HANNA DOES NOT DENY IT 





NOR DOES HE ADMIT HE IS TO BE 
IN THE CABINET. 


Simply Says, ‘‘ You Newspaper Fellows 
Are Smart, but I Will Fool 
You All Yet ’—Going 
to Washington. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 3.—Mark Hanna 
looked happy this afternoon. He said that 
he felt happy. He had just returned from 
a two days’ conference with McKinley. He 
was asked: 

‘Mr. Hanna, has it been settled whether 


you are to be the next Secretary of the 
Treasury or the next Senator from Ohio, to 
succeed Senator Sherman?” 

‘Never mind what it will be,” he an- 
swered. “You newspaper fellows are 
smart, but I will fool you all yet.” 

He refused to throw any light on what 
he meant by the remark, only to say that 
he knew what he was talking about and 
that it all would come to pass in due time. 

When asked about his proposed Wash- 
ington trip, Mr. Hanna said: 

‘I will leave for the capital Friday noon 
via the Pennsylvania, going direct. One of 
the chief objects of my visit will be to ar- 
range for the inaugural ceremonies. If 
present indications augur anything I be- 
lieve that the pomp and splendor attending 
McKinley’s inauguration will be the grand- 
est ever seen.” 

“Will you hold any 
ences? ”’ 

“TI will have several consultations with 
leading Republicans. Wi!l likely meet Sen- 
ators Sherman, Quay, Proctor, and others. 
Cannot say who the others will probably 
be.”’ 

“Has Mr. McKinley determined to call 
a special session of Congress?”’ 

“Not yet. It +s a little early to decide 
definitely on that point. There are too 
many other matters to be decided before 
reaching any definite conclusion on that 
score. I do not know whether a special ses- 
sion of Congress will be called or not.’

POLICIES, NOT MEN, TALKED OF. 





Major McKinley Receives Many Party 
Leaders. 


CANTON, Ohio, Dec. 3.—Major McKinley 
discussed many questions with many men 
to-day. His first extended interview was 
with Senator Thurston of Nebraska, who 
told him about the situation in the West, 
and discussed at some length the probable 
course of Congress this Winter. Major Mc- 
Kinley then had a pleasant chat with Mr. 
Charlton, a member of the Canadian Par- 
liament, who had some observations to 
make on the subject of reciprocity, and of 
the establishment of closer commercial re- 
lations between this country and Canada. 
W. E. Mason of Chicago was the next 
man to gain the attention of the President- 
elect. Mr. Mason’s call was a purely per- 
sonal one,'and he stated to Major McKin- 
ley that he was a candidate for the Senate 
ef the United State, and only asked fair 
treatment from his opponents. Senator 
Thurston and Mr. Mason took a drive with 
Mrs. McKinley, and when, they returned 
for luncheon they found Nelson A. Ding- 
ley of Maine, and his son, BE. N. Dingley, 
there. Major McKinley had a _ long 
talk ‘with Mr. Dingley this afternoon, and 
Senator Thurston also participated in a 
part of the conference. Mr. Dingley re- 
mained over night. 

Senators Mitchell and McBride and Rep- 
resentative Herrmann of Oregon called in 
the afternoon. 

Gen. Stewart IL. Woodford dined with 
Major and Mrs. McKinley to-night. 

Representative R. W. Taylor of this dis- 
trict arrived from Washington this after- 
noon, and called on Major McKinley. He 
said the opinion prevailed at the Capital 
that Senator Sherman had decided to be- 
come an active candidate for re-election to 
the Senate of the United States. Another 
caller bound for Washington to-day was 
Representative M. M. Johnson, of North 
Dakota. 

There was no Cabinet making to-day. 
Major McKinley talked with the visitors 
whom he took into his confidence upon 
questions of public and party policy. Sena- 
tor McBride of Oregon thinks his State is 
entitled to recognition, and calls it the ban- 
ner Commonwealth of the Pacific Slope, 
but neither he nor Senator Mitchell made 
any Cabinet suggestions to the President- 
elect. 

Senator Thurston said he would not ac- 
cept a place in the Cabinet if one were 
offered to him. 





PROTEST AGAINST DE YOUNG. 


Michigan Horticulturists Oppose Him 
for Secretary of Agriculture. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Dec. 3.—The 
State Horticultural Society, in session here 
to-day, appointed a committee of three to 
draft a memorial to President-elect Mc- 
Kinley, asking him to consider the wants 
of the horticulturists, and appoint a man 
as Secretary of Agriculture who would give 
horticulture as much attention as he did 
the other branches of agriculture. 

This committee will confer with the so- 
cieties of other States that they may act 
together in the matter. 

The members protested against the ep- 
pointment of M. H. De Young of California, 
who has been mentioned for Secretary of 
Agriculture, charging that he was a cheap 
politician. 





EDMUNDS A POSSIBILITY. 


May Be Called Upon to Become Secre- 
tary of State. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The name of 
ex-Senator Edmunds is among the latest 
mentioned for the Cabinet. Mr. Edmunds 
is now a resident of Philadelphia, but 
spends a good deal of his time in Washing- 
tou. 

Although he resigned his seat in the 
Senate and left the State—Vermont—that 
had honored him with successive elections 
to the Senate because he was tired of the 
game and wanted to deyote his time to the 
law, he finds himself unable to break away 
entirely from former associations or to 
lose, in the slightest degree, his interest 
in public affairs. There is little reason to 
believe that he would decline an invitation 
to head the McKinley Cabinet.

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ITALY WILLING TO HELP. 





Will Do Its Part to Keep Undesirable 
Immigrants Out of This Country. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Commissioner 
General Stump of the Immigration Bureau, 
has submitted to Secretary Carlisle a re- 
port embodying the results of his trip to 
Italy to urge a restricted Italian emigra- 
tion to this country. He secured an inter- 
view with Prime Minister Rudini. After a 
conference, in which the immigration laws 
of this country were fully discussed and 
the reasons given for the deportation of 
jtalilans, the Ministry expressed its earnest 
desire that persons who would not be per- 
mitted to land in the United States should 
be restrained from embarkation. 

A council was held and the assurance was 
given that no violations of the immigration 
laws of the United States would be per- 
mitted, if it were in the Italian Govern- 
ment’s power to prevent them. 

Mr. Stump says, in conclusion, “I have 
reason to believe that other governments 
- would adopt like measures in order to les- 
sen the deportation of their citizens should 
the action of the Italian Government find 
favor with your Administration of the im- 
migration laws. 

“From general observation in Europe, I 


am gatisfied that the knowledge that 
our laws and regulations have been 
Strictly enforced and a successful eva- 


sion thereof rendered highly improbable 
and the difficulties of effecting an un- 
lawful landing increased will prevent in 
the future the migration of the prohibited 
classes, notwithstanding the temptation 
which may be offered by an increase in the 
demand for labor attending the revival of 
our industries so anxiously expected with 
the beginning of the new year.”’ 





TO CONSULT MAJOR M’KINLEY. 





Kentucky Republicans Want Advice 
from the President-Elect. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 3.—John W. 
Yerkes, Republican National Committee- 
man from Kentucky, will leave this city 
to-morrow morning for Cincinnati, where 
he will meet Gov. Bradley, who left Frank- 
fort to-day to be absent on an important 
mission of a week or ten days. 

They will go from Cincinnati to Canton, 
so it was learned to-night, and will there 
hold a conference with Major McKinley and 
Mr. Hanna, in regard to the advisability of 
calling an extra session of the Kentucky 
Legislature. The prominent Republican 
politician who gives out this information 
says that the Governor ‘realizes that Dr. 
W. G. Hunter has enough votes pledged to 
secure the Senatorial nomination, and in 
view of the free-silver pledges given out 
by Dr. Hunter, he is opposed by a part of 
the Republican Party in the State. 





RICH BOOTY FOR THIEVES. 





Silverware and Jewelry Taken from 
W, F. Higgins’s House. 


NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Dec. 3.—Sneak 

thieves took jewelry worth between $500 and 
$1,000 from the residence of William F. Hig- 
gins last night. Mr. Higgins has a plumbing 
business at 420 Fourth Avenue, New York. 
He was detained last night, and did not 
reach home until’ 8 o’clock.

TO DISPOSSESS THE SULTAN. 





A Plan for the 
Control in Turkey. 


LONDON, Dec. 3.—The Daily News will 
to-morrow say that the powers will shortly 
consider a project having for its object 
the occupation by Russia of the northwest- 
ern corner of Turkey, formed by the Bos- 
phorus and the Black Sea, to about half-way 
down the Bosphorus, which, together with 
the Hellespont, wiJl become entirely free 
to the vessels of all nations. The forts 
along the Hellespont will be dismantled, 
and the powers will assume the protection 
of the Hellespont and Constantinople. 

The paper adds that the project provides 
for the Sultan retiring from the rulership 
of Turkey.

MAY HAVE TO LOSE HIS ARM. 





Alfred Moore of Camden, Who Was 
Bitten by a Frenzied Man, 


CAMDEN, N. J., Dec. 3.—Special Detec- 
tive Alfred Moore of the Atlantic City Rail- 
road Company may lose his-‘arm as the 
result of the bite of a frenzied man. 

At the time of the Atlantic City meadow 
disaster, last August, Moore was detailed to 
guard the door of the car in which the 
bodies of the killed were placed. A man 
broke into the car in search of his wife, 
and because Moore opposed his entrance, 
bit him on the arm, 

Now blood poisoning has set in, and {t is 
feared that the arm will have to be ampu- 
tated to save Moore’s life. 





The Yale Chess Club Coach. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 3.—An inno- 
vation has been made at Yale in the action 
of the chess club, which has secured the 
services of Major Hannon of New York to 
coach the team the coming month. The 
annual intercollegiate chess tournament is 
held in New York during the Christmas va- 
cation, and Yale will send down four repre- 
sentatives, as usual. The chess club has 
eight promising men, and, under Major 
Hannon’'s supervision, the team will be se- 
lected. Yale is the first college chess club 
in the country to adopt the system of pro- 
curing an outside coach in preparation for 
the annual tournament,

THE BAY STATE GAS COMPANY. 


Another Application Made in Court 
for a Receiver. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Dec. 3.—Another ap- 
Plication for a receiver for the Bay State 
Gas Company was made here to-day in the 
United States Circuit Court. The applica- 
tion was made by the Fidelity Insurance, 
Trust, and Safe Deposit Company of Phila- 
delphia, executor of the late Henry C. Gib- 
son of that city, whose estate is the holder 
of 2,750 shares of the capital stock of the 
Bay State Gas Company. 

In the bill the trust company avers that 
J. Edward Addicks has had entire control 
of the company since its incorporation, and 
that the said company, acting at the dicta- 
tion of Addicks, disposed of certain stock 
of the Bay State Gas Company for an inad- 
equate consideration, and that, if the com- 
pany had been properly managed, it would 
have been able to pay interest upon its 
bonds and dividends upon its stock. Sev- 
eral other averments are made, and the 
court is asked to appoint a receiver; to en- 
join the company from making any fur- 
ther disposition of its assets, and that the 
papers and books of the company be or- 
dered by the court to be open for the in- 
spection of the plaintiff. 

The court granted the complainant per- 
mission to file a bill of complaint, and made 
a rule upon the company, returnable on 
Tuesday, Dec. 15, to show cause why it and 
its officers and agents should not bé en- 
joined and restrained by injunction from 
making any further disposition of the as- 
sets or effects of the company until after 
the further order of the court; and also 
why a receiver should not be appointed, 
with the usual powers, to take possession 
of the assets, effects, and credit of the 
company, for the purpose of recovering by 
proper process and under the direction of 
the court such of its moneys and other as- 
sets as have been disposed of fraudulently 
and without consideration. 

A rule, made returnable on Saturday 
next, was also made upon the company to 
show cause why its books and papers should 
not be produced for examination by the 
complainant. 





SHARP ANSWER FROM QUAY. 


He Declines to Confer with Philadel- 
phians About the Senatorship. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 3.—The Philadel- 
phia branch of the National League of 
Business Men to-day sent by messenger 
the following letter to Senator Quay:

WANT TO BUY A COUNTY. 


The Dunkards for a 


Large Body of Land in Indiana. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 3.—The pecu- 
liar religious society known as Dunkards, 
large numbers of whom have lived in North- 
ern Indiana for many years, is endeavoring 
to purchase the entire body of land com- 
prised within Brown County, to which they 
will emigrate, and establish a government 
according to their own peculiar notions. 
Cc. E. Everett of Fort Wayne is negotiating 
with many landowners in the county, and 
has already purchased 41,000 acres, to which 
100 families will move in a few days and 
form the mucleus of the new settlement. 

The county contains a great deal of val- 
uable land, and large quantities of building 
stone, and as the Dunkards are an indus- 
trious people, it is expected that the county 
will become in time the garden spot of 
Indiana. Mr. Everett thinks the sect will 
have no trouble in ultimately acquiring all 
the land in the county, and will put into 
practice their ideas of local government. 

The proprietors of the scheme say that 
neither jail nor court house will be needed, 
and that the election of local officers would 
be held only to comply with the law, as 
all property would be held in common.

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—Jamieson & Co. have 
made answer to Henry Clews’s suit to re- 
cover the difference on 700 shares of Dia- 
mond Match stock, claimed to have been 
sold to Jamieson & Co. last September. 
In the answer they deny that they were 
principals in the deal. They admit the

An Anti-Coercion Law Demanded. 

LANSING, Mich., Dec. 3.—The agitation 
of the coercion question during the recent 
campaign induced the Michigan Federation 
of Labor to-day to demand the enactment 
by the next Legislature of a law making it

RETALIATION ON GERMANY 





THE PRESIDENT REIMPOSES THE 
TONNAGE TAX ON VESSELS. 





Americans, It Is Claimed, Have Not 
Received Fair Treatment—An 
Old Controversy Re- 

Opened. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The President 
has issued a proclamation which sus- 
pends the law relieving German vessels 
from tonnage dues and other charges in 
American ports. This is done upon evi- 
dence that American vessels are not given 


those privileges in German ports. It is re- 
taliatory in its nature. The proclamation 
is as follows: 

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 
A PROCLAMATION. 

‘Whereas, By a proclamation of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, dated Jan. 26, 
1888, upon proof then appearing satisfac- 
tory that no tonnage or lighthouse dues 
or any equivalent tax or taxes what- 
ever were imposed upon American vessels 
entering the ports of the empire of Ger- 
many, either by the imperial Government 
or by the Governments of the German 
Maritime States, and that vessels belonging 
to the United States of America and their 
cargoes were not required in German ports 
to pay any fee or due of any kind or 
nature, or any import due higher or other 
than was payable by German vessels or 
their cargoes in the United States, the 
President did thereby declare and proclaim, 
from and after the date of his said procla- 
mation of Jan. 26, 1888, the suspension of 
the collection of the whole of the duty of 
6 cents per ton, not to exceed 8U cents per 
ton per annum, imposed upon vessels en- 
tered in the ports of the United States from 
any of the ports of the empire of Germany 
by Section 11 of the Act of Congress, ap- 
proved June 19, 1886, entitled, ‘‘ An act to 
abolish certain fees for official services to 
American vessels, and to amend the laws 
relating to shipping commissioners, sea- 
men, and owners of vessels and for other 
purposes.”’ 

And whereas, The President did further 
declare and proclaim, in his proclamation 
of Jan. 26, 1888, that the said suspension 
should continue so long as the reciprocal 
exemption of vessels belonging to citizens 
of the United States and their cargoes 
should be continued in the said ports of 
the Empire of Germany and no longer; 

And whereas, It now appears upon satis- 
factory proof that tonnage or lighthouse 
dues, or a tax or taxes equivalent thereto, 
are in fact imposed upon American vessels 
and their cargoes entered in German ports, 
higher and other than those imposed upon 
German vessels or their cargoes entered in 
ports of the United States, so that said 
proclamation of Jan. 26, 1888, in its opera- 
tion and effect contravenes the meaning 
and intent of said Section 11 of the act of 
Congress approved June 19, 1886: 

Now, therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, Pres- 
ident of the United States of America, by 
virtue of the aforesaid Section 11 of the act 
aforesaid, as well as in pursuance of the 
terms of said proclamation itself, do hereby 
revoke my said proclamation of Jan. 26, 
1888, suspending the collection of the whole 
of the duty of 6 cents per ton, not to ex- 
ceed 30 cents per ton per annum, (which 
is imposed by the aforesaid section of said 
act,) upon vessels entered in the ports of 
the United States from any of the ports of 
the German Empire; this revocation of said 
proclamation to take effect on and after the 
2d day of January, 1897. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington this 34 
day of December, in the year of our Lord 
1896, and of the independence of the United 
States the one hundred and twenty-first.

CAUSE OF THE ACTION. 





Result of Investigation by Commis- 
sioner Chamberlain. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The re-imposi- 
tlon of tonnage dues on German vessels is 
understood to be due to a quiet investiga- 
tion conducted during the past year by Mr. 
Chamberlain, United States Commissioner 
of Navigation, who went abroad for that 
purpose. He found that while the Imperial 
Government of Germany as a nation did 
not impose any tonnage duties on American 
vessels arriving at German ports, the mari- 
time States which compose part of the Ger- 
man Empire do impose such a tax, in viola- 
tion of the treaty existing between the two 
countries. 

The German tonnage tax now being im- 
posed is about 6% cents per ton, or greater 
than the tax revoked by the President in 
his proclamatiog of Jan, 26, 1888, and which 
is now revived. 

The new proclamation affects all vessels 
coming from German ports and entering the 
United States, regardless of the nationality 
of the vessel. From June 30, 1888, to June 
30, 1894, foreign vessels to the number of 
5,000, with. a tonnage of 10,000,000 tons, 
were exempted from tonnage dues under 
the proclamation of 1888. Of this number 
twenty-five were American vessels, with 
only 30,000 tonnage, so it is seen that the 
President’s action will have but a slightly 
injurious effect on American maritime in- 
terests, Prior to 1888 no vessels of the 
United States were subject to tonnage 
dues. This policy had prevailed since the 
United States became a Nation, and when 
commerce was conducted between the 
United States and Prussia, Hanover, and 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin. 

The President’s proclamation of 1888, 
therefore, exempted vessels from German 
ports from tonnage dues imposed on vessels 
from other countries which discriminated 


against us. 
Evidences of an unfriendly disposition on 
the part of the German Government 


toward the United States have been accu- 
mulating ever since the differential duty on 
bounty-paid German beet sugar was im- 
posed by the Wilson tariff law. American 
cattle have been excluded on the pretext 
of danger of contagion from Texas fever, 
which cannot exist in Northern climates. 
American hog products have been excluded, 
even though cooked and inclosed in cans, on 
the allegation that these cooked products 
might contain trichinae, which cannot ex- 
ist in cooked food. Discriminating and pro- 
hibitive duties against American oleo, glu- 
cose, and petroleum, and many other ex- 
ports which formerly went to the German 
Empire have followed one after the other. 
All these matters have been made the sub- 
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EARTHQUAKE, OR METEOR? 


A Disturbance in Southern Illinois 
and Missouri. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—Southern Illinois and 
part of Missouri were visited yesterday by 
what is believed to be an earthquake. Three 
quick shocks, accompanied by loud rumb- 
lings, were distinctly felt at Pittsfield, Iil., 
and the place was greatly excited. 

Hundreds of people ran out of their houses 
and made for the open spaces, fearing the 
structures would fall. Several chimneys 
on private houses and stores were demol- 
ished, much window glass was broken and 
Plaster destroyed, but altogether the dam- 
age was not serious. 

In Louisiana, Mo., but one shock was 
felt, but the houses rocked perceptibly, and 
the disturbance was followed by subterra- 
nean groanings, which greatly alarmed the 
people. It was not thought at Louisiana 
that the disturbance was caused by an 
earthquake, but by the concussion of a fall- 
ing meteor. W. L. Gatewood, who was 
in the Stark Nurseries, at Rockport, IIL, 
claims to have seen the meteor descend 
in the northwestern sky. Search is now 
being made for it. 





THEY CUT THE HOUSE IN TWO. 


And the Tenants Refuse to Move from 
the Premises. 


SALEM, Mass., Dec. 3.—When the Street 


Commissioners widened Liberty Avenue 
they ordered Joseph F. Pitman to move 
back his house from the line, he having 


built since the original ordinance was 
passed. There was some hitch in the deed, 
and the house was not moved. Yesterday 
a crew of carpenters, sent by the “City of 
Salem, sawed about two-thirds of Mr. Pit- 
man’s house cleanly off, and took it away. 
The line of clearage follows the line sur- 
veyed for the widened avenue, with an 
inch or two allowed for good measure, 

Mr. Pitman’s tenants, Archie McCaddle 
and family, continue to inhabit the re- 
mainder of the sundered dwelling, through 
which the north winds riot, and in the 
exposed rooms of which the snow and ice 
is accumulated. They will not be evicted, 
and Mr. Pitman has invoked the law. Mc- 
Caddle says he was never notified of the 
proposed action.

EIGHT IN FEAR OF RABIES. 


Baltimore Boys to be Sent to the 
Pasteur Institute. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 8.—Eight lives are in 
danger as the result of a dog’s vicious at- 
tack upon some young boys in Baltimore 
County last Tuesday. The dog was killed 
by a policeman after a long chase. 

An autopsy by Dr. N. G. Keirle, City Phy- 
sician, disclosed undoubted evidence that 
the dog was suffering from rabies. Dr. 
Keirle recommends that the persons who 
were bitten be sent to the Pasteur Insti- 
tute, in New York, without delay. 

The parents of some of the boys are not 
financially able to undertake the expense 
of the Pasteur treatment, and a popular 
fund is being subscribed for that purpose. 

In the dog’s stomach straw, wood, horse- 
hair, and bits of stone were found. The 
lungs and kidneys were congested and the 
lymph glands were full of blood. 





MRS. LEASE’S HOME GONE. 


Sold by the Sheriff to Satisfy a Mort- 
gage Claim. 


WICHITA, Kan., Dec. 3.—The Sheriff has 
foreclosed a mortgage on the home of Mary 
Ellen Lease. The claim against the prop- 
erty was $1,400 and costs.

It is thought here she will redeem the 
property, as it is worth much more than the

THE WEATHER. 





The Weather indications for to-day 
are fair and slightly warmer. 


The barometer has risen slowly in the Southern 
States, and thence westward to the south Pacific 
coast, and it’ has fallen from the St. Lawrence 
Valley and the lake regions westward over the 
north ‘Pacific coast. There is a slight depression 
over Minnesota, but the barometer is lowest 
south of Montana. The barometer is relatively 
high over the Middle Atlantic States and the 
central plateau regions. It is warmer in all 
districts east of the Rocky Mountains, and the 
temperature has risen 10 to 20 degrees in the 
Northwest. The weather is clear, except over 
the upper lake region, where it is cloudy, with 
local snows. The temperature will rise slowly 
from the central valleys eastward to the Atlantic 
coast, with fair weather, except in the lake re- 
gions, where the cloudiness will increase, with 
local rains.

A DEFEAT FOR GEN. WEYLER 





THE INSURGENTS GAIN A VIG 
TORY OVER HIS FORCES, 





The Extent of the Triumph Not Re 
ported Yet—Dynamite Wrecks 
Two Railroad Trains 

for Him. % 


TAMPA, Fla., Dec, 3.—Passengers wh® 
arrived from Havana this evening report 
that a fight has taken place between the 
vanguard of Weyler’s army and some of 
Maceo’s men, a large force on each side 
being engaged. 

While no details are known it was Jearned 
that the Spanish Army did not come off 
with flying colors, and it is thought in Ha- 
vana that Maceo has gained a _ victory, 
though to what extent it is impossible t 
say. : 

The palace people seemed more than usu- 
ally vigilant and active to-day, carrying out 
the impression gained by outsiders that 
something had been heard from the front. 
Over 200 sick and wounded Spanish soldiers 
were brought into the city hospitals to-day, 
from near Mariel and San Cristobal. 

It is reported in Havana that Weyler had 
lost two railroad trains from dynamite ex- 
plosions, losing mach nesded army supp#ics 
for his men that had been sent from Ha- 
vana., 

Fifty persons arrested the past week werg 
deported to-day, their future residence be< 
ing a mystery, though Africa is supposed to 
be the point of destination of the ship. 

The rumors afloat regarding an attack 
on Havana by Gomez seem unfounded. 
From the best information obtainable, it ig 
scattering guerrilla bands who are hover- 
ing around Havana suburbs, ten to twenty 
miles out. These encounters are of daily 
occurrence almost. 


WEYLER’S CAMPAIGN A! FAILURE. 





He Has Not Found Maceo,,and Hag 
Had No Great Victory. j 


KEY WEST, Fla., Dec. 3.—Passengers 
who arrived from Havana last night report 
that Weyler’s campaign in Pinar del Rio 
so far is a complete failure, despite tha 
fact that he has over 60,000 men in the 
province. When Weyler left Artemisa ha 
formed a column of 10,000 infantry, 1,500 
cavalry, and ten pieces of artillery, and 
marched, skirting the base of the hills om 
the southern side, and seeking an opening 
to attack Maceo, who is strongly fortified 
on top of the hills. It appears that Maceq 
has gathered all his forces, and is now in 
trenched in the hills, awaiting Weyler’s at- 
tack. There is, it is asserted, no truth im 
the report that Maceo has divided his 
forces into small bands to elude combats, 
and it is further declared that it is known 
on good authority that Weyler\has no view 
of meeting Maceo. Gomez, with a large 
force, is reported steadily adwancing west, 
moving slowly on account of great impedi- 
ments in the way of cannon, infantry, &c. 
He is now reported in Santa Clara Prov- 
ince, and, it is said, is coming with 20,000 
men. — 

There are more shocking detalls of 
Lopez Coloma’s execution. Gen. Martines 
Campos is, it is said, indignant at the injus- 
tice committed in executing Coloma, Cam- 
pos obtained the Queen’s pardon for Colo- 
ma, and sent a telegram so advising. The 
message arrived at noon, but Weyler :pock- 
eted it, so report says, and ordered the 
execution to proceed, and Coloma was‘shot 
ati P. M. : 

The rebels.capturedstwenty-four ‘local guer- 
rillas near Quivican recently. All were 


killed with machetes. The fact was never 
reported by the papers. 

It is rumored that Roloff has;arrived with 
an expedition. He came from Campeachy, 
Mexico. 

There is great interest in Havana cone 
cerning President Cleveland’s forthcoming 
message, and the action of Congress on the 
Cuban situation. The Spaniards and Cubans 
alike are anxiously awaiting results. 





CONFLICTING REPORTS IN¢HAVANA, 


One of Them Is that WeylertHas Met 
Another Defeat. 


HAVANA, Dec. 3.—The Loyaltsts are 
anxious to hear of a decisive defeat: of the 
rebels in the Province of Pinar del Rio by 
the troops under command of Capt. Gen. 
Weyler. There are conflicting reports 
about Weyler. One is that, since his re- 
turn to the front from Havana, he has thad 
no engagement with the insurgents. .An- 
other is that Weyler has met Maceo and 
come off second best. 

The condition of Gen. Gonzales Munog@, 
who recently returned to Havana suffering 
with fever, has become worse, and fears 
are entertained that he will not recover. 

Dr. Luis Pernas, Sefior Figuerea, a drug- 
gist, and several other well-known. resi- 
dents of Cienfuegos, have been arrested as 
political suspects. 

Gen. Melquizo and Col. San Martin have 
made extensive reconnoitring expeditions 
within the last two days, in the course of 
which they met and defeated several small 
groups of rebels at Maranon, Gabalo, and 
other places between Palacios and Pinar 
del Rio, killing thirty insurgents, all of 
whom were armed with machetes. 

The Official Gazette issued yesterday con- 
tains the decree of Captain General Weyler 
ordering the redemption of the presentigold 
bills within fifteen days and a new issue of 
$20,000,000 in silver bills to replace them. 


The decree also increases the duties upon 
imported goods 5 per cent. The new silver 
bills are receivable for the payment of 
taxes except customs duties. 





CABINET MEETING IN MADRID. 





‘Matters Discussed Relating to Cuba 


and Manila. 


MADRID, Lec. 6.—The Queen Regent pre- 
sided at a meeting of the Cabinet Council 
to-day at which Premier Canovas del Cas- 
tillo annoumced the arrival of Gen. Polavie- 
jo, the new Governor of the Philippines, at 
Manila. The Premier also announced that 
the insurgent leader Maceo had disappeared 
from his position in the Cuban Province of 
Pinar del Rio, and that the Spanish troops 
under Gen, Weyler were pursuing him. 

The contract to construct a new floating 
dock at Havana has been given to an Eng- 
lish firm. ‘The dock is to be finished within 
eleven months, and is to cost £119,000. 

A dispatch to The Imparcial from Havana 
says that at 10 o’clock on Tuesday night a 
party of 150 insurgents made a raid upon 
the town of Guanabacoa, five miles from 
Havana, and burned a number of houses, 


the flames being plainly visible from Ha- 
vana. Most of:the inhabitants of the town 
fled, but a detachment of Spanish troops 
met the rebels in the chief street of the * 
place and forced them to retire.

That portion of the town which it was ex- 
pected would be the first to suffer—the block 
on the bank of the creak between Spring 
and Central Streets—has escaped so far, 
and most of the business houses there con- 
tinue to transact business, although it 
now appears that they will be forced to 
Vacate in a short time. 

Little Hope in Sight. 

Col. Jones, the Government engineer, who 
is here examining the situation, has few 
encouraging words to offer. He believes 
the gorge will not go out suddenly, but is 
not prepared to say whether or not dyna- 
mite can. move it. It is believed he will 
not authorize such an attempt to be made. 
Up to 9 o’clock to-night 2,000 pounds of 
dynamite had been used on the gorge, but 
with little effect. To make matters worse, 
a heavy snowstorm has set in, and more 
ice is forming. 

Reports from the farming country are dis- 
ftressing. Hundreds are homeless, all their 
personal effects having been swept away 
by the waters. The Government will be 
asked to-morrow to send men to try and 
plow up the gorge. This is believed to be 
the only hope now to save the entire city 
from being inundated. 

Railroad Buildings Wrecked. 


The freight and passenger stations of the 
Wisconsin Central and Milwaukee Roads 
are in a sadly demoralized condition. The 
Milwaukee freight depot stands at an angle 
of 45 degrees from its former position, and 
the fact that it is connected to the rail- 
road tracks with strong cables alone pre- 
vents it from falling into the river. The 
water eddied around it all day, slowly eat- 
ing its foundation from under it, and its to- 
tal collapse probably will follow before 
morning. 

AS much care was not taken by the Wis- 
econsin Central Company to preserve its 
passenger Station. The old structure stands 
out gloomily in its bed of water, and will 
mever be fit to uSe again. On every side of 
it is water, and the ¢urrent runs swiftly 
over the platform. The tracks are twisted 
and snarled, and will not be fit for use for 
some time. 

Proffered Aid Refused. 

Mayor Lindley has received numerous 
telegrams proffering asSistance in case aid 
is required. To all telegrams, the Mayor 
replied that no assistance was yet required, 
and the city was in good condition, so far 
@s danger to life is concerned. 

{t is impossible to get room for all who 
have been forced to move, and merchants 
thave been obliged to store goods in private 
residences on the hill. 

The Board of Health has asked that the 
people refrain as much as possible from 
Wsing the sewers. There are a number of 
eases of typhoid fever, and with the sewers 
in the business part of the city stopped up 
the health of the community will be greatly 
impaired unless precaution is used.

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VACHERON SCORES A POINT. — 


Not Identified as the Man Who Re- 
ceived a Bribe. 


ALBANY, Dec. 3.—Counsel fur ex-Assem- 
blyman Vacheron, indicted for accepting: 
a bribe, scored at least a temporary point 
to-day when the man who is said to have 
given the bribe failed to identify Vacheron 
as the man Who accepted it. 

Vacheron was an Assemblyman from 
Queens County in 1895. At the close of the 
session he was indicted for the alleged 
receiving of a bribe of $8,000 for his influ- 
ence to defeat a bill restricting ice har- 
vesting on the Hudson River within a few 
miles of Albany. 

In opening the case for the State, As- 
sistant District Attorney Cook referred to 
the interest which George H. Best of Coey- 
mans, a few miles below Albany, and other 
ice harvesters had in the Ice bill which 
was inimical to their interests. He con- 
tinued: 

“On April 25, Best, who was acquainted 
with one of the committee, Assemblyman 
McNaughton, went to see him. They met 
at Keeler’s Hotel here, and both walked to 
Keeler’s restaurant on State Street, where 
McNaughton introduced Best to Vacheron, 
the defendant. In the course of conversa- 
tion Vacheron said: ‘How bad do you want 
this bill beaten?’ 

* Best asked how much it would cost. 
The reply was $3,000. Best said that all 
he had was $1,000, and then gave Vacheron 
a check for that amount, He later met 
Vacheron in the Capitol, where the Ccommit- 
tee was about to go into session. Vacheron 
asked him if he had the rest of the money 
with him, and he replied that he had not, 
but had arranged to get it. 

~ Jn eompany with Frank Harder, cashier 
of the Castleton National Bank, the two 
went to the National Exchange Bank in thi3 
city, where a certified check was secured for 
the remaining $2,000. The money was taken 
to Keeler’s, and placed on a table, from 
which defendant took it.” 
first witness. He testified that he intro- 
duced Best, the iceman, to Vacheron at 
Keeler’s, as described by Mr. Cook. But 
on cross-examination he admitted that he 
introduced Best to several other Assem- 
blymen at the same time. This admission 
later gave the defense its opportunity to 
score a point. 

Iceman Best, on the stand, could not re- 
member ever having been introduced to 
Vacheron; neither did he identify him as 
the man to whom he paid a check. He ad- 
mitted going to Keeler’s with McLaughlin, 
and being introduced to some one. 

“Did you have any conversation with this 
man as to how you were introduced?” 
asked the District Attorney. 

“ Yes, Sir.” 

“ Give it, please.”’ 

“Objected to,” interrupted Mr. Stanch- 
field for the defense. “It has not been 
shown yet that Vacheron was present while 
the conversation was had.” 

‘We have shown that beyond the shadow 
of a doubt,’”’ said the District Attorney. 
“This gentleman swears that he had the 
conversation with the men that McNaugh- 
ton introduced him to.” 

‘McNaughton says he introduced him to 
several others besides Vacheron,” inter- 
rupted Mr. Stanchfield. 

“The objection is sustained,’ ruled -the 
court, and with this adjournment was had 
till to-morrow, 





PRESIDENT OF CENTRE COLLEGE 


Dr, Willis Green Craig Elected to the 
Position, 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 3.—At a meeting 
of the Board of Trustees of Centre College, 
Danville, Ky., held here this afternoon, Dr. 
Willis Green Craig of the McCormick Theo- 
logical Seminary, Chicago, was unanimous- 
ly elected President of Centre College. His 
duties will begin at the commencement of 
the next scholastic year in September. 

Dr. Craig was born in Lincoln County, 
Ky., sixty-two years ago. He was gradu- 
ated from Centre College in 1851, and from 
the Theological Seminary of that college in 
1859. He was ordained a Presbyterian Min- 
ister shortly afterward, and became pas- 
tor of a church at Keokuk, Iowa. He re- 
signed the pastorate to accept a chair in 
the McCormick Seminary in 1878, where he 
has remained ever since. 

Centre College is one of the oldest insti- 
tutions of learning West of the Alleghanies, 
its first graduating class having been sent 
out in 1824. Among its 1,100 graduates are 
830 lawyers, 225 ministers of the Gospel, 
and more than one hundred physicians. The 
college has educated 4 United States Sena- 
tors, 2 Vice Presidents of the United States, 
including the present incumbent, 1 Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United States 
4 Congressmen, 88 Circuit Judges, and 
editors. 





The Rev. Dr. Houghton Is Ill. 


The Rev. Dr. George H. Houghton, pastor 
of the Little Church Around the Corner, 
is seriously ill at his residence, 1 East 
Twenty-ninth Street, with a severe cold, 
which, it was feared last night, might de- 
velop into pneumonia. He was well 
Wednesday, and performed a marriage 
ceremony on that day, but he contracted 
the cold yesterday, and it settled on his 
lungs. The physicians had hopes last night 
that they might avert the threatened pneu- 
monia. Dr. Hotghton organized the par- 
ish of the Church of the Transfiguration, at 
5 East Twenty-ninth Street, in 1849, and 
ever since has been its rector.

CELEBRATED THE VICTORY. 


Jewelers Rejoice at Dinner Over the 
Sound-Money Victory. 


Nearly a hundred jewelers of the McKin- 
ley and Hobart Jewelers’ Club sat down to 
a dinner last night at the Hotel Marlbor- 
ough, Thirty-sixth Street and Broadway, to 
rejoice over the sound-money victory. Leo- 
pold Stern presided. Letters of regret were 
read from Gov. Morton and Mayor Strong. 
Edward Lauterbach made a speech about 
the election. Upon the result of the elec- 
tion, he said, it was recognized that the 
destiny of the Nation would have to turn. 
“If there had been a straddle,’’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘a shifting policy at St. Louis, would 
we be here to-night to congratulate our- 
selves on the election of McKinley and Ho- 
bart? 

“Had we adopted such a policy, the re- 
sult would surely have been different. But 
it was the policy that our obligation should 
be honestly met and the honor of the coun- 
try maintained that first showed us that 
victory was within our grasp. 

“ Your President has referred to my part 
in the making of the platform.

A STUDY OF CHILDREN. 





Dr. Kupfer-Kohn Before Normal Col- 
lege Alumnae. 


Dr. Sophie Kupfer-Kohn read a paper yes- 
terday afternoon before the Committee on 
Child Study of the Associate Alumnae of the 
Normal College on the subject of ‘‘ Nursery 
Problems.”’ She dwelt upon the child’s ex- 
treme sensitiveness, its aversions, its fears, 
its fancies, &c.

For this 
reagon the mother should nurture her child 
and not leave it during its most impression- 
able period in the care of a hired nurse.

In the interchange of views and experi- 
ences after the address some of the ladies 
told interesting stories of childhood. One 
of them said that there was a new malady 
in Lower New York known as the grand- 
mother disease. {Laughter.] 

“That is just what they call it,’’ she per- 
sisted, “‘and it always follows the visit of 
the grandmother. The grandmother goes 
down on Sunday with -her pockets full of 


peanuts and all sorts of things; and when 
she comes away on Monday the family calls 
in the physician. The youngest child has 
the grandmother ease.”"’ The other moth- 
ers present laugWed heartily over this.

DIPLOMATIC CORPS INTERESTED. 


England and Frante Watching the 
Progress of the Dispute. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—News of the is- 
suance of the President’s’ retaliatory 
proclamation against Germany was re- 
ceived with intense interest by the diplo- 
matic corps, especially by the Ambassadors 
of Great Britain and France. An inkling 
of the intention had reached them ten days 
ago, and had been communicated to their 
respective Governments. Both Ambassadors 
have been diligently looking up the official 
literature bearing on the subject, which is 
both interesting and pointed. 

Mr. Von Reichenau, the Chargé d’Affairés 
of the German Embassy, declined to express 
an opinion this afternoon when spoken with 
regarding the President’s proclamation. He 
said, in a general way, that’ the matter had 
been the subject of correspondence for some 
time, but that he could neither anticipate 
what action the Imperial Government would 
take with reference to the proclamation nor 
did he care to express an opinion regard- 
ing it. 

It is not believed that the German Gov- 
ernment will consent to the imposition of 
a discriminating tax on German vessels 
without at least a more vigorous protest 
than has yet been made. The German con- 
tention, it is understood, is that the tax 
complained of in the President’s proclama- 
tion is not imposed solely on American ves- 
sels, but upon vessels of all nationalities, 
including German vessels. The revenues 
arising from the tax are not covered into 
the ‘Imperial Treasury, ‘but become the 
property of the several States within whose 
jurisdiction the tax is laid, and by whom 
the money is used to improve their har- 
bors in order to facilitate the loading and 
unloading of vessels. It is argued that if 
Germany should rescind this tax so far as 
American vessels are concerned, it would at 
once call forth a protest not only from 
English, French, and other European pow- 
ers, whose vessels would still be subject to 
taxation, but from German Shippers as well. 





EFFECT WILL BE SALUTARY. 


Representative McCreery Cites a Ca- 
nadian Precedent. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Representative 
McCreery of Kentucky, member and ex- 
Chairman of the House Committee on For- 
eign Affairs, did not care to discuss the 
proclamation, although he admitted that the 
subject had been quietly discussed by some 
members of the committee recently. 

‘‘It will probably have a salutary effect,”’ 
said he, ‘‘and should bring an end to the 
evils of which we complain. 

‘This incident recalls the trouble we had 
with Canada early in Mr. Cleveland’s Ad- 
ministration, growing out of the treatment 
of our fishermen in the Northeast. No at- 
tention was paid to remonstrances, and a 
bill was finally introduced, which I drew, 
authorizing the President to suspend the 
law granting the Canadians the ‘right to 
ship goods in bond through the. United 
States. The bill was favorably reported 
and passed. In this case, however, the mere 
threat was sufficient. Although it became 
a law, the President never had occasion to 
invoke it. The moment the Canadian Gov- 
ernment learned that we had given the 
President such authority, it abated the 
evils complained of, and we have not again 
heard of them.” 





SENATOR FERYE’S BILL. 


It Proposed af Repeal of the Ex- 


emption Law. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—A bill dealing 
with the subject of tonnage tax, and pro- 
viding for the repeal of the law exempting 
from such tax all vessels from foreign coun- 
tries which extend a like exemption to our 
vessels, was introduced at the last session 
of Congress by Senator Frye. After an 
exhaustive hearing, in which New York rep- 
resentatives of the German steamship lines 
were heard, the committee, being unable to 
agree, Jan. 30 last, reported the bill back 
without amendment, It was subsequently 
recommitted to the committee. Senator 
Frye made an elaborate report on the sub- 
ject, showing that the law had not done 
what was promised for it at the time of 


its passage. Among other things, Senator 
Frye’s report gave the following informa- 
tion: ‘ 

“The law providing for reciprocity in the 
abolition of the tonnage tax was passed 
in the belief that the nations of the world 
would hasten to repeal navigation charges. 
This expectation has not been met. Ger- 
many and the Netherlands alone of mari- 
time powers have accepted the invitation, 
and our experience with them has proved 
a reciprocity only in name. During the 
seven years since the proclamation exempt- 
ing German ships was issued, the total 
clearance of American vessels from the 
United States for German ports numbered 
only fifteen, of 21,156 net tons, and the 
entries from German ports twenty-five ves- 
sels of 30,368 net tons. The levy of a tax 
of 6 cents a ton by Germany on this ton- 
nage would have produced between $1,200 
and $1,800 during the seven years, or less 
than $300 a year. During the same period 
the entries of foreign vessels from Germany 
into the United States numbered 4,072, of 
9,680,837 net tons. A tonnage tax of 6 cents 
a ton, the amount which is levied on ves- 
sels from all other European countries, ex- 
cept Germany and the Netherlands, would 
have amounted to over $400,000, or about 
$60,000 a year. In other words, under the 
provisions of the law which this bill pro- 
poses to repeal, the United States, to secure 
an exemption of $200 or $300 a year in 
iaxes on American vessels in German ports, 
have exempted foreign vessels .from Ger- 
many from annual tonnage dues amount- 
ing to about $60,000.’ 





STEAMSHIP AGENTS SURPRISED. 


They Blame Germany’s General Anti- 
American Trade Policy. 


Emil L. Boas of the Hamburg-American 
Line said yesterday that he understood 
Wednesday that the proclamation had been 
issued, and he had notified the company's 
home office in Hamburg by cable. 2 

“The history of the case,” said he, “is 
this:. A law was passed in 1884 imposing a 
tax of 3 cents per ton, and not exceeding 
15 cents per ton, per ship, per annum on 
vessels from North and Central America, 
and 6 cents per ton and, not exceeding 30 
cents per ton per annum on vessels from 
all other countries. In 1886 a law was 
passed authorizing the President to issue 
a proclamation which would permit ships 
from a foreign country to enter United 
States ports without paying the tonnage 
tax, if such foreign country would extend 
the same privilege to American vessels. 

“The President issued such a proclama- 
tion in 1888. Germany and Holland took 
advantage of its terms after an interchange 
of diplomatic notes. Since then German 
ships and Holland ships have come in free. 
Last Winter an attempt was made to 
change the tonnage tax law by reducing 
the tax on vessels from countries in the 
Americas, and abolishing the reciprocity 
clause. That failed, and now comes the 
proclamation, which I understand is due 
to the fact that Germany has imposed some 
kind of a tax on American vessels. I never 
heard that such a tax had been imposed by 
Germany.” 

Mr. Boas said his company operates six 
twin screw mail steamers and four express 
steamers between New York and Hamburg, 


four steamers between New York and Stet- 
tin, and other vessels between Hamburg 
and Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, New- 
port News, and New Orleans. About twen- 
ty-two vessels ave: g 6,000 tons would 
pe nirected.

imposed by Germany and was surprised at 
the proclamation. @ company has lines 
to New York and to Baltimore and will 
have to pay between $15,000 and $20,000 a 
year tonnage dues. A vessel must pay 6 
cents a ton, hut not more than 30 cents per 
annum, which means that after making Wve 
trips she may enter free of tonnage dues. 
Mr. Schwab said of the proclamation: 

I suppose it is because the Germans ob- 
iret to our potatoes and cattle, but it is 
ikely to lead to increased retaliation. It is 
one of those petty little moves that lead 
only to irritation. It will make matters 
worse.’’ 

Henry W. O. Edye of Funch, Edye & Co., 
agents for the Union Line, the Sloman Line, 
and a great many tramp steamers, in all 
about 225 steamers, said that the dues 
would cost their vessels of the Union Line 
which come from Germany about $11,000 
per annum, and something more on the 
tramps from German ports. The Sloman 
Line runs to Brazil, and has been paying 
tonnage, the €xemption from tax operating 
only on vessels from Germany. 

‘The Germans,” he said, ‘‘ do not like the 
American protective tariff. It tends to ob- 
struct the market here for their manufact- 
ures.. They have brought every means to 
bear to effect a change. They ‘have been 
stiff in ape concessions to Americans 
and have retaliated, as you know, in many 
ways, though I had not heard of their im- 
posing any tonnage tax. It cannot amount 
to much, as there are few American vessels 
that go to Germany.” 

Mr. Edye then referred to the treatment 
accorded by Germany to the American hog 
and American cattle. Their vessels, he 
said, had acquired a. large cattle-carrying 
business, and just after extensive plants 
had been built at Hamburg the order, which 
made it necessary to abandon the busi- 
ness, came from Berlin. There had also 
been a disposition on the part of American 
officials to retaliate in turn, as shown when 
a year ago they raised the questions wheth- 
er or not ships from German ports should 
not y the tonnage when they stopped at 
Southampton. Thatsquestion, he believed, 
had hung fire up to the present time. 

It was Mr. Edye’s opinion that the Ger- 
man companies would unite in an effort to 
bring about a reconciliation in the matter 
of tonnage dues. 

Gustavus A. Heye, who manages the 
Standard Oil Company’s shipping business, 
said that nineteen of the oil tank ships fly 
the German flag. The dues would cost them 
about $15,000 a year. He thought that the 
treatment of our insurance companies had 
proved an irritation that had brought mat- 
ters to their present condition. It had been 
foreseen, he said, and the German com- 
panies had striven against it. 





AN OLD QUESTION, 


Tonnage Dues Caused a Controversy 
Ten Years Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 3.—When Mr. Bay- 
ard was Secretary of State this tonnage 
question was subject to extended corre- 
spondence and was formally submitted to 
Attorney General Garland for an opinion as 
to the bearing of the favored-nation clause 
upon the matter under debate. Mr. Garland 
ruled that the favored-nation clause did 
not apply, but Mr. Van Alvensleben, then 
German Ambassador, quoted the provisions 
entered into in 1828 between the United 
States and Prussia and insisted that Ger- 
many was entitled to the same favorable 
conditions as to tonnage dues that were ac- 
corded to other countries. His exact lang- 
uage follows: 

“ The treaty (of 1828, Article IX.) existing 
between Prussia and the United States, es- 
pecially stipulates that ‘if either party shall 
hereafter grant to any other nation any par- 
ticular favor in navigation or commerce it 
shall immediately become common to the 
other party, freely, where it is freely grant- 
ed to such other nation, or on yielding the 


ome compensation when the grant is condi- 
tional.’ 

“Such a compensation, so far as the re- 
duction of the tonnage tax to 3 cents is 
concerned, has not been stipulated for by 
the United States in the aforesaid shipping 
act. Germany is, therefore, ipso facto enti- 
tled to the reduction of the tax in favor of 
vessels sailing from Germany ‘to the United 
States, especially since, according to the 
Constitution of the empire, no tonnage tax 
is collected in Germany from foreign ves- 
sels; that is to say, no tonnage tax of the 
character of American tonnage taxes in the 
sense of Section 8, Paragraph 1, Article I., 
of the American Constitution,-viz., those de- 
signed to pay the debts of the Government 
and to pay the expenses of the common de- 
fenSe and the general welfare. 

‘““As you remark in your esteemed note 
Mr. Secretary of State, you have base 
your decision on an opinion of the Attor- 
jee J General. In opposition to this view, it 
will be seen by the printed decisions of the 
Secretary of the Treasury that the latter, 
in an opinion on this subject addressed to 
the Department of State under date of 
May 11, 1885, expressed the opinion that 
vessels sailing from Portugal to the United 
States are, indeed, entitled to the privi- 
leges granted by Section 14 of the Shipping 
act, on the ground of the most favored 
nation treaty existing between the two na- 
tiors. This opinion harmonizes in the 
main with the view entertained by the Im- 
perial Government. 

“The Imperial Government entertains the 
hope, in view of the foregoing considera- 
tions, that the United States Government, 
on reconsidering this matter, will not main- 
tain the position taken in the note of Nov. 
7, 1885, and that it will grant to German 
vessels sailing between the two countries 
the same privileges that have long been 
granted without compensation by the Ger- 
man Empire to American vessels. 

“In having the honor, therefore, hereby 
to reiterate the os made in my 
note of Aug. 3, 1885, for the reduction of 
the tonnage tax to 3 cents in favor of ves- 
sels engaged in trade between Germany and 
the United States, I hope that the decision 
of the United States vernment in this 
matter will be kindly communicated to 
me.” 

The discussion ended by the United States 
acceding to Germany’s requests, and on the 
26th of January, 1888, the President issued 
the proclamation which he now revokes. 

The tonnage tax levied by the United 
States is applied to the maintenance of the 
Marine Hospital service. The amount col- 
lected last year was a little over $523,000. 





Brazil's Useless Cable. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Consul Matthews 
writes the Department of State from Para 
that the Brazilian Government is having a 
hard time in trying to operate a cable to 
Manaos. The cable, costing about $1,000,- 
000, was guaranteed by the company for 
thirty days. On the thirty-first day it 
failed, and no message has been sent over 
it since last February. It is hoped to have 
{t in working order by the end of the year.

Corporation Counsel Scott called the meet- 

ing to order and presided throughout. 

He briefly recited the history of the 
growth of the National Democratic Party. 

“Tt ils not a new party,”’ he said, “‘ but an 
old party under a new name.” , 

Mr. Scott said the National Democrats 
had no desire to assume @ position or be- 
come leaders in the party, but, having ac- 
cepted a eee ear it in the last cam- 
paign, they now felt it a duty to maintain 
the organization of the real Democratic 
Party. 

It was not the purpose, Mr. Scott said, 
to enter primarily into municipal politics, 
although it would always be true that. the 
National Demecrats would take an interest 
in local politics. 

Many who voted for the regular Demo- 
cratic ticket in the last election did so 
from force of habit, Mr. Scott said. They 
had become used to supporting anything 
labeled Democratic, without looking deeply 
into the underlying principles. 

“I do not believe,’’ he declared, “ that 
the great mass of Democrats who have 
heretofore voted with us are willing to go 
permanently over to the doctrines laid down 
by the Bryan party or to go to the Charyb- 
ef the Republican Party with its high 
tariff. 

‘“* There is ample harvest for the National 
Democrats among the former Democrats 
who still believe in the real principles of 
Demoeracy. 

“it is not a question whether those who 
left the regular Democrats shall be re- 
ceived back. The question is whether we 
shall take back those who strayed away 
from the real old-time principles of Demoec- 
racy.” 

Mr. Scott said there was no hidden motive 
beneath the call for the meeting. It was 
called simply to take counsel as to strength- 
ening and upbuilding the National Demo- 
eratic Party. 

Letters expressing sympathy with the pur- 
poses and principles of the National Demo- 
crats were read from ex-Mayor Abram S. 
Hewitt, Perry Belmont, John G. Agar, Hans 
S. Beattie, and Thomas J. Ford. 


Mr. Peckham and Others Speak. 


Wheeler H. Peckham was called on for 
‘some advice.”’ He said it was hard work 
to outline a policy of a new party as a 
plan of continuing a young party on five 
minutes’ notice, but it would be a good 
thing, in his opinion, if there was a new 
Democratic organization in this State. 

“It would be a good thing,” said Mr. 
Peckham, “if some organization could be 
kept in existence to supersede the present 
one. After the Democratic organization in 
this State has adopted the principles laid 
down in Chicago it is time we had a new 
one. 

“There is not a great deal for a political 
party to do now, but there is a lot for one 
to oppose.”’ 

Mr. Peckham discussed briefly the situa- 
tion which followed the adoption of the 
Chicago platform, and he closed by express- 
ing the belief that ‘‘ those Democrats who 
had acted with us ane to the Chicago 
madness will come back and reorganize 
with us.” 

Albert Stickney said he thought many of 
those who had control of the machinery 
in this State had not seriously believed 
in the principles adopted in Chicago. Mr. 
Stickney suggested that a committee be 
appointed to prepare a scheme of reor- 
ganizing the party in this city to report at 
a later meeting. 

Robert B. Roosevelt presented a resolu- 
tion authorizing the Chairman to appoint a 
committee of fifteen, of which the Chair 
should be one, to prepare a plan of reor- 
ganization in accordance with the resolu- 
tion of the State Committee. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he believed that many 
of the Democrats who had, through sympa- 
thy or on the plea of regularity, voted for 
the Chicago platform and candidates would 
come back to the old principles of the Dem- 
ocratic Party. ‘‘ We don’t know what this 
movement may amount to,” said Mr. Roose- 
velt, ‘‘ but we do know that the Democrats 
lost control of the Chicago Convention by 
neglecting to pay attention in time.” 

Ex-Gov. Hugh S. Thompson was called on. 
He said if the platform adopted at Chicago 
was Democratic, then he was not a Demo- 
erat, and never would be. 

“?f refuse ever to be led,” said he, “ by 
Debs and Tillman, Altgeld and Mary 
Elizabeth Lease.” 

Mr. Thompson said there was a fertile 
field for National Democratic organization 
in the South. He believed the National 
Democrats should extend their organization 
in the Southern States. 

The resolution favoring the committee of 
fifteen was adopted without any dissenting 
votes. 

After brief remarks on the advisability of 
maintaining the existence of the Democrat- 
ic Party that had made the fight for the 
gold standard in the recent campaign the 
meeting adjourned, subject to the call of 
the Chair. Mr. Scott said he would an-

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WHEAT HIGHER IN CHICAGO. 


Price for May Gains a Cent and a 
Half=December Closes at 805-8. 


CHICAGO, Dec. -3.—There was great 
guessing in the Chicago wheat trade this 
morning. The market opened weak, with 
¥Y-cent break in May, to 81% cents. There 
was a strong rally to 88 cents, a break to 
815g cents, and a second rally to 82% cents, 
all in the morning. In a general way there 
was improved feeling in the trade, and a 
disposition to fight for a return of the bull 
market. 

The trade had all sorts of news, all sorts 
of quick turns, all sorts of talk about lead- 
ers, and altogether there was tke most 
unsettled market in weeks for the morning 
hours, 

In a general way it was conceded that 
the big elevator interests were using all 
possible means to depress the December 
wheat so as to discourage other holders into 
letting go. There already has been much 
pageee selling, and no doubt more will fol- 
ow. 

Through the elevator agents came the 
story that Armour would deliver out about 
2,000,000 bushels of wheat after navigation 
should be closed, when grain will not. be 
taken from the houses. Perhaps this talk 
had something to do with the easier open- 
ing, but it was quickly offset by a revival 
of Argentine damage talk. New York and 
St. Louis botght wheat here as if their 
dealers had heard the news. 

Mitchell, Champlin, and other big individ- 
ual traders helped bid the market up to 
83 cents the first hour. Then followed heavy 
selling and a break in the price. The trade 
did not appear to be governed by the news. 

After midday the strength returned, and 
the May price went again to 83% cents, with 
greater activity in the pit. The local trade 
being oversold, the recovery was natural. 

Wheat touched 83% cents for May, and 
closed at 83%@83% cents—2\% cents up fronr 
low point two hours previous, showing 1 
cents net gain for the day. December clos 
a cents. 


Wheat Exports at.San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—Wheat is pour- 
ing out of California. Three ships got away 
yesterday with full loads, and a half dozen 
others are ready to sail. A fleet went out 
on the ebb tide, including the big American 
ships Shenandoah and Cyrus Wakefield, the 
British bark Cambusdoon, the British brig 
W. C. Irvin, and the British ship Blair- 
goerie. All the vessels that went to sea 
were fully loaded, and their cargoes are 
valued at $1,000,000. The Shenandoah took 
general merchandise and wheat, her con- 
signments amounting to over $196,000.

REBUKE TO GOSSIPERS ABOUT 
THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 





Cablegram from Rome Received by 
Martinelli—Understood to Refer 
Particularly to the Case 

‘ of Bishop Keane. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The flood of 
gossip following the deposition of Bishop 
Keane from the rectorship of the Catholic 
University of America appearing in the

and, apparently, has caused grave concern.

A Catholic churchman who knows well all 
the steps leading up to Bishop Keane's 
removal, said to-night, that the action of 
the Pope in sending this cablegram should 
put a stop to further gossip on the sub- 
ject. It was well understood, he said, in 
Church circles, that Bishop Keane’s remov- 
al was brought about by German eccle- 
siastic influence, and it was hoped by the 
game influence that further changes in the 
game direction, and following he same lines, 
would follow. 

While sensational newspaper talk was to 
be deprecated in this instance, it seemed 
to have had an excellent effect, as it had 
reached the ears of Rome, which had called 
a halt on the assaults being made by the 
German ecclesiastics on the American party 
of the Catholic Church in America. The 
American party had not lifted a finger to 
repel such assaults, nor had it sent tales to 
Rome, but simply had bided its time, with 
the result that the Holy Father had now 
taken the matter in kis own hands, 

It is stated here to-night that Fathers 
Mackin and Gloyd of this city, warm 
friends of Bishop Keane, will accompany 
him on his visit to Rome. 





BISHOP KEANE’S DUTIES IN ROME. 


He Is to Sail Saturday in Obedience 
to the Pope’s Request. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 3.—Bishop Keane, for- 
merly rector of the Catholic University, 
after spending last night with Cardinal 
Gibbons, left the Archiepiscopal residence 
at 9 o’clock this morning for Philadelphia 
to devote a day and night to Archbishop 
Ryan. From Philadelphia the Bishop will 
go to-morrow to New York, where he will 
see Archbishop Corrigan and attend to a 
number of business details before leaving 
for Rome Saturday morning on the French 
Line steamship La Bretagne. 

The Bishop said that he had made all ar- 
rangements to take up his permanent resi« 
dence in Rome, but that he counted on 
keeping ir. touch with the Catholic Church 
in this country by annual visits home. 

‘My friends of the Catholic University,” 
he said, ‘‘ have been kind enough to ask me 
to remain as one of th'e Directors of the 
university, and as the annual gathering of 
the Governing Board, as well as the annual 
gathering of the Archbishops of America, 
takes place in Washington each October, I 
expect to find it very convenient for me to 
be presént each year at these meetings and 
so keep myself informed of the spirit of the 
Church in America. The Fall months are 
the vacation period in Rome, and that. will 
make this hope the easier to realize.” 

“What field of labors do you expect to 
have in Rome?” he was asked. 

“I kuow nothing more definitle than that 
the Holy Father has been kind enough to 
intimate to me his desire that I should be- 
come a member of the Propaganda and also 
a member of the Congregation of thp Sa- 
cred Studies, two positions for which my 
years of service as rector of the university 
have probably more especially fitted me. In 
both positions I can be of much serviée to 
the Church in America. 

“‘In his first letter to me the Holy Father, 
it will be remembered, left me at perfect 
liberty to choose whether I wished to re- 
main im this country or go to Rome, where 
I could be of service to the Church. In zis 
subsequent letter he affectionately told me 
that, if I chose, I could remain in America 
in thre retirement which I had gladly sought 
when I laid down the burdens of office as 
rector of the university, but his desire that 
I should come to Rome was clearly indi- 
cated, and it was evident that he felt that 
I could be of greater service to the Church 
by going to Rome than by remaining here. 
The kind expressions of which he made use 
in his first letter were repeated even more 
strongly in the second communication. 

“‘ About the time when his second message 
came to me I had about come to the con- 
clusion that it was best for me to leave my 
retirement. There were so many mystifica- 
tions, so many baseless and to me painful 
rumors concerning my departure from the 
university, that I felt that the good of the 
Church required that I should not continue 
longer on furlough. When the invitation to 
Rome came I obeyed it cheerfully and will- 
ingly, as a soldier would obey the call of a 
superior. I never solicited the honors prom- 
ised me, and I ac@2pt them because my 
whole heart is with the Church.’’ 

“You have of course accepted the Pope’s 
nomination to an Archbishopric? ” 

“Yes. I do not know when my formal 
elevation from the rank I at present hold is 
likely to occur. On my arrival in Rome I 
shall report at once to the Holy Father and 
tcll him I am ready for duty.

The Archbish- 
oepric which I shall receive will, of course 
be a titular one, as I could not govern an 
archdiocese and remain in Rome at the 
game timp.’’

id quality for coking. 





Looking for Black Bears. 


EGG HARBOR CITY, N. J., Dec. 3.~ 
Farmers in the neighborhood of Germania, 
four miles from this city, claim that there 
are two black bears wandering about the 
neighborhood and killing fowl and other 
live stock. To-day a party of farmers 
armed with rifles was out in the Clark’s 
Landing Swamp looking for the animals.

000, and two other fine brood mares for

MIDDLESBOROUGH, Ky., Dec. 3.—Mea- 
gre details have reached here of a battle in 
Letcher County, between the Morgan fam- 
ily, strong supporters of Congressman D. 
G. Colson, and the Harrison family, advo- 
cates of ex-Congressman John D. White, in 
the recent Congressional election. 

William Morgan and his three sons, 
Thomas, Caleb, and John, were going to 
mill, when they met William Harrison and 
his sons, ‘“‘ Jim” and Henry. The families 
have been at outs since the election, and 
after a few words, revolvers were drawn. 

Old man Morgan fell dead at the first 
fire, and when the fight was over “Jim” 
and Henry Harrison also lay dead and Tom 
and Caleb Morgan were dying. 

J. lL. Christ and Miss Katie Emmal of 
Middlesborough ran away from home yes- 
terady to get married. William Emmal, 


father of the girl, caught them on a train. 
Miss Katie was sitting beside Congressman 
D. G. Colson of Middlesborough, who was 
on his way to Washington, and Emmal 
thought he was aiding in the elopement. 
He began to abuse the Congressman, who 
struck him in the face. 

Emmal attempted to shoot Mr. Colson, 
but the conductor grabbed the. weapon. 





ARRESTED FOR FORGERY. 


A Graduate of Cornell Who Wants 
Food for the Winter. 


ROCHESTER, N, Y., Dec. 3.—W. A. Cor- 
bett, alias W. A. Pierce, was arrested in 
this city this morning on the charge of 
forgery and petit larceny. It is alleged that 
he signed the name of the Rev. Dr. W. C. 
Hubbard to an order for $1 and presented 
it to a coal office and asked to have it 
cashed. The firm notified the police, and 
Corbett was locked up. 

The man’s home is in Elmira, where his 
parents reside. He has a wife and one 
child. His wife left him some years ago 
and went back to live with her parents, in 
Elmira. Corbett was sent to a private pre- 
Pparatory school, and was graduated from 
Cornell in the class of ’73. He went to Os- 
wego, where he worked for six years, and 
then came to this city. He was employed 
by a sewing machine company, and rose 


steadily until he was placed in charge of 
the firm’s Buffalo branch, with a big salary. 

He has been a victim of the drink habit, 
and went from bad to worse, until he be- 
came a wreck. He was arrested in this 
city about a month ago on the charge of 
forgery, and indicted, but was released on 
his promise to reform. He dissipated more 
than ever, however, and now he wants to 
be sent to the penitentiary for the Winter, 
so that he can get free board and lodging 
during the cold months, 





TO TAX PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


Assessors Warned that They Must 
Do Their Duty. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 3.—“ It is believed 
that a large proportion of personal prop- 
erty liable to assessmenr under the laws 
of the State escapes taxation, thereby un- 
‘justly increasing the burden upon the 
owners of real estate by reason of the 
failure of local Assessors to assess such 
personal property, and all of it, at its full 
value.”’ 

These are the words of warning contained 
in a letter which the State Board of As- 
sessors has sent to the Assessors in the 
various cities and towns in the State. In 


its communication the State Board asks 
the local Assessors to assess all property 
dering the coming year, both real and per- 
sonal, not exempt from taxation, at its 
full and true value. This requirement of 
law, the board says, has heretofore failed 
to be generally enforced.

McGUIRE CAN’T WRITE AND HIS 
NAME WAS FORGED. 





The Board of Review Passes on a 
Number of Cases—Postmark 
to Decide the Date of Mail- 
ing Disputed Entries. 


Occasionally a case comes before the 
Board of Review of the National Trotting 
Association in which it is shown that a 
horseman has been the victim of a con- 
spiracy. Such a case, and a recent one, 


was that of John, or ‘‘ Mug,’’ McGuire, as 
he is familiarly known to local horsemen. 
Mr. McGuire is a dealer in second-hand 
trotters, and the owner of Martha Wilkes, 

2:08,) who was once the queen of the turf. 

At the morning session of the board yes- 
terday, at the Murray Hill Hotel, Mr. Mc- 
Guire testified that he could not write even 
his own name, and thereby set aside the 
charge against him of sending three letters 
to the Gentlemen’s Driving Club of Balti- 
more authorizing the entry in a race last 
June of the bay gelding Governor. It is 
regarded as singular that_each letter was 
in a different handwriting, and to each was 
signed the name of John McGuire. 

McGuire’s son and his trainer both testi- 
fied in his behalf, and. young McGuire sub- 
mitted specimens of his handwriting to 
substantiate the statement that he did not 
write the letters. Before the case was 
ended Mr. McGuire, senior, announced pub- 
licly that he was an innocent victim, and 
would be happy to pay $250 to the person 
who could point out the man who had tried 
to injure him. 

“It was clearly a case of forgery,’’ said 
Secretary Gocher, explaining the case last 
evening, ‘‘and the board released Mr. Mc- 
Guire from suspension, and he is now in 
good standing.” 

By far the most important ruling of the 
board since the sessions began was that 
relating to the date of mailing entries. 
The matter was brought up in the case. of 
Charles. Kittle of Mount Kisco, N. Y., 
who got into trouble with the Rockland 
Trotting Association over the non-appear- 
ance of his mare Bonita for a race at that 
track on Sept. 1. Mr. Kittle authorized 
Albert Lane to make the entry, but it was 
so near the time set for the entries to close 
that he concluded it was too late for ac- 
ceptance. Receiving no notification from 
the Secretary of the association, Kittle 
concluded the entry had not been accepted, 
and remained away from the track. His 
suspension followed. — 

It was the intention of the board to set- 
tle the question of when the entry was 
made by introducing the envelope in which 
it was sent to the association. The post- 
mark would have shown this. The associa- 
tion could not produce the envelope, and 
Mr. Kittle’s suspension was removed and 
his fine remitted. In future cases where 
this question arises the postmark will be 
taken as conclusive evidence of the date of 
mailing. 

Fleetwood Park Trainer Reinstated. 


John P. Gibbs, a well-known Fleetwood 
Park trainer, asked to be reinstated to 
good standing, and the board granted his 
request. He testified that when he was 
suspended not long ago for driving in a 
race while under suspension, he paid the 
fine imposed under protest. He claims that 
the alleged offense for which he was pun- 
ished did not occur in a regular race. The 
board requested him to produce witnesses, 
and he said he would do so, Later in the 
day several witnesses testified in his favor. 

A matter of long standing was the case of 


G. A. Harvey against the Amsterdam (N. 
Y.) Driving Association. This dates back 
to July, 1889, when Harvey failed to pay 
the entrance fees to the association for 
these horses: B. m. Neilie Shank, ch. s. 
Pulaski Prince, b. m. Spinalong, and b. m. 
Hazlewood. Harvey and the horses were 
placed on the suspended list, and ever since 
then the owner has been trying to have 
the ban removed. Harvey endeavored to 
clear himself by testifying that the date of 
payment was changed, and he had no notice 
of it. The board refused to raise his sus- 
pension. 

At Allentown, Penn., on Sept. 18, 1895, 
Palmer Cleveland had as an entry the bay 
gelding Adam. Somebody asked questions 
about the identity of the horse, and Mr. 
Cleveland got another man to drive him 
while he hunted for testimony bearing on 
the early: history of the gelding. Adam 
was formerly known as Oney, and Mr. 
Cleveland says he is the property of one 
“Ed” Burch of this city. When cross-ex- 
amined, Mr. Cleveland could not tell much 
about Mr. Burch, whom, he said, he had not 
seen for five or six months, and he was not 
sure that he could produce him before the 
board. This carried little weight with the 
members of the turf court, for they ex- 
pelled Mr. Cleveland, and also the horse. 

A case with a tinge of humor in it came 
up in the application of L. N. D. Houde of 
Nicolet, Quebec, for the reinstatement of 
himself and the horse Michael Boy. The 
application was refused, but this does not 
imply that Mr. Houde will not next year re- 
peat his appeal. The story of Owner Houde 
and Michael Boy dates back to Oct. 21, 
1895. He arranged to start his trotter in a 
three-cornered race at Fort Fairfield, Me., 
on that date, stipulating with the manage- 
ment that he should receive $50 in advance 
for entering. The event was a big thing in 
that section, excursions being run from the 
surrounding towns. The handbills distrib- 
uted broadcast to advertise the race con- 
tained this paragraph: 

“Tt is no exaggeration to say that this 
is the first field of horses ever seen in 
Aroostook, and the best race ever seen in 
this region may be looked for. Each horse 
has blood in his eye, and each driver a win- 
or-die feeling deep down in his heart.” 

Houde failed to get the promised advance 
money, and he and the horse did not show 
up for the race, at which there was great 
indignation expressed against the promoters 
of the contest. Complaint was made against 
him, and he and Michael Boy were black- 
listed. 

J. W. Tompkins of Sing Sing is under sus. 
pension for having campaigned the horse 
Ben Ali under the aliases Sagwa, John Y., 
and Weskora. He wanted the suspension 
removed, but the board did not see fit to 
favor him. 


Some Punishments Remitted. 


“Doc” E. Il. Palmer of this city, who 
was expelled as far back as 1882, and since 
last May has been under temporary rein- 
statement, has had the temporary reinstate- 
ment continued. His application to make it 
permanent was refused. The case against 


S. A. Paddock of Brooklyn, involving the 
horse Brooks, was dismissed. 

F. E. Wallingford of Boston, expelled in 
1891 for starting Joe Davis under the name 
of Checkmate, was made happy by perma- 
nent reinstatement. “ a a reinstate- 
ment continued’’ was the verdict in the 
case of Frank Matty of Syracuse, who in 
1889 was concerned in the alleged “ ring- 
ing” of George L. as Victor and Zeno. A 
similar verdict was given in the case of 
Ira Ryerson of Goshen, N. Y., expelled in 
1890 for starting Taylorson under the name 
of Tryon. 

Eight years ago George Hossack of Colo- 
rado Springs, Col., endeavored fraudulently 
to give a record of 2:30 to the mare Mary 
Gift, in order to secure a’ breeder's prize. 
Mr. Hossack admitted this some time ago, 
and yesterday the board permanently rein- 
stated him. 

Joseph Lair, of Lair Brothers, Paris, Ky., 
was expelled for trotting the three-year-old 
colt Dunbar in 1895, as a two-year-old. He 
was reinstated by the American Trotting 
Association, but the National Association 
dealt out punishment that it considered de- 
serving. The horse was not penalized, be- 
cause it was partly the property of a Ken- 
tucky widow of the name of Thompson, 
against whose wishes the colt Was raced, 
Another man was dragged into ‘the case,

Another erring horseman to suffer expul- 
sion was James Healey of Warren, Penn., 
who started the horse Leeward Wiikes at 
Danielson, Conn., in the Fall of 1895, under 
an assumed name. The horse was not in- 
cluded in the sentence. 

John G. Taylor of Chebans, Ill., the owner 
of Joe Patchen, applied to have the fine of 
$500 imposed or “ Jack’’ Curry for ‘“ pull- 
re! " that horse at Belmont Park, Phila- 
delphia, remitted. The board said ‘‘ No.” 

Bookmaker Frank Weithoff of Windsor, 
Canada, confessed some time ago to having 
engineered the deal for Loretta F. to lose 
at Rochester, away back in 1887, and last 
year he was reinstated temporarily. This 
means permaneut reinstatement at no dis- 
tant day, but yesterday the board thought 
the time for that had not arrived. 

Charles Haskell of Troy, N. H.: C. lL. 
Forbes of Bellows Falls, Vt., and the bay 
gelding Oscar J.. were expelled because the 
horse was trotted in classes to which he 
was not eligible and under the name of 
Glenny. In an attempt to establish the 
identity of the horse under the name of 
Glenny, Haskell confésses to having forged 
an affidavit purporting to contain the testi- 
mony of George Cheever of Keene, N. H. 
The wrongdoing occurred in 1894. 

W. S. Rogers and Lloyd Lease of Tiffin, 
Ohio, were expelled. They were accused of 
racing the bay gelding Willie R. under the 
name of Aleck B. C. H. Devine of White 
Plains, N. Y., was fined $50 for driving in 
a race while under suspension. The decis- 
ion of the judges in the Transylvania Stake, 
trotted at Lexington last October, will 
stand. This involved the placing of a 
horse last in a heat when he did not finish, 
— to an accident to a horse in front of 


m. 

The application of C. H. Cook of Ham- 
den, Conn., for reinstatement was de- 
nied. Wis case involved the campaigning 
of a mare known as Hamden Girl, which 
was not the original name. 

R. W. Sherman of Woonsocket, R. I., had 
the temerity to try to “ring” the bay 
gelding Attorney in his own town. He also 
had the temerity to apply for reinstate- 
ment, which was, of course, denied. Charles 
Ahrens, (now dead,) of Jersey City, ap- 
pealed from the decision of the judges in 
a match race at Goshen, N. Y., on June 
30, 1895. A question of foul was raised, 
but the judges would not allow it, claim- 
ing it was unavoidable. The board sus- 
tained the judges in their decision. This 
gives the stakes to Ella Madison.

THE COAL SITUATION. 


Rumors of an Advance in Price Re- 
vived by the Cold Weather. 


Rumors that the anthracite coal produc- 
ers are contemplating an advance in prices 
of 25 cents per ton are now emanating from 
Philadelphia, as well as from some of the 
Western cities. Such rumors hold their 
own persistently in spite of the almost 
unanimous expressions of opinion from re- 
tail dealers, that the trade will not stand 
any further increase in prices. The New 
York representatives of the leading coal 
companies refrain from discussing the 
question for publication. 

While the recent cold weather has stimu- 
lated trade, it has not increased the de- 
mand sufficiently to warrant an immediate 
advance in prices. There is an enormous 
stock of coal already out of the mines, and 
it has been waiting a long time for pur- 
chasers. It will require an extensive in- 
crease in consumption to get this stock out 
of storage. A correspondent of The Coal 
Trade Journal writes from Philadelphia as 
follows: ‘‘ If the weather be as cold as usual 
the prospects for the Winter trade are good, 
but the demand for coal to date has been 
much lighter than was the case a year ago. 
Prices this year for domestic sizes are 80 
cents per ton higher than in October, 18965, 
and 40 cents per ton higher than in Novem- 
ber, 1895. The circular price for anthracite 
or bituminous could not be advanced with- 
out still further lessening the demand. 


There is great competition from gas and oil 
stoves, which are displacing coal to an ex- 
tent greater than is generally appreciated.” 

From a batch of letters sent in by retail 
coal dealers of New York City, Editor Sa- 
ward has culled the following sentences: 
“Prices are higher than those realized a 
year ago, but there is less profit. ‘Buyers 
are already growling at the high circular 
price for anthracite and bituminous coal.— 
The demand for coal is a great deal better 
than at this season a year ago, but there 
was more margin on sales last year. As for 
a higher circular price being realized, would 
say that we are at the mercy of the corpo- 
rations.—Artificial gas is making large in- 
roads in our business, and, with higher 
prices, would make still more.” 

A meeting of the New York Retail Coal 
Dealers’ Exchange will be held this even- 
ing for the purpose of electing officers. 
There will probably be a general discussion 
of the situation.

A PROPOSED TOBACCO TAX. 


Reputable Dealers Probably Would 
Not Object Strongly. 


The proposition again to tax dealers in 
tobacco, cigars, and cigarettes is being dis- 
cussed in a general way both here and in 
Washington as a means for increasing the 
Government’s revenue. Soree of the ex- 
perts have made a calculation that a tax 
of $10 on all retail tobacconists would 
amount to $30,000,000 a year. Prior to June 
30,1891,a special tax of this kind was levied, 
which in 1882 amounted to $2,100,000. But 
that tax was only from $2.50 to $5. 

Several dealers were seen yesterday and 
asked what they thought of the proposition. 
A. Schulte of 41 Park Row, in THe Times 
Building, thus voiced the opinion of most 
of them: 

“The proposed tax is so small of itself 
that I do not think that any reputable deal- 
er would make any objection; at least I 


should not. The Government must have an 
increased revenue, and such a tax could 
easily be levied and collected. I do not be- 
lieve, however, that the collection would 
amount to anywhere near the sum of $30,- 
000,000. While the number of people en- 
gaged in the business since 1890 has largely 
increased, it certainly cannot have increased 
from 613,890 in 1890 to 3,000,000 in 1896, and 
it would require the latter number at $10 
per head to raise $30,000,000. 

‘““A moderate tax would not, I think, be 
objected to by regular dealers, because it 
would have a tendency to discourage a cer- 
tain class of petty dealing, especially of 
cigarettes, that hag become a menace and a 
nulisance.’’ 


RESCUED BY THE DRESDEN. 





Two Fishermen Picked Up at Sea in 
a Helpless Condition, 


The North German Lloyd steamer Dres- 
den, which arrived at Quarantine from 
Bremen at 11 o’clock last night, picked up 
two fishermen in a dory Wednesday. The 
men are George Fowy and Patrick Foley. 
They belong aboard the fishing schooner 
Florence of Gloucester, Mass. On Satur- 
day last they lost sight of the schooner 
during a dense fog on La Havre Banks, 
and were unable to find her again. There 


was no water in the boat and no provis- 
ions, and the two men suffered terribly 
from hunger and thirst. On Monday it 
snowed, and they ate enough snow to ap- 
pease their thirst. Their hands were frost- 
bitten. There was only one broken oargin 
the dory. The others had been swept away.

DRUGGISTS AND EXCISE LAW. 


A Demand for a Lower Tax on Pre- 


seriptions for kiquor. 


ALBANY, Dec. 3.—About twenty pharma- 
cists, representing pharmaceutical boards, 
institutions, and societies in the State, met 
to-day and discussed legislation to be recom- 
mended during the coming session of the 
Legislature in the interest of the drug busi- 
ness. 

The most important question discussed 
related to the prohibition of the sale of 
liquor by druggists, except upon the writ- 
ten prescription from a physician. They 
believed the exactions to be too severe. 
Those in attendance at the meeting called 
at the State Excise Department to-day and 
talkd over the situation with Deputy Com- 
missioner Clement. 


President Smithers of the State Asso- 
ciation. spoke for the delegation. He said 
that tne druggists of the State believed 
that the tax now charged for selling on 


prescription was too high altogether. Liquer 
was merely an incident to the drug trade. 
In many instances the druggists sold scarce- 
ly any liquor at all. He argued that a nomi- 
nal prescription tax should be levied. It 
was pointed out that in Massachusetts and 
Pennsylvania the fee is small. In Massa- 
chusetts it is $1. 

Deputy Clement observed that the penal- 
ty for a violation in Massachusetts is 
severe. Mr. Clement suggested that Presi- 
dent Smithers submit in writing to the 
Raines committee and Commissioner Ly- 
man just what changes in the law they 
desire. 

Presitient Smithers, J. C. Smith of Platts- 
burg, C. H. Gaus of Albany, W. H. Rogers 
of Middletown, and William Muench of 
Syracuse were appointed a committee to 
wait upon Senator Raines’s Special Excise 
Committee when it meets in Buffalo and 
ask that an amendment be made to the 
Raines liquor-tax law, fixing a uniform lI- 
cense fee for pharmacists at $5, allowing 
them to sell on physicians’ prescriptions 
in places where prescriptions are regularly 
compounded. The fee now ranges from $10 
in a village to $100 in New York City. 
Another amendment to be proposed by 
them will be to cut the storekeepers’ li- 
cense fee one-half. The fee now ranges 
from $50 in a village to $500 in New York 
City. The pharmacists say that this reduc- 
tion in the storekeepers’ license should be 
made in the interest of the druggists. Few 
have availed themselves of the present li- 
cense fee, which they claim is altogether 
too high.

SUIT INVOLVES $4,000,000. 


Difficulties Over Consolidation of 
Water Companies in Court, 
The New York and Westchester Water 


Company and Moses R. Crow are plaintiffs 
in an action which will be argued next 
Monday in the Supreme Court. The suit in- 
volvés nearly $4,000,000. The defendants 
are the Central Trust Company, the Metro- 
politan Trust Company, Joseph Richard- 
son, Mrs. Maria H. Hotchkiss, widow of the 
late firearm manufacturer; the New York 
City District Water Supply Company, and 
the Upper New York Water Company. 

The action, it is said, arises from an ef- 
fort made some time ago to consolidate the 
three water companies named, which op- 
erate in Westchester County and vicinity. 
The efforts toward consolidation, it is al- 
leged, were all made by Mr. Crow, the 
plaintiff. He first increased the capital 
stock of the New York and Westchester 
Water Company from $500,000 to $10,000,000, 
which was to be the capital stack of the 
consolidated companies. Two mortgages 
for $500,000 each were executed to the 
Central Trust Company and the Metropoli- 
tan Trust Company, respectively. With the 
funds raised by these it was intended to pay 
all the outstanding obligations of the com- 
panies and start on a clean basis. 

The money with which to accomplish all 
changes, it is stated in the complaint, was 
to be furnished by Mrs. Hotchkiss and Mr. 
Richardson, and they were to receive stocks 
and bonds in the companies. 

Mr. Hotchkiss furnished $1,161,000 and ree 
ceived in return water company stocks and 
bonds amounting in value to $4,909,700. Mr. 
Richardson furnished $50,000, and received 
in return stocks and bonds amounting in 
value to $250,000. 

Mr. Crow complains that when he asked 
the defendants to complete their subscrip- 
tions by furnishing the balance between 
the amount they had paid and the amount 
they had received, they refused. Not only 
did they refuse, Mr. Crow alleges, but they 
said they would foreclose the bonds they, 
had already received. 

Upon application Nov. 4, Justice Law- 
rence of the Supreme Court granted an in- 
—e restraining any of the defendants 
rom either foreclosing any mortgage bonds 
or parting with them. The injunction will 
be argued Monday before Justice Lawrence, 

Neither the defendants nor their counsel, 
Judge John F. Dillon and Alexander & 
Green, would discuss the matter yesterday.

MR. HANNA AND THE TREASURY. 


It was announced in our dispatches 
from Canton yesterday that Mr. McKIN- 
LEY had asked Mr. Hanna to accept the 
office of Secretary of the Treasury, and 
that Mr. Hanna had taken the offer un- 
der consideration for a time. There is 
reason to believe that the Chairman of 
the Republican National Committee 
would prefer to represent Ohio in the 
Senate, but there were obstacles which 
rould not be removed, and the President- 
elect has offered to him the place of the 
greatest responsibility and prominence in 
his Cabinet. 

Assuming that the announcement is 
Made upon the best authority, we think 
that Mr. McKINLEY has made a very un- 
fortunate selection. The appointment of 
Mr. Hanna to the office in question would 
be a blunder of considerable magnitude. 
It is true that he is a successful business 
man, who has accumulated a large fort- 
ne in the iron trade and in the shipping 
industry connected with that trade on 
the lakes, and that his business experi- 
ence and success qualify him to perform 
satisfactorily some of the duties of the 
Secretary’s office, but he has had no ex- 
perience as a legislator at Washington or 
@s an executive officer in the Federal 
service, and it is not known that he has 
ever been a student of National finance. 
While it does not necessarily follow that 
@ man with such a record cannot be suc- 
@essful at the head of the Treasury De- 
partment, better results can be expected, 
@s a rule, when the man appointed has 
the experience and the familiarity with 
legislation and National finance which 
are lacking in the case of Mr. Hanna. 

We understand, of course, that Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY is grateful to Mr. Hanna for as- 
sistance given some years ago, for his 
management of what Mr. Hanna himself 
has called the “still hunt” for delegates, 
and for his services at the convention 
and during the campaign. But when the 
history of this management and these 
services is examined, much is disclosed 
and recalled that should exclude Mr. 
Hanna from the Cabinet. We have not 
been speaking of the fact that the Chair- 
man received ani disbursed a very large 
campaign fund, but this in itself tends to 
disqualify him for this great office, the 
holder of which exercises much influence 
with respect to legislation by which it is 
possible to repay indirectly many who 
have swollen the party’s fund by liberal 
contributions. 

There is, however, an objection which 
shou'd have greater force than all these 
other reasons combined. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. HANNA would excite and ir- 
ritate those whose complaints and “ dis- 
content’? gave strength to the Bryan 
movement, because Mr. HANNA is a sup- 
porter and a beneficiary of Trust combi- 
Indeed, it is reported that he 
Was virtually the organizer of the Bes- 
gemer Ore Pool, which increased the price 
of Bessemer iron ore by 37 per cent. The 
exactions of this Pool and of the Coke 
Combination, conirolled by the Carnegie 
interests, seriously affected the cost of 
the leading raw materials of the iron and 
steel industry, have been felt in various 
Ways in all branches of the iron and 
gteel trade.

One lesson of the recent contest, we 
have said heretofore, is that all patriotic 
citizens should strive to remove the 
“causes of discontent.” A prominent 
cause of just complaint has been the un- 
restrained greed of certain combinations 
of the Trust type and the failure of both 
of the great parties to enforce, or at least 
to test thoroughly and earnestly, the 
Anti-Trust laws which they have enacted. 
Moreover, the Republican Party, while 
professing the greatest hostility toward 
such combinations, has deliberately en- 
riched by tariff legislation many of them 
which duties on imports protect. In the 
tariff bill now pending it gives them “ ad- 
ditional advantages,” as The New York 
Tribune says. Popular discontent excited 
by Trust exactions and by legislation for 
the benefit of Trust combinations would 
be kept alive and intensified if a man so 
connected with Trust projects and so as- 
sociated with the managers of combina- 
tions as Mr. HANNA has been, and is, 
should be placed at the head of the 
Treasury Department.

LER, no very accomplished strategist at 
best, is compelled to fight an enemy who, 
with inferior numbers, has every advan- 
tage of position and can gradually wear 
him out. The mountains in which Ma- 
cEO’s forces have taken refuge are ex- 
traordinarily well adapted for the kind 
of warfare he pursues. They abound in 
sheltered positions. which can be reached 
only through narrow passes. For the de- 
fense of these the insurgents have ample 
stores of dynamite. Against a foeman no 
more resourceful than WEYL®R that tells 
the whole story. Spurred on by the com- 
mands of his Government, which in turn 
is continually assailed by popular clamor 
at home, he must persist in his attempts 
to destroy Macro, with the necessary re- 
sult that he only destroys himself. That, 
at least, appears to be the situation as it 
must be judged here from the best attain- 
able information. It confirms and ex- 
plains the tidings which come to us from 
insurgent sources of the confidence of the 
Cubans in their ultimate victory. 

The greatest good fortune which could 
befall the people of Cuba would be to 
achieve their independence by their own 
unaided arms. To declare themselves free 
and independent and make good their 
declaration, to fight off the Spaniards 
and drive them from the island, to break 
forever the rule that has caused them so 
much suffering and poverty, and by their 
own courage and strength to put them- 
selves in a position to work out their 
destiny unfettered would be a splendid 
achievement. It would convince the world 
of their capacity for self-government, 
and, in all friendliness, it must be said 
the world has somewhat doubted that. 
It would doubt no longer. A people stout 
enough to hew its way to liberty has 
stamina enough to govern itself. 

It is not only best for Cuba, it is best 
for us, that she should attain freedom by 
her own efforts. Her people have the ar- 
dent sympathy of the people of the United 
States. It would be unnatural if we did 
not sympathize with them. We should 
be glad to see them free and we shall re- 
joice when they have won their freedom. 
But when it is argued that we ought to 
give them something more substantial 
than sympathy, that we ought to recog- 
nize their belligerency or directly to in- 
tervene in their support, the argument 
loses sight of pretty much every consid- 
eration save that of our good-will. No 
reflecting friend of Cuba will urge the 
recognition of the belligerency of the in- 
surgents. How would it profit them or 
us to take a step which would at once 
enable Spain to blockade every Cuban 
port, would give her the right of search, 
and would absolve her from responsibil- 
ity for the destruction of the property of 
Americans in Cuba? But, as was pointed 
out in Gen. GRantT’s well-remembered 
special message of June 13, 1870, “ the 
question of belligerency is one of fact not 
to be decided by sympathies for or preju- 
dices against either party.’”’ The state of 
facts which would justify the according of 
belligerent rights plainly does not exist. 

Intervention opens up some pretty seri- 
ous questions. If we intervene on the 
general ground of humanity, we should 
be compelled to intervene also for the 
protection of the Armenians, who are.a 
great deal worse off than the Cubans. 
Intervention on any other ground than 
that of humanity, as for instance on the 
ground of neighborhood and the desire to 
reopen our trade with Cuba, would give 
rise to suspicions as to our attitude to- 
ward the nations to the south of us which 
would be mést unfortunate. Here are 
many republics having an aggregate pop- 
ulation of millions of people engaged in 
developing the resources and augmenting 
the wealth of a great continent. Their 
products are imported by us in large 
quantities, and we send them in exchange 
our manufactures in quantities which of 
late years have been growing constantly 
greater. We have the friendship and the 
respect of these republics. Our firm and 
timely action in the case of the Venezuela 
boundary assures them of our intention 


to protect tect them again inst arbitrary . inter-_ 


ferences by powerful nations of the Old 
World. It is the very essence of the doc- 
trine we have announced and maintained 
that these republics must be considered 
as sovereignties having control of their 
own destinies. Privileges which we for- 
bid to Europe we cannot justly assume 
for ourselves. The security of our Na- 
tional and trade relations with our sister 
republics of the New World would be se- 
riously shaken. by any act on our part 
which might seem to have territorial ag- 
grandizement as its ultimate motive. Any 
act that should put us in the position of 
seeking to control or shape the destiny of 
any of our smaller sisters would arouse 
endless jealousy and do us harm. 

The Cubans as a self-emancipated peo- 
ple, taking their place among the nations 
of the world, will be entitled to the ad- 
miration and respect of mankind. If our 
advices are trustworthy, they are confi- 
dent that the day of their triumph will 
not be long deferred. 








THE EVIL OF =UNENFORCEABLE 
LAWS. 

The investigation of the working of the 
Raines law promises to demonstrate that 
that remarkable statute is a failure in 
all respects except that of raising rev- 
enue. It has been the means of collect- 
ing over $10,000,000 from the liquor traf- 
fic, one-third of which goes into the 
Treasury of the State. While it is in- 
equitable as a tax law, the effect is miti- 
gated by the fact that the cities in which 
the rate is highest pay such a large pro- 
portion of the State taxes levied upon 
property that the reduction in these 
taxes and the contribution to the liquor 
tax very nearly balance. The civil serv- 
ice rules seem to have prevented the par- 
tisan advantage from the law that its 
framers looked for. There has been a re- 
duction in the number of places selling 
liquor, but that is due solely to the heavy 
tax, and would have been equally at- 
tained by any high license or high tax 
system. It is not a merit of this partic- 
ular law. 

It is as a means of restricting and reg- 
ulating the liquor traffic that the Raines 
law appears to be a conspicuous faiiure. 
So far as restriction results from the re- 
duction of the number of saloons, by 
whatever means, the effect is good, and 
it would be still better if the character of 
these places were improved. But the one 
great difficulty with the law is that it 
undertakes to impose a special restric- 
tion upon Sunday selling without regard 
to the sentiment of the communities af- 
fected. This is most distinctly a regula- 
tion which should be determined and en- 
forced by local authorities with the sup- 
port of local sentiment. 

Practically the Raines law prohibits all 
selling of liquor on Sunday except by 
hotels to their guests, to be consumed 
with their meals or in their own rooms. 
The failure of this prohibition to work is 
not so much due to ambiguity in the law 
as it is to a failure in the sentiment of 
the community to sustain, or as Mr. 
Raines said the other day, to “insist 
upon,” its enforcement. Saloons, restau- 
rants, and hotels which sell liquor are 
taxed alike, and there is a general feel- 
ing against limiting the Sunday privilege 
to hotels. The consequence is that many 
restaurants and saloons become hotels 
in name. Almost any space is construed 
as a possible lodging room, anything to 
eat is regarded as a meal, and any cus- 
tomer becomes a guest. Magistrates, 
Grand Juries, Judges, and petit juries 
know well enough that these places are 
not real hotels, but the injustice of the 
law, the severity of the penalties, and 
the general sense that the community is 
imposed upon by an outside power in 
the enactment of such unequal restraints, 
leads them to accept a loose construc- 
tion of the statute and take a lenient 
view of offenses. 

In other words, the law fails because 
it is not and cannot be enforced, and a 
majority of the people feel that it ought 
not to be. If they had the power they 
would change it, but as it is forced upon 
them, they connive at its evasion. This 
is not to be cured by making it more 
stringent and oppressive, as Mr. RAINES 
has been reported as threatening. That 
would ohly make the case worse. Now, 
the most serious evil of such a law, and 
one the evidences of which increase and 
multiply, is that it breeds disrespect for 
all law and public authority. It demor- 
alizes Magistrates and courts as well as 
public sentiment, and creates a system- 
atic. disregard of perfectly well under- 
stood legal restraints. There could be 
no more pernicious and dangerous result 
of legislation than this, and no more con- 
spicuous evidence of a lack of wisdom 
in the legislative power. The general 
sentiment of this city on the subject of 
selling liquor on Sunday is not that 
which finds expression in the enactment 
of such provisions as those of the Raines 
law, but it forces itself rudely into ex- 
pression through the manner of applying 
and enforcing those provisions. If it 
were permitted to determine the regula- 
tions for Sunday selling in the city, we 
are convinced that the results would be 
far more salutary in all respects, and es- 
pecially so in fostering submission to 
law. 








SUCCESS IN LIFE. 


There are many definitions of success 
in life. The current American definition, 
if it could be elicited, would undoubt- 
edly include the acquisition of money. 
And that would be quite correct. As 
Junius wrote to his publishe® more than 
a century ago, without a pecuniary com- 
petence it is impossible to be independ- 
ent and difficult to be honest. But the 
current definition would go much fur- 
ther than this in the way of pecuniary 
acquisition, and would require that a 
man, to be counted successful, should 


acquire a superfiuity of money, and 





would make his success depend upon 





the amount of his acquisition, and this 
without any consideration either of the 
means by which he acquired his fort- 
une, if they kept clear of the criminal 
law, or of the uses to which he put it 
after it was acquired. According to this 
estimate the man who accumulates two 
millions is just twice as successful as 
the man who accumulates a million. We 
need not hurt the feelings of innocent sur- 
vivors by mentioning the names, but no 
reader will have any difficulty in recall- 
ing the names of men who accumulated 
millions without regard to Gop or man, 
except as man had embodied his views 
in penal statutes, who had made enemies 
of all with whom they had had dealings, 
who had shown no more benevolence in 
spending their accumulations than they 
had shown scruples in acquiring them, 
and who yet were universally acclaimed 
as ‘‘successful” men. 

That is one standard of success in life, 
but it is not the only one. We have just 
had a most touching illustration of an- 
other standard. WILLIAM STEINWAY was 
a successful man according to the com- 
mon standard, and yet not egregiously 
successful, according to that standard. 
He had gained a handsome fortune, but 
not a great fortune, as great fortunes go. 
He had gained it by faithfully answering 
a@ public need and faithfully performing 
a@ public service. He had gained it with- 
out disregarding the rights or wantonly 
injuring the feelings of any human be- 
ing. There was and is no man who could 
or can say that he had been defraud- 
ed by WILLIAM STEINWAY’s prosperity, 
while there were and are hundreds of 
men to testify with gratitude that they 
have prospered in his prosperity. The 
fortune which he has left is eminently 
“clean money.” 

This is success in life in its kind. But 
the burial of WILLIAM STEINWAY was the 
occasion of exhibiting a still rarer suc- 
cess, which would, we may be sure, have 
surprised and perplexed the man who, 
throughout his life, had simply obeyed 
the dictates of a generous and kindly 
heart. There was not one among the 
great assemblage which thronged the 
spacious hall in which his funeral was 
held who did not feel that he, or that 
she, had lost a friend. When a vet- 
eran of public oratory like CARL SCHURZ 
breaks down in the effort to do justice 
to the memory of his departed friend, 
his silence is more eloquent than any 
speech could be. When Mr. STEINWAY’S 
successor in the Presidency of the Ger- 
man musical society which so appro- 
priately took charge of the public funer- 
al was so tenderly affected as to be un- 
able to continue by his sense of a loss 
which he shared with the whole assem- 
blage of which every member was a 
mourner, he pays the highest tribute to 
the man whom he laments. Thus to af- 
fect one’s associates and one’s survivors 
is the highest and the best success in 
life; and it was this success which it 
was given to WiLiiam STEINWAY to 
achieve. 








POPULAR SUPERSTITIONS. 


It is announced that the President- 
elect has promised to take to Washing- 
ton with him, and keep upon his official 
desk in the Executive Mansion, a certain 
horseshoe. The horseshoe was affixed to 
the platform of the car in which Mr. 
HANNA made his journey as Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY’s manager from Cleveland to St. 
Louis, having been first picked up in one 
of the streets of Cleveland. 

It is further explained that the horse- 
shoe, though rusty when it was found, 
has been gilded, and, moreover, adorned 
with sixteen silver-headed nails. It 
would be interesting to know at precisely 
what stage of the campaign this decora- 
tion was done. It is of course understood 
that the campaign of education which 
began with the nomination of BRYAN on 
a platform of repudiation had a distinct- 
ly educating effect upon Mr. McKINLEY, 
and doubtless upon Mr. Hanna also. 
When Mr. Hanna went to St. Louis he 
went with a mind completely made up 
about the tariff, but quite open about the 
silver question, and he undertook the 
championship of his candidate, not in the 
least as the advocate of sound money, 
which, indeed, he had not been, but as 
the sponsor of the McKinley bill. It was 
after the Chicago Convention that Mr. 
HANNA saw a great light, and some time 
after it that its rays burrowed their way 
into the seat of his candidate’s percep- 
tions. It must have been in the interval 
between the St. Louis Convention and 
the penetration that the rusty horseshoe 
was gilded and studded with the sixteen 
silver-headed nails, thus forming an em- 
blem much more appropriate to the can- 
vass which Bryan began at Chicago than 
to the canvass which the process of educa- 
tion forced his opponent into conducting. 

But, quite apart from that, the rec- 
ognition of baseless popular superstitions 
by a President-elect is undignified to the 
point of childishness. It is harmless and 
maybe amiable to recognize these things 
in private and social life, with a full 
knowledge of their baselessness. But to 
carry horseshoes and rabbits’ feet into 
the Executive Mansion is not harmless 
or amiable, being in fact silly and un- 
worthy of the dignity either of the Presi- 
dency or of a man who is fit to fill it. It 
is to be hoped either that the intention 
of keeping a horseshoe on his official ta- 
ble “for luck” has been incorrectly at- 
tributed to Mr. McKIn.eEy or that he will 
abandon it upon further reflection.

In quoting from The Critic Mr. Lockn 
RICHARDSON’sS ingenious interpretation of 
the ‘“’a babbled of green fields,” in 
“Henry V.,” Act II., Scene 3, a most un- 
fortunate error was made in THE NEW 
York Times the other day. The seem- 
ingly harmless sentence, “ Falstaff is sup- 
posed to have lived in priest-ridden me- 
diaeval England before the establish- 
ment of the English Church,’’ is one 
bound to offend every good Anglican who 
knows, of course, that the Anglican 
Church has existed as long as, if, in- 
deed, not longer than, the Roman Church, 
and that “ when in A. D.596 GREGORY THE 
GREAT sent St. AUGUSTINE as a mission- 
ary to Britain he found the Church al- 
ready established, with Bishops, priests, 
and deacons, dating its origin as early 
as the second century.” The belief 
in the antiquity of their Church does 
the Anglicans much credit. But there 
was no intention to offend them in 
the statement made, which was too 
heedlessly in accord with the vulgar 
superstition that the English Church 
was founded in the reign of HpNry VIII., 
of savory memory. All that was meant 
in commenting thus on SHAKESPHARE’S 
well-known lack of the historical instinct 
—which shows itself in all his works— 
was that as the first Bible printed in 
English was issued in 1526 and King 
Henry IV. reigned 1399-1413, Scripture- 
quoting Englishmen were not common or 
even possible personages in the supposed 
era of Falstaff. Our Anglican reader 
who has promptly taken up the cudgel 
for his Church, and all his fellow-com- 
municants, may rest assured that we like 
their theory of the antiquity of their 
Church very muci, and have no intention 
to dispute it. 








The Iroquois Club seems to be a body 
of wise men. Even SHEEHAN has seen 
the political necessity of conciliating the 
Democrats whose prejudices in favor of 
public and private honesty had induced 
them to carry the City of New York for 
a Republican candidate for the Presi- 
dency. But the Iroquois Club, or a body 
of political philosophers who met in its 
rooms on Wednesday, does not agree to 
that course. They propose to restrict the 
Democratic Party of New York to those 
who voted for BRYAN and the “ regular” 
candidate for Governor, whoever he may 
have been. How they propose to carry

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Examination of certain large bronze 
vessels exhumed at Pompeii has revealed 
that the Greeks and Romans made use 
2,000 years ago of the tubular form of 
boiler construction, which modern engineers 
reinvented not many years ago, and which 
is now regarded as one of their crowning 
achievements. These old contrivances were 
not designed to stand steam pressure, of 
course, their purpose being merely to heat 
water or wine, but several of them are pro- 
vided with real water grates and other 
tubes to facilitate the rapid circulation of 
the contained liquid and increase the ef- 
fective furnace area.- These interesting 





physics possessed by the ancients have long 
been on view in the National Museum, but 
the principle they illustrate was not noticed 
until after it had been Jaboriously thought 
out again and successfully applied to the 
boilers of to-day. 


—-Few more curious testamentary freaks 
are recorded than that of a man who died 
last month at Arras, in the North of 
France. In accordance with instructions 
minutely set down in this person’s will, a 
friend of his followed the funeral cortége 
to the cemetery, and, after the priest had 
said the last prayers, produced two large 
bottles of gin. One of these he emptied 
upon the newly made grave, while the con- 
tents of the other he carefully divided 
among such of the assembled mourners as 
cared to partake. Most of them, it may be 
noted, made no objection to receiving and 
disposing of this strange legacy on the spot. 


—-T wo men whom The Augusta (Me.) Jour- 
nal describes as ‘‘ Bangor drummers” are 
quoted by that paper as saying that they re- 
cently saw ‘a big red fox hot on the trail of 
apanting buck.”’ Now a fox is so much like a 
dog that, little things like habits and dis- 
position apart, the story need excite no 
incredulity. Still, the ‘‘ drummers,” would 
have won more instant belief if they had 
stated just how big the fox was—it would 
have been easy to make him as large as a 
Shetland pony—and real masters of the art 
of narration, instead of separating the 
words “red” and ‘‘hot” by the modified 
substantive would have linked them with 
a hyphen. Then there would have been no 
uncertainty as to why the buck panted. 


——Considering that the cars on the ele- 
vated road are nearly twice as long as 
those used by the surface companies, four 
lights in the former will not illuminate 
them nearly so well as three do the latter. 
Then the Manhattan cars are almost all 
paneled and ceiled with dark-colored woods. 
This tint serves an obvious economic pur- 
pose, since the accumulating grime of years 
attracts but little attention on it, but the 
absorption of light is something enormous. 
A single lamp in a car whose interior was 
nearly or quite white would be of more 
effective value than half a dozen in one 
lined with black. White woodwork, how- 
ever, would cry aloud for soap and water 
in about a week, so of course the Directors 
will never think of using it.

calmly about other topics, such as politics, 
‘Cuba, civil service reform, and the musical 
glasses. This manifestation of amazement 
is interesting, simply because it implies 
what Chicago would have done in such a 
case, and thereby illustrates the vast differ- 
ence between its stage of development and 
New York’s. There the abnormal sensi- 
tiveness of a youthful community still 
exists, with a marked tendency to regard 
criticism as insult. Here people are surer of 
themselves nowadays, and are theréfore less 
irritable, and not at all disposed to get ex- 
cited when charged with real shortcomings 
or with imagined ones. The good Doctor’s 
remarkable assertions were duly considered 
by New Yorkers, but as nothing in particu- 
lar would have been accomplished by ve- 
hement denials that his chargés are true, 
the wisdom of making them was not ap- 
parent. 





PERSONAL. 


While Police Commissioner FREDERICK 
D. GRANT was in Connecticut this week, he 
visited the old GranT homestead, at East 
Windsor Hill, now occupied by Mr. Ros- 
WELL GRANT. Parts of the house were built 
over 200 years ago, and it resembles in ex- 
ternal appearance the mansion erected by 
JOHN Hancock. The front hall and the 
staircase are of particular interest to Colo- 
nial antiquarians. An ancestor of Col. 
GRANT once occupied the house. 


—A wise and graceful thing has just 
been done at the University of Christiana, 
by the founding of a special chair of natu- 
ral science and zoology for Dr. FRITHJOF 
NANSEN. The great Scandinavian explorer 
has accepted the honor, and as the duties 
of the position are to be whatever he chooses 
to make them, they will in nowise inter- 
fere with the accomplishment of his plans 
for solving the mysteries of the arctic 
regions. Its emoluments, on the other hand, 
will be of material use to him in this work, 
especially as they will enable him to ignore 
the fact that journeys to the far North are 
expensive and productive of no profits— 
except occasionally from venturesome pub- 
lishers. 


—Judge J. I. C. Hare of Philadelphia, 
whose resignation was sent to Gov. Hast- 
INGS this week, retires from the bench after 
a continuous service of forty years. Though 
now an old man, his present action is not 
prompted by failing strength and conse- 
quent Incapacity to do any more work, but, 
as The Philadelphia Ledger gracefully 
says, “by a desire to contribute to legal 
literature the rich fruits of his study and 
observation.” The Ledger adds: ‘‘ His mod- 
est and gentle nature could not conceal his 
ability and genius. A member of an hon- 
ored Philadelphia family, which has given 
numerous sons to the learned professions, 
Judge HARB, by his purity of life, his nobil- 
ity of purpose, his conscientious devotion 
to duty, and his great learning and at- 
tainments, has done honor to his ancestry, 
afforded pardonable pride to his contempo- 
raries, and given to posterity that example 
which is a precious heritage.”’ 


—One of the most eminent colored men 
in the South is the Rev. Dr. J. W. E. 
BowEN, Professor of Theology at Gammon 
University, Atlanta. He was born in New 
Orleans, but was educated at the North, 
and holds the degree of Ph. D. Ordained at 
Springfield, Mass., in 1884, Dr. BowEN has 
been in charge of churches in Boston, New 
York, Baltimore, and Washington, and be- 
fore taking his present position was Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics and Languages in 
Central Tennessee College at Nashville, of 
Systematic Theology in Morgan College at 
Baltimore, and of Hebrew in Howard Uni- 
versity at Washington. He is now making 
a tour of the South with the intention of 
interesting young negroes in the possibil- 
ities that are open to them in Africa. 
In a recent lecture at New Orleans he told 
his hearers that they must now think for 
themselves, and try to evolve racial char- 
acteristics that will free them from the 
sense of inferiority. He does not believe 
that in the survival of the fittest the negro 
is doomed to go under.

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SATOLLI GETS HIS RED HAT 


A CONSISTORY IN THE THRONE 
ROOM OF THE VATICAN. 





His Holiness the Pope Presides, and Is 
Lvudly Cheered as He Enters— 
Martinelli Confirmed as 
Archbishop. 


ROME, Dec. 3.—A public consistory was 
heid in the Throne Hall of the Vatican to- 
the ceremonies beginning at 10 o’clock. 
The hall was thronged as the Pope entered, 
his Holiness being borne aloft in the sedia 


gestatoria. As he appeared in the hall the 
entire assembly fell upon their knees. 

After the Pope took his seat upon the 
throne a brief service was held, which was 
followed by the distribution of red hats to 
the recently appointed Cardinals. The 
bestowal of the hats was made by the Pope 
himself. Cardinal Satolli, recently Papal 
Delegate to the Catholic Church in the 
United States, was the first one to receive 
the hat, and after him came Cardinals Fer- 
rata, Agliardi, Jacobini, Cretoni, Pierotti, 
and Prisco. 

After the ceremonies were over the new 
Cardinals went to the Sistine Chapel and 
the Pope retired from the hall in the man- 
ner in which he entered. As his Holiness 
Was raised aloft he was saluted with cries 
of “Viva Pope and King.” 

Among the appointments new Bish- 
ops announced at the consistory was that 
of the Rev. Edward J. O'Dea of Portland, 
Oregon, to be Bishop of Nesqually, Oregon. 

In the published announcements of the 
proceedings of the Papal Consistory at the 
Vatican to-day, it is stated that the Rev. 
E. F. Prendergast of P hiladelphia has been 
appointed titular Bishop of Sc illio, and Mgr.

general strike. 


BREMEN, Dec. 3.—The strike of the dock 
laborers is at an end so far as Bremen is 
concerned. The strikers held a meeting to- 
day and adopted an agreement concluded 
between the warehouse company and a 
committee of the strikers for the settlement 
of the differences, and the strikers will re- 
turn to work.

THE GERMAN LIBEL TRIAL. 


Prince Hehkenlohe Testifies in Behalf 
of the Prosecution. 


BERLIN, Dec. 3.—The trial of the five 
editors, Baron von Luetzow and Herren 
Foellmar, Leckert, Plovetz, and Berger, 
charged with libeling Count von Eulenberg, 
Freiherr Marschall von Bieberstein, and 
Prince Alexander yon Hohenlohe, which was 
begun here yesterday, was continued to- 
day. 

Prince Hohenlohe was called to the wit- 
ness stand, end in answer to a question, 
said that the assertion thet the defendant, 
Leckert, had interviewed him meant noth- 
ing at all. Under the pretence that he had 
an important communication to make, Leck- 
ert had forced his way into the official 


ante-chamber at Breslau, and accosted him 
(Prince Hohenlohe) at the door, asking a 
question upon some matter or other of a 
wholly trifling nature. It was possible, he 
said, that Leckert had asked if Count Kap- 
nist would succeed Prince Lobanoff as Rus- 
sian Minister of Foreign Affairs, to which 
question he received the answer that the 
witness knew nothing about Prince Loban- 
off’s successor and had no time to waste. 
The whole incident, he added, was utterly 
insignificant. 

Baron Marschall von Bieberstein was 
called to the stand. He said he was not ac- 
quainted with either Baron von Luetzow or 
Herr Leckert. Under the supposition that he 
had been approached by a reporter at Bres- 
lau, who was unable to take notes in 
French, he said, he had written out the 
Czar’s toast for him, which was verified 
by a Russian official. The wrong version 
of the toast, he said, was due to a mistake 
of the reporter. Afterward it appeared that 
Baron von Luetzow was the author of the 
assertion that the false version had ema- 
nated from the Foreign Office. 

Col. Gade of the War Office testified that 
von Luetzow, when he was employed by 
Major Tausch, at the instance of Gen. 
Bronsart von Schillendorf, to discover the 
authorship of certain articles, falsely ac- 
cused Herr Kukutsch, a member of the 
Press Bureau, of having supplied them. 
Luetzow received 100 marks for his discov- 
ery, of which amount he alleged he paid 
Kukutsch 50 marks and produced a receipt 
therefor. 

Herr Kukutsch then testified. He denied 
that he wrote tne articles referred to, and 
declared .that tne receipt produced for 50 
marks was a forgery. He added that von 
Luetzow was a liar.

SOMALIS TO BE PUNISHED. 


For the Murder of Italians at Maga- 
doxo, Africa. 


ROME, Dec. 3.—In the chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day the Marquis Visconti Venosti, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, canfirmed the 
reports from Zanzibar of the murder of the 
Italian Consul, Signor Cecchi, the Captains, 
and a number of other officers of the Italian 
warships Volturno and Staffetta, and the 
wounding of 100 or more other Italians by 
Somalis at Magadoxo. The men had fallen 


out any warning. 

The Government, the Minister said, would 
take energetic measures to punish the So- 
malis ‘who were guilty of the outrage. 

The Marquis said that the confirmatory 
reports showed that fourteen Italians had 
been killed, together with a number of the 
escorts of the “Italians whose caravan was 
attacked during the night. Twenty-seven 
were recovered by a rescue party 
-h hurried to the scene from Magadoxo 

The rescuers arrested a number of the 
Somalis who participated in the massacre 
and punished them appropriately. Many of 
the Somali tribesmen were also killed by 
ulians in the fight that followed the 
attack on the caravan.

First Public Concert of the Season at 
Chickering Hall. 


The Manuscript Society, which is devoted 
to the public performance of musical com- 
positions still in manuscript, gave the first 
public concert of itg eighth season at Chick- 
ering Hall last night. The society is now in 
a highly prosperous condition, and its per- 
Manent existence may be regarded as se- 
cure. Its membership has reached about 
1,000, of whom about 100 are active compos- 
ers. This list embraces most of. the Ameri- 
can writers of music who have good stand- 
ing, as well as some who hope to earn 
standing through the agency of the society. 
The character of the concerts given by the 
organization has shown a large improve- 
ment, and no doubt some of that improve- 
ment ig due to the fact that the concerts 
enable composers to hear their own works, 
and thus gain that experience in writing 
which would be denied otherwise to some 
of them. 

This is one of the best achievements of 
the Manuscript Society. It is undeniable 
that no man can learn to write for the 
orchestra unless he can hear how his or- 
chestration sounds, and thus learn to avoid 
bad combinations. Another advantage of 
this organization is that it affords an 
opportunity to try experiments, which con- 
ductors, who are giving concerts for a 
living, might not care to risk. Yet experi- 
ments are worth trying, and often it is the 
unexpected that succeeds. There are few 
conductors, for instance, who would have 
undertaken to offer in one concert so many 
compositions made after Dr. Dvorak’s the- 
ory of National music as were offered last 
night. Yet the performance of these works, 
some of them wholly experimental, gave 
an element of interest which might oth- 
erwise have been lacking. 

It will be remembered that Dr. Dvorak 
said our folk music was to be found among 
the Indians and negroes, and that our com- 
posers Ought to make use of it. Thereupon 
he set to work and showed us how to do it, 
whereby he got great glory in New York, 
London, and Berlin, and much contumely 
in Boston, Mass. In last night’s programme 
the following numbers were plainly the 
outcome of Dr, Dvorak’s precept and ex- 
ample: ‘Indian Rhapsody,” by Paal 
Miersch, New York; overture, ‘‘ In the Sun- 
ny South,” by Henry Schoenfeld, Chicago; 
“ Pickaninny Serenade,’’ Rudolf Aronson, 
New York, and ‘‘ Two Negro Idyls,”’ Henry 
F. Gilbert, Boston. ‘ 

All these compositions were novel in 
thematic material and interesting as experi- 
ments in a fruitful field. The most satis- 
factory of them was Mr. Miersch’s rhap- 
sody, written on themes derived from the 
songs and dances of the Ute Indians. It was 
successful because the composer was con- 
tented to take his themes unadulterated, 
give them civilized harmonies, write frank- 
ly and unaffectedly, and not attempt any 
elaborate working out except in the way of 
orchestral color. In this, indeed, he spread 
his palette liberally with ‘tints, and there 
was hardly an instrument that did not have 
a solo. Mr. Miersch’s composition was ef- 
fective and very pleasing to hear. The or- 
chestration was sound and well knit, and 
the Indian themes were piquant. The work 
ought’ to find a permanent place in the 
concert room. 

Prof. John K. Paine’s overture to ‘‘ As You 
Like It’ and Frederic Grant Gleason's 
symphonic poem “ Edris’”’ were the academ- 
ic contributions to the programme. Prof. 
Paine’s overture is well made, and well 
scored, but it lacks an emotional raison 
detre. It is a work of the study, not of 
the forest of Arden, Mr. Gleason’s sym- 
phonic poem is a very long and yese 
dreary waste of commonplace, though it 
it wring 4 well scored. Two pretty songs 
by Louis R. Dressler were sung by Grant 
Odell, and two really charming songs, one 
by Arthur Foote and one by Margaret 
Lang, were sung excellently by Mrs. 
Grossmith. Silas G. Pratt conducted all 
the orchestral numbers with care and skill, 
and the work of the band showed that the 
music had been well rehearsed. 





NO CHARMS IN THIS MUSIC. 


Mr. Stokes Beats a Dram When Mrs. 


Cross’s Pupils Sing. 


George W. Stokes, an Inspector of Sew- 
ers, who lives at 131 Manhattan Avenue, 
was summoned to the Harlem Court yes- 
terday afternoon before Magistrate Cornell 
to answer a complaint made by Mrs. A. H. 
Cross, a teacher of vocal music, who lives 
next door to him at 129 Manhattan Avenue, 
and who charged him with annoying her in 
a most grievous way. 

Mrs. Cross is a tall, handsome brunette. 
She dresses in good style, and is prosperous 
in her profession. She is less than thirty 
years of age. Mr. Stokes is over fifty years 
of age, with iron gray hair and mustache. 
He is tall, portly, and well dressed. 

In her complaint, Mrs. Cross stated that 
she gives lessons to her numerous pupils 
in the back parlor of her house, and that, 
whenever she begins a lesson, Mr. Stokes 
begins to beat a bass drum in the back par- 
lor of his house, and varies the drum beats 
by hammering on the wall between the two 
houses. This is kept up as long as the les- 
son continues, 

Mrs. Cross said that she had written to 
Mr, Stokes, asking him to cease his annoy- 
ance and had expostulated personally with 
him, but had been treated contemptuously 
every time. 

Mr. Stokes said in reply that Mrs. Cross’s 
music lessons were a perfect torture to 
him. She had a baby grand piano, which 
he believed rested on glass and had a steel 
sounding board over it in order that it 
should make as much noise as possible. 

If a chord was struck on the piano, even 
the pulleys on the windows of his house 
vibrated, and as the music lessons continued 
all day long, he and his family had no 
peace, and he felt sometimes as though he 
would become distracted. 

Mrs. Cross and her pupils did not sing 
any songs, but just kept up a continual 
yawp all day long. Mr. Stokes said that he 
felt that he had as much right to make a 
noise in his house as Mrs. Cross had in 
hers. The Magistrate said that he did not 
think he had jurisdiction in the case. He 
could hardly take a complaint of disorderly 
conduct, as Mr. Stokes’s actions did not 
tend to a breach of the peace. Besides, if 
Mr. Stokes were fined it would not stop 
him from beating his drum. The case was 
one for a civil court to settle, and Mrs. 
Cross’s remedy lay in securing an injunc- 
tion against Mr. Stokes in a civil suit. The 
Magistrate then dismissed the case. 





The Gaiety Theatre Closed, 

The Gaiety Theatre closed last night. 
The production of “ Forget-Me-Not,” by 
Miss Jeffreys Lewis, Mr. Frederick Pauld- 
ing, and the stock company, was under- 
taken as an experiment. Leonel B. Law- 
rence, the new manager, announces that 
he will make alterations and improvements 
in the theatre, such as the contemplated 
productions of both original andetried plays 
seem to demand. The house, he says, will 


consequently remain closed next week. On 
Dec. 14 the theatre will reopen under a new 
name, with the production of a romantic 
comedy by Frederick Paulding. Jeffreys 
Lewis will appear as the heroine. Each 
play will run for two weeks. The stage 
will be under the direction of Mr. Paulding. 
Among the novelties announced as in prep- 
aration are a comedy by Sardou, a new 
American drama, and on cet Dandet’s 
pastoral drama, “ L’Arlesienne,’’ with the 
original music, by Bizet.

SEVENTY-FIVE WERE KILLED 


A CYCLONE IN THE WEST INDIES 
THAT DID MUCH DAMAGE. 





Other Lives May Have Been Lost by 
the Terrible Visitation—Ordi- 
nary Streams Flooded 
the Valleys. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—The Colonial Office has 
received a dispatch from Plymouth, the 
capital of Montserrat, stating that seventy- 
five persons on that island perished in a 


cyclone that passed over the Windward and 
Leeward Islands. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Dec. 8.—Advices re- 
ceived here to-day show that a disastrous 
cyclone has passed over the Windward and 
Leeward Islands. The wind blew with ter- 
rific violence, and was accompanied by 2. 
very heavy rainfall. The many mountain 
streams on the various islands were soon 
transformed into torrents that swept into 
and over the valleys, carrying everything 
before them. The loss of life is known to 
have been great, but as yet it is impossi- 
ble to say how many persons perished, and 
it will be probably several days before even 
the approximate number will be known, as 
reports from the smaller and more remote 
islands will be difficult to obtain, 


Many Persons Drowned. 


From the advices now at hand, it ap- 
pears that the Island of St. Vincent, one 
of the Windward group, and the Island of 
Montserrat, one of the Leeward group, 
suffered severely. A number of sugar, cof- 
fee, and cotton estates were inundated, and 
in some cases the entire crops were torn 
out by the roots and carried into the sea. 
Many of the persons drowned were negroes 
who lived in the vicinity of the water- 
courses, and who had little if any warning 
of the approaching floods. 

Immense damage to property was also 
done by floods in the Islands of Trinidad 
and Barbados, but so far as known no lives 
were lost on those islands. 


Montserrat, which belongs to Great 
Britain, is about eleven miles long and 
seven miles wide, containing an area of 
forty-seven square miles. The population 
is about 10,000. About two-thirds of the 
surface is mountainous and barren, but the 
rest is well cultivated. The chief products 
are sugar, limes, rum, and molasses, but 
cotton, arrow root, and tamarinds are also 
exported. The capital of the island is 
Plymouth. : 

St. Vincent, which also belongs to Great 
Britain, lies 100 miles west of Barbados. 
It is eighteen and a half miles long, eleven 
miles wide, and has an area of 147 square 
miles. Its population is about 41,000, the 
greater portion of whom are negroes. A 
chain of mountains traverses the island 
from north to south, and throws out 
lateral branches, between which are ra- 
vines. which widen into valleys as they 
approach the seashore. Evidences of vol- 
canic action are everywhere visible. In the 
interior is a volcanic mountain 3,000 feet 
high, the crater of which is half a mile in 
diameter, The climate is hot, and the an- 
nual rainfall is seventy-six inches. Shocks 
of earthquake are frequent, anf hurricanes 
occur at intervals. The capital of the 
island is Kingston. 

Trinidad, the most southerly of the West 
India islands, also belongs to Great Brit- 
ain. Its area is 1,755 square miles. It is 
separated from the mainland of Venezuela 
by the Gulf of Taria, ana the extreme 
points on the west coast are only thirteen 
and nine miles, respectively, from it. The 
aspect of the Island of Trinidad is different 
from that of the Caribbean islands gener- 
ally. The mountains are not so lofty, and 
they extend in an east and west direction 
alon the northern coast, clothed with 
stately forests, and their margins fringed 
with overhanging mangroves dipping into 
the sea. The island abounds in lovely and 
fertile valleys. The chief town, Port of Spain, 
is one of the finest in the West Indies. A 
remarkable phenomenon is a pitch lake 
near the village of La Drea, composed of 
bituminous matter floating on the surface 
of fresh water. The soil of the island is 
very rich and productive. The most impor- 
tant products are cocoa, sugar, rum, mo- 
lasses, coffee, cotton, arrow root, cocoanut 
oll, and hides. 

Barbados, also a British island, is the 
most easterly of the West India islands, 
and is the residence of the Governor Gen- 
eral of the British Windward Islands. Its 
area is about 156 square miles, the greater 
portion of which is under cultivation. 
Shocks of earthquake are sometimes felt, 
and thunderstorms are frequent and severe, 
but hurricanes are the grand scourge of 
Barbados. In 1780 one of these destroyed 
4,328 persons and property to the value of 
nearly £1,500,000, and in 1831 another de- 
stroyed 1,591 persons and property to the 
value of £1,600,000. The population is now 
abdut 175,000. The island is one of the most 
important in the West Indies. 





IMPERIAL OPERA STRANDED 


Col. Mapleson’s Company Did Not Sing 
in Boston Last Night, 


BOSTON, Dec. 8.—After spending the en- 
tire forenoon in fruitless endeavors to se- 
cure musicians to take the place of the 
striking members of the orchestra which 
Col. J. H. Mapleson brought here from Phil- 
adelphia, Mr. Bugene Tompkins, proprietor 
of the Boston Theatre, was obliged to an- 
nounce that the grand opera season was at 
an end. The manager of the theatre said: 

“The grand opera season is ended because 
of the inability to secure another orchestra. 
We have been trying all the morning to get 
another orchestra together, but we could 
not do it in time. They would want four 


or five hours of rehearsal before a per- 
formance, and it could not be done in time. 
The company has entirely disbanded, but 
the artists will remain here, and, if possi- 
ble, arrangements will be made for a sacred 
concert for Sunday evening for the benefit 
of the chorus and the employes of the com- 
pany. 

“ The theatre will be closed to-night, and 
probably all the rest of the week, although 
if anything can be arranged for Saturday, 
the house will be opened that day. Next 
week we shall open with some dramatic 
performance.”’ 

“There had been a large advance sale of 
tickets for the opera season, and, of course, 
the money will be refunded in’ all cases. 
can regret very much that this should hap- 

ft is the first time for a good many 
coare, certainly, that we have been obliged 
to close our doors in this way. The trou- 
ble is with the orchestra. Mr. Tompkins 
guaranteed their salaries in Boston, but 
they demanded that he pay them for the 
back salaries, amounting to $1,000, which 
were run up in Philadelphia. This Mr. 
Tompkins refused to do.”

DEATH OF MRS. FRANKO. 


The Wife of the Musician Falls a Vic- 
tim to Appendicitis. ” 


Mrs, Cornelia Franko, the wife of Nahan 
Franko, the well-known -musician, and 
daughter of Jacob Ruppert, the millionaire 
brewer, died at her home, Holland Court, 
Park Avenue and Ninety-second Street, at 
9 o’clock last night, after an operation for 
appendicitis, performed upon her yesterday 
afternoon.

It was at first thought 
that she had peritonitis, but an examina- 
tion yesterday mourning convinced the phy- 
sicians that an operation for appendicitis 
was a necessity. Preparations were ac- 
cordingly made and the husband summoned 
from Philadelphia. At the time of her 
death there we-e present her parents, Col. 
Ruppert and Father Lemmel of St. Jo- 
seph’s Church. She was unconscious for 
some time before the end came. 

No arrangements have been made for the 
funeral. Mrs. Franko expressed a wish to 
be cremated, but it is not thought probable 
that this will be done, owing to the relig- 
jous faith of her family. 

The marriage of Mr. Franko and Miss 
Ruppert was a romantic one. Mr. Franko 
had just been divorced from his first wife, 
when he became engaged to Miss Ruppert

Wares to Washington Inauguration 
Week Fixed by Traffic Men. 


> The Joint Traffic Association has ap 
Proved of the following fares to Washing- 
ton, D. C., and return, on account of the 
Presidential inauguration ceremonies, which 
Were recommended by the Trunk Line and 
‘Central Passenger Committees: 

Trunk Line Territory.—$8 per capita for 
the round trip from New York, and $10 from 
Pittsburg, Parkersburg, and Wheeling, vie 
direct lines. 

One fare per capita for the round trip, 
ia direct lines, from Buffalo and Suspension 
Bridge. 

Fares from other than the above points, 
wia direct lines, to be 2 cents per mile per 
capita, short-line distance, (not to exceed 
the above specified fares,) but if via New 
York, 2 cents per mile to New York added 
to the arbitrary fare from that point. In 

“accepting business from connecting lines 
wia New York, the eight-dollar fare to be 
exacted as an arbitrary in every case. 

Tickets to be sold and good going March 
1, 2, 3, and 4, good returning to leave Wash- 
ington not earlier than March 4, and not 
later than March 8, inclusive. 

Central Passenger Committee Territory.— 


One fare per capita for the round trip. 
Tickets to be sold and good going March 1, 
2, and 3, good returning to leave Washing- 
ton not earlier than March 4, and not later 
than March 8, inclusive. 

The fares west of Trunk Line territory to 
be so regulated as mot to be lower than 
from Trunk Line Westerr terminal points. 





BALTIMORE AND OHIO FUNDS. 


Report of Expert Showing Some of 
the Former Manipulation. 


The report of Expert Stephen Little to the 
Reorganization "Committee of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad shows overstatements of 
net income to the amount of $2,721,068; mis- 
charges of worn-out eauipment to profit and 
loss, instead of income, to the amount of 
$2,848,596; capitalization of charges to in- 
come under the title of ‘ comstruction, 
main stem, &c.,”’ to the amount of $2,064,- 
741; capitalization of so-called improve- 
ments and betterments of leased or depend- 
ent roads to the amount of $3,575,453; total, 


$11,204,858. 

This represents the extent of the manipu- 
Jation of the income accoumt by the former 
Management of the property. In Novem- 
ber, 1891, there was paid a stock dividend 
of 20 per cent. on the then capital stock of 
$14,784,600. The amount of the dividend was 
$2,956,920. In addition, casi dividends to 
the amount of $3,312,087 were paid in the 
period covered by the report. The latter 
amount represented supposed profits for the 
two years and nine months ended June 30, 
1894. The stock and the cash dividends 
together amounted to $6,269,007. Of these 
dividends only $971,446 was earned, and 
that, t0o, without considering an_invest- 
ment of $3,656,773 in real estate and in the 
@tock and bonds of subordinate companies. 

Mr. Little found that in order to conceal 
the cverstatemenis of net income two 
improvised profit and loss accounts were 
opened. One was a general adjustment ac- 
count and the other was a securities ad- 
justment account. The total floating debt 
was shown to be $16,212,730. 

A semi-annual dividend of 1 per cent. will 
be paid in January on the preferred stock 
of the Southern Railway. The amount of 
the preferred stock is $55,000,000. At the 
end of ihe fiscal year, June 30, the company 
warried over $1,452,000. 


The Northern Pacific Araigned. 


ST. PAUL, Dec. 3.—A number of the 
stockholders of the Yellowstone Park Asso- 
ciation have brought an action in the United 
States Circuit Court against the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. The stockholders say they 
were told the railroad owned a controll- 
ing interest in the association, and that 
it guaranteed a dividend, but that by va- 
rious changes, ending in the repudiation of 
of a contract with the Park Association, the 
railroad was reaping all the benefit of the 
business. The plaintiffs ask that a receiver 
be appointed for the association, that the 
stock now held by the railroad company be 
canceled, and that the railway be restrained 
from voting the stock at the annual meeting 
to be held Dec. 7. 


Railroads in Indian Trails. 

While investigating the early railway 
projects in the Pennsylvania coal regions 
some time ago, one of the older officials of 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad unearthed some 
interesting facts, one of which he reported 
as follows: ‘‘In the construction of rail- 
roads through the anthracite coal region 
the engineers’ lines have generally been 
those of the old ,IIndian war paths, which 


would naturally prove to be the best suited 
for this purpose.’’ The original Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad was also con- 
structed along the line of the old Santa 
Fé Indian trail, thereby saving the build- 
ers of the road a large item of expense for 
surveying.

-—Charles F. Coaney, Secretary of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, who was 
stricken with typhoid fever Oct. 15, has rallied 
at his home at Summit, N. J., and is now con- 
Valescent. 

—The Reorganization Committee of the 
Ogdensburg and Lake Champlain Railroad Com- 
pany’s bondholders has decided to extend the 
time for deposit of bonds to Jan. 1, 1897, subject 
to the % per cent. penalty. 

—The Kentucky and Indiana Bridge Com- 

any is to be sold for the benefit of the bond- 

olders. It mray be acquired by the Louisville, 
New Albany & Chicago and the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern Railways. 

—The State Railroad Commission has 
granted the application of the Greenwich and 
Schuylerville Electric Railroad Company for per- 
mission to construct its road. The application 
has been pending for over a year. 

—The Central Passenger Association has 
authorized the use of a live-thousand-mile inter- 
changeable ticket. Its adoption is not compuls- 
ory, and several roads have signified their inten- 
tion of refusing to recognize the ticket. 

—Henry B. Goodwin of Cambridge, Mass., 
has been appointed by Gov. Wolcott Railroad 
Commissioner of Massachusetts, to fill the Vacan- 
cy created by the death of William J. Dole. Mr. 
Goodwin is a Democrat and was President of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce. 

—On a decision of the Court of Civil Ap- 
peals of Texas the case of the Houston and 
Texas Central Railroad Company, Olcott, receiver, 
vs. the State of Texas, will be retried. The suit 
involved 170,880 acres of land patented to the 
railroad for sidings and switches. 

—Wholesale grocers of Iowa, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Illinois, Missouri, and Kentucky propose 
to have freight rates on staple goods equalized by 
the transportation companies. They claim that 
existing rates favor Eastern dealings. A first de- 
mand will be the reduction on sugar rates from 
New Orleans. 

~—Commissioner Billings of Michigan re- 
ports the earnings of railroad companies in that 
State for September at $2,403,132, a decrease from 
September of last year of $160,085. 
earnings to Oct. 1 this year were $21,694,997. 
This is an increase over the same period of 1895 
of $498,464, or 2.31 per cent. ¥ 

—All the Western roads are not satisfied 
with the percentages allotted by the Western 
Freight Association. The Chicago and North- 
Western has filed an application for an increase. 
The Missouri, Kansas and Texas and the Bur- 
lington lines in Missouri have also entered pro- 
tests. The Fort Scott road demurs.against its al- 
jowance. 

—‘*Immensely satisfactory ’’ was yester- 
day the summary of Gen. Horace Porter, Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors of the St. Louis 


. and Sar Francisco Railroad, of the results of the 


recent annual inspection of the read. Its phys- 
ical condition was found to be excellent and 
everything was in »dmirable order. Prospects of 
improvement in business with the new year were 
decidedly encouraging. 

—Speaking of the Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion, Sir William C. Van Horne, President of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, who is on a visit to 
this city, said yesterday that his road is a mem- 
ber of it. He firmly believed in the association 
and considered its existence absolutely necessary 
for tho railroad interests of the country. It had 
Saved some of its members from bankruptcy, and 
it would be weil, he said, if the West had such 
an organization.

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AS TO ANNEXATION OF HAWAII. 


Pertinent Facts Concerning the Pres- 
ent Cendition of the Islands. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Now that rumors of the impending an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands are be- 
ing circulated, it will not be out of place 
to present a few facts which may be of 
interest to your readers, 

Since the deposition of the Queen in 1893, 
the debt of Hawaii has been more than 
trebled, and the debt per capita for ac- 
tual residents—those who under the law 
can become citizens—is greater than that 
of any other country in the world. 

The present Government of Hawaii had 
its origin in an attempt to annex the isl- 
ands to this country, and it exists to-day 
only through the expectation of its sup- 
porters that the United States will favor 


its annexation. 

The number of voters is small, out of 
all proportion to the number of inhabitants. 
This is because few people will take the 
oath of allegiance to the new Govern- 
ment, implying, as it does, the doctrine of 
annexation to the United States. 

The present Government and the mer- 
chants and sugar planters supporting it 
will not employ in any way those who 
will not further their schemes. Either the 
oath with its implication is taken or occu- 
pation is gone. ‘Thus many have been and 
many more will be forced to take the oath 
to ward off actual starvation. 

Any open expression favoring the gu- 
tonomy of Hawaii is considered as treason- 
able by the existing Government. 

Nine-tenths of the population are_ op- 
posed to surrendering the independence 
of their country, but the present Govern- 
ment will soon, undoubtedly by duress, 
force them to an unwilling consent. 

The utility of annexing the islands to 
the United States from our own stand- 
point seems questionable. They are far 
removed from our territory—as far as the 
Azores in the Atlantic; their area is small, 
and the islands, eight in number, are 
separated to considerable distances from 
each other. They are not in a compact 
mass, but strung out in a long line. There 
is but one safe harbor, and that on one of 
the least important island, Oahu. The 
islands have no resources except for the 
growth of a few food stuffs, and all naval 
and military supplies would have to be 
imported. 

Less than an eighth of the area of the 
islands is cultivated, and that for a very 
limited variety of products. The climate, 
beautiful as it is, is unsuitable for con- 
tinued exertion on the part of people of 
our race. The labor of the plantations has 
to be done almost entirely by Orientals, 
under a severe contract system. 

The native population, which owns a 
large proportion of the cultivatable land, is 
averse to our form of Government, and 
would make an undesirable element in our 
voting population. Hence, besides being 
troublesome and expensive to’ maintain as 
an outlying strategical post, the Hawaiian 
Islands would be useless as an income-pro- 
ducing colony, and the embarrassing polit- 
ical problems to be solved, in justly deal- 
ing with necessarily alien institutions there, 
while keeping to the spirit of our Con- 
stitution in admitting Hawaii into our 
Union, either as a State, Territory, or 
county of California, seem to be insur- 
mountable.

‘POWER OF CONGRESS TO TAX. 


What Perry Belmont Says of Levying 
Duties Other Than for Revenue. 


During the recent political campaign Mr. 
McKinley constantly said that he believed 
it to be “‘ the duty of thiS Government” to 
enact such laws as will give to “its own 
people the highest scale of wages." He ad- 
vocated free trade between the several 
States of the Union, but free trade be- 
tween the United States and other countries 
only ‘tin products which we cannot pro- 
duce or which we must have in exchange, 
for which those countries will take the 
products that we make and grow.” These 
products included, of course, silver and 
gold. 

He urged Congress to levy duties on 
“ those foreign products which compete with 
American products sufficiently, first, not 
only to supply revenue for the uses of the 
Government, but, second, sufficient to pro- 
tect the American people in their own oc- 
cupations against the products of the 
cheaper and underpaid labor of the world.” 
The Republican National platform was to 
the same effect. 

That demand goes, at present, far bBe- 
yond duties for revenue. It urges addition- 
al duties solely in order te increase the 
wages of the “ people,” or a part of the 
** people,” and to protect the “ people,” or 
a part of them, in “ their own occupations,” 

Perry Belmont was among the very first 
of the delegates to the Chicago Convention 
who broke away trom the unconstitutional 
part of the platform of the majority, adopt- 
ed against the protests of the minority. 
He was a delegate from New York to the 
Indianapolis Convention, for whose candi- 
dates he voted on electiOn day. In a conver- 
sation yesterday respecting the probability 
of Democratic approval of tariff taxa- 
tion by the Republican Congress for both 
the objects specified by Mr. McKinley; 
first, to obtain adequate revenue, and, sec- 
ond, to protect a part of our people “in 
their own occupations,’’ Mr. Belmont said 
he did not think any section of the Democ- 
racy approved of tariff taxes levied for 
any other purpose than to obtain money 
for the Treasury. 

The Chicago Convention, Mr. Belmont 
pointed out, was in substantial conformity, 
regarding the tariff, with the Democratic 
National platform of 1892, on which Cleve- 
land was elected and which excluded specific 
taxation to increase the profits of capital 
or the rate of wages in any specnal in- 
dustry. It limited tariff duties to “ the 
needs of the Government,” as distinct from 
any part of the people. The Syracuse Con- 
vention of Aug. 31, 1896, declared, ‘‘ We are 
opposed to Republican protection. We rec- 
ognize in protection, by which the Federal 
power of taxation on imports is exercised, 
for the benefit of a class, the mainstay of 
trusts, the protection of capital, and the 
fruitful source of the present political dan- 
gers which threaten the Nation.’’ The In- 
dianapolis platform said: ‘* We reaffirm the 
historic Democratic doctrine of tariff for 
revenue only.”’ 

Mr. Belmont, continuing, said the legal 
effect of that declaration is that Congress 
has no authority under the Constitution to 
levy duties on foreign merchandise for any 
purpose excepting to obtain money for the 
uses of the Treasury. The second clause 
of the eighth section of the first article of 
the Constitution sets forth the taxing power 
and limits it to paying the duties and pro- 
viding for the common defense and general 
welfare of the Government of the United 
States, and not of any special part of the 
people. Neither clause empowers Congress 
to make any law “ necessary and proper”’ 
to execute that specific power of taxation, 
and I assume that the Indianapolis Con- 
vention did not believe that a tax in order 
to increase the income of capital or the 
rate of wages in any special industry could 
be ‘‘ necessary and proper’”’ in the execu- 
tion of the power to obtain money for the 
Treasury by tariff duties. 

Of course, no tariff taxes like those exist- 
ing, which levy 50 per cent. on articles of 
silk, 35 per cent. on articles of silver, 50 per 
cent. on woolens and worsteds, and 35 per 
cent, on manufactures of flax, can be levied 
without giving’ encouragement and protec- 
tion 46 capital and labor employed in our 
country in manufacturing similar articles. 
That follows as a matter of course. But 
the protection and encouragement proposed 
by the Republican platform and Mr. Mc- 
Kinley are very unlike that. If Congress 
should think that the Government recuired 
160, 200, or 250, or any number of millions 
of dollars a year from duties on imports, it 
has the power to tax in its own way any 
und every arriving import in order to obtain 
it, but the Democratic National platform of 
1892, the Chicago platform of 1896, and the 
Indianapolis platform declared that Con- 
gress has not the power to levy duties for 
any other purpose than revenue.

‘THINKS THERE WAS NO FRAUD. 


‘What Col. Waring Says so Far as His 
Department Is Concerned, 


The charges made by. the Italians Gen- 
tilesco afd Corbo, through their lawyer, 
John Solon of Brooklyn, to Mayor Strong 
Wednesday, to the effect that in some cases 
it was necessary to pay $35 or $50 for work 
in the: Street Cleaning Department, were 
reviewed yesterday by Street Cleaning Com- 
missioner Waring, to whom the affidavits in 
the case were sent. 

Col. Waring made his report to the 
Mayor late in the afternoon. Col. Waring 
says that Giuseppe Gentilesco of 9 Cherry 
Street was examined on Jan. 24 and ap-~- 
pointed as an extra sweeper in Section 18 
Aug. 7 On complaint of Foreman John 
Pfeiffer and H. L. Stidman, Gentilesco was 
discharged Oct. 29 on the ground of incom- 
petency. 

Col. Waring states as to Frank Melo, 
Tomasino Calane, E. F, Madden, James 
McCann, or McConnell, Mr. Dobbs, and Mr. 
Fayall, who are mentioned in the affidavits, 
that he does not know them, and that they 
never worked in the department. 

Col. Waring says that it is unfortunate 
if such things do occur, but that if <he men 
in question were imposed on it was their 
own fault. He doubts, however, that any 
fraud was committed "by any employes of 
the department, and says that after a care- 
ful investigation he could not find a particle 
of foundation for the charges. 

Gentilesco, Corbo, and Lawyer Solon were 
about the Mayor's office much of yesterday.

Gentilesco’s affidavit says 
matter of common notoriety that Italians 
who obtained work on the streets had to 
pay from $35 to $45 to’an intermediary be- 
tween clerks in the office and the man who 
pays the money.

DID SHARKEY WIN FAIRLY? 





San Francisco Followers of Pugilism 
Divided in Opinion. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—The followers 
of pugilism have done little to-day but dis- 
cuss the justice of Referee Wyatt Earp’s 
decision giving last night’s fight at the 
California Athletic Club to Sharkey be- 
cause of an alleged foul by Fitzsimmons. 
There is talk that Martin Julian, Fitzsim- 
mons’s backer, will resort to the courts to 
prevent the payment,of the $10,000 to Shar- 
key. 

There seems to be no disposition on the 
part of any one to accuse Fitzsimmons of 
intentionally fouling his opponent. He had 
the best of the fighting from the first, and 
had hig man nearly put out in the eighth 
round, when the alleged foul blow on Shar- 
key’s groin was struck. Those who claim 
a foul was struck profess to believe that 
Fitzsimmons was trying to give a knockout 
uppercut, and the blow struck foul. Referee 
Earp says: 

“Fitz smashed with his right on Shar- 
key’s shoulder, and then with an uppercut 
with the left he struck the sailor below the 
belt. Sharkey was leaning over, and the 
blow knocked him down. It was clearly a 
foul, and before the sailor moved I men- 
tioned that the fight was over. The first

blow was intended for an upper cut, but it 
struck foul.’

STABBED WITH A HATPIN. 





Officer Driscoll Wounded in the Face 
by a Female Prisoner. 


The hatpin, dreaded of policemen, fig- 
ured dangerously in an arrest made by Of- 
ficer F. J. Driscoll of the Oak Street Sta- 
tion last night. He had ordered a flashily 
dressed woman who loitered about the cor- 
ner of James Street and New Bowery to 
‘““move on.” She refused and he placed her 
under arrest.

[UNION SQUARE TUNNEL PLAN. 


Explained to Aldermen’s Committee 
by President Vreeiand. 


‘The Railroad Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen met in executive session yester- 
day afternoon to consider the proposition 
allowing the Metropolitan Company to tun- 
nel under Union Square, to avoid the dan- 
gers at the curves which reach around from 
Fourteenth to Fifteenth Street, on Broad- 
way. 

President Vreeland of the traction 'com- 
pany was present. He said the company 
was willing to avoid the dangers at the 
curves by putting in a slow cable at this 
point, which would cost about $50,000, and 
would, to a certain extent, impede travel, or 
that the tunnel under Union Square should 
be built at an expense to them of about 
$250,000. This latter plan, he thought, 
would facilitate travel. 

Mr. Vreeland submitted a blue-print map 
of the proposed tunnel, according to which 
the tunnel would be 640 feet long, 15 feet 
deep in the centre, and would extend from 
the north side of Fourteenth Street to the 
south side of Seventeenth Street. The es- 
timated grade would be 8 feet in 100. 

It was stated that the only alteration 
that would result in the appearance of the 
park would come at the tunnel entrances, 
where there would be a rise in the ground 
along a distance of sixty feet at either end. 
Mr. Vreeland said that the entrances could 
be beautified by ornamental masonry. The 
projected tunnel extends for the most part 
under the walks, and, it is claimed, would 


not interfere with the lawns, trees, or 
shrubbery. 

It was suggested that the tunnel might 
interfere with underground rapid transit up 
Broadway, if that was ever decided upon. 
Alderman Hall said that the tunnel would 
be only fifteen feet deep, while a rapid 
transit tunnel would pro ably be no less 
than forty feet deep. 

One member of the Railroad Committee 
said that before any action was taken there 
should be a full investigation of the ques- 
tion. Another said that a tunnel had been 
constructed under Boston Common, and 
that the residents of Boston were well sat- 
isfied with it.

SONS OF THE REVOLUTION. 


Reports of Commiittees Received and

The Sons of the Revolution of the State 
of New York held their fourteenth annual 
meeting last night at Delmonico’s. Re- 
ports of the Secretary and Treasurer and 
various standing committees were received, 
and officers were elected.

AY INSPECT THE PUPILS! 


PLAN 10 PREVENT THE SPREAD 
OF DISEASES. 


Wealth Board Would Have Public 
‘School Children Looked After by 
150 Inspectors—l'or the Work 
$47,500 a Year Is Wanted. 


The Board of Health for two months has 
een investigating the sources -f con- 
tagious and infectious diseases, and as a 
“result President Wilson yesterday sent a 
letter to Mayor Strong in which he advo- 
cated the appointment of 150 physicians at 
$30 a month each for ten months in tle 


year and a Chief Inspector at $2,500 to 
make a daily inspection of public school 
children. 

The letter was read at the meeting of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. In 
it President Wilson said that it had been 
the common opinion among the medical 
Officers cf the Heaith Department that the 
greatest source of transmission of infec- 
tious and contagious diseases among chil- 
dren in this city was through their contact 
With one another in the schools. It is be- 
Heved that a reduction in the number of 
cases of sickness and death from such 
causes can be made by a daily inspec- 
tion of the pupils by a medical inspector 
and by learning whether children absent 
from school are sick with contagious or in- 
fectious diseases. 

“The Board of Health,”’ says Mr. Wilson, 
in his letter, “is of the opinion that the 
expenditure of money necessary to secure 
such daily medical inspection of the 
scholars in cach school, with a daily inves- 
tigation as to the cause of absences from 
such schools, would result in a great saving 
of life and a more complete protection of 
the public health of the city.” 

President Wilson estimated that the pro- 
posed plan would cost $47,500 a year for 
physicians and a Chief Inspector. The 

. Mayor laid the matter before the Board of 
Estimate, with his approval, and the board 
decided to refer it to Controller Fitch as a 
committee of one for investigation and re- 


port. 
What the Doctors Say. 


With President Wilson’s letter were sub- 
mitted the reports on the investigations of 
the last two months by Dr. Charles §S. 
Benedict, Chief Inspector of Contagious 
Diseases, Dr. Charles F. Roberts, Sanitary 
Superintendent, and Dr. George S. Lynde, 
the Medical Inspector of the Health Board. 
Dr. Roberts says that the task of daily ex- 

‘“amining all the children is a great one, but 
is not insurmountable. It is proposed to 

‘ assign two physicians to the larger schools, 
and one to the smaller. 

Dr. Lynde, who did much of the work of 
investigation, made a long report. In the 
course of his duties the list of absentees of 
any class in which a case of contagious dis- 
ease had recently occurred was taken and 
€very absent child visited to find out the 
cause of absence. The result showed that 
many of them were down with scarlet fe- 
ver unknown to the teacher. Dr. Lynde 
gave several examples to show that where 
children were ill with contagious or infec- 
tious diseases they were reported at school 


as having “a bad cold”’ or something simi- 
jar. Among the cases cited by Dr. Lynde 
was the following: 

_“* At another time when diphtheria began 
to occur in a girls’ class and the absentee 
list was investigated two children were 
found dying of diphtheria. It was found 
that their sister in this class had been sick 
with a ‘sore throat’ and returned to school, 
and the other cases followed in her class 
and in her family. This child showed the 
Loeffier bacilli, Another child from this 
class in a different family had been sent 
home sick by the teacher. On visiting this 
family a baby was found suffering with 
croup, but the schoolgirl had been sent 
@way to prevent her from contracting the 
disease. When this child was found, how- 
ever, there was still membrane on the ton- 
sils, and the culture showed Loeffler bacilli 
present.”’ 

Further along in his report Dr. Lynde 
Bays: 

“During this investigation a child was 
found playing in the street, desquamating 
profusely, and living in a butcher's shop. He 
Was preparing to return to school, and had 
@lready infected a child in another family in 
the house. 

“*In regard to measles, seventeen cases 
Weported during three weeks of October 
hetween Houston and Fifty-ninth Streets, 
east of Third Avenue, were investigated, 
and in addition twenty more families were 
found where the cases had not been report- 
ed, nine of these having never called a 
physician. These cases were contracted as 
follows:

Diseases Spread from Schools. 


“The kindergarten cases were apparently 
the last of the epidemic. In the public 
school one case occurred ten days after the 
other in the same class. The cases in a 
parochial school were mostly from the in- 
fant class, but the sister of one of these 


children who was sick attended another 
class until the day before the measles rash 
developed, and started the disease in this 
class also. The child who contracted the 
disease from her cousin in an infected house 
attended a kindergarten in a public school 
until the day before the measles rash de- 
veloped, and has undoubtedly started an 
epidemic there. Of the thirteen cases in the 
parochia] school, but three were known to 
those in charge. 

“Measles is undoubtedly most often 
brought into a house from the schools, and 
then usually spreads through the house. 
Owing to its great contagiousness, several 
cases usually appear together, and it is 
very easily traced, and I believe that scarlet 
fever and diphtheria are also largely spread. 
by means of the schools, and that by tak- 
ing cases early and following each case up 
carefully the connection might be found. 
To see if this was so recent cases in Dis- 

_trict ‘A’ were taken, and when a child 
with scariet fever has been known to be 
from any class, all the children absent from 
this class have been visited, and this has 
been continued until at least one week 
from the last known case. In not a few 
cases the address obtained from the school 
had been incorrect, and in spite of every 
effort the absent child could not be found. 
For this reason it is possible that some 
cases of scarlet fever have not been dis- 
covered.” 

A list was given of twenty cases of scarlet 
fever that occurred among the children at- 
tending Grammar School No. 25, at 330 
Fifth Street, this Fall. All but one were in 
the primary department. 


Chief Inspector Benedict’s Views. 


In a letter forwarding the report of Dr. 
‘ Lynde to President Wilson, Dr. Benedict, 
Chief Inspector, says: 

“From my own experience as an In- 
spector in this department during the peri- 
od of about five years I desire to state 
that Inspector Lynde’s report amply cor- 
roborates my opinion with reference to the 
fact that the public schools are responsible 
for a very large percentage of the cases of 
contagious diseases among the pupils. In- 
stances without number may be found 
among the records of our inspectors show- 
ing that children are kept from school a 
few days on account of an illness not 
thought by the parents to be of sufficient 
importance to consult a physician, and thén 
allowed to return to their school duties 
while still in a condition to disseminate 
either diphtheria, scarlatina, or measles. 

“Many instances may be found in which 
even the physician is deceived by the mild- 
ness of the initial symptoms, and such cases 
are not reported to this depmurtment, and 
are the same source of dange?: to the lives 
of those with whom they associate before 
their convalescence is concluded. The work 
of this department has of late. been partic- 
ularly successful in preventing, by careful 
fsolation and strict surveillanc:e, the spread 
of contagious diseases even ir: the families 
_ where the disease first appeazed. There is 
ah indication that if some: adequate in- 

A gpection of the school childre:n of this city 
with reference to contagious disease could 
provided, that the death rate from this 
class of disease would be greatly lessened 
s¢ once, as in this way the child would be 
moved from school before the infection of

others became possible. It is not out of 
place to indicate to you that the parochial 
school system, private schools, kindergar- 
tens, and day nurseries should be included 
in this inspection, as they are not now 
under my immediate control, except in spe- 
cial cases, and the same element of danger 
is undoubtedly present in their classrooms.”’ 

Besides referring the question of provid- 
ing funds to the Controller the Board of 
Estimate also referred all the communica- 
tions of the Health Broad to the Board of 
Education for its suggestions. 

Robert Maclay, President of the Board of 
Education, said that he had no informa- 
tion upon which to base an opinion regard- 
ing the necessity of having such a general 
medical inspection of the school children 
as was proposed. He did not think there 
would be any objection to it provided the 
money with which to pay the additional 
Inspectors was taken from the Health De- 
partment funds. If it was proposed to pay 
the Inspectors out of the appropriation for 
maintaining the schools, the School Board 
would naturally regard the matter as one 
requiring careful consideration. 

“So far as the school authorities are 
able,”’ remarked President Maclay, ‘“‘ the 
greatest possible care is taken to prevent 
the spread of disease among the school 
children. The rules are very strict re- 
quiring the parents of sick children to notify 
the teachers. We have had comparatively 
few cases where the school children have 
been exposed to contagion, and I believe 
there has not, in recent years, been any- 
thing like an epidemic in the schools.” 

Two or three years ago there was a 
malignant type of sickness in the family 
of one of the janitors who resided in a 
school building. The Board of Education 
ordered the school closed until all possi- 
bility of danger had passed. Mr. Maclay 
said yesterday that since that time the 
board had made a rule that no janitor 
should reside in the school buildings. Jani- 
tors with families domiciled in the basement 
of school buildings were compelled to find 
other homes.

CHINAMEN IN A FIGHT. 


A Feud Between Two Mott Street So- 
cieties Leads to Blows. 


As a result of a long-existing feud be- 
tween two Chinese societies there was a 
fight in front of the Criminal Court Build- 
ing yesterday afternoon in which one China- 
man was so badly beaten that he had to be 
taken to the Hudson Street Hospital. Six 
of his alleged assailants were arrested. 

Lem Doc Sing, the man who was so badly 
beaten, is a prominent member of the On 
Long Tong Society, which is composed of 
the gamblers of Chinatown, who are also 
considered the aristocratic class. The 
plebeian element is organized into what is 
known as the Hip Sing Tong Society, which, 
translated into English, means “to keep 
upright.’’ They are known as the reform- 
ers of Chinatown and have caused the On 
Long Tongs much worry and annoyance by 
giving information to the police about gam- 
bling and other Chinese pastimes, 

When the Hip Sing Tong Society became 
incorporated, two months ago, the opposi- 
tion became alarmed and decided that 
prompt action must be taken to cripple or 
break up the newer society in some way. 
The On Long Tongs remembered that there 
was an old indictment in the District At- 
torney’s office against Dong Yong, Houy 
Gow, Yung You, and Lee Hee, all members 
of the rival society. The indictment 
charged the four men with robbing Chin 
Fong, a member of the Long Tongs, of $13. 
It was “‘ highway robbery,’’ committed in a 
little yard off Doyers Street. A lawyer 
was secured to press the charge, and the 
case came up before Judge Cowing, in 
Part III. of General Sessions, yesterday 
morning. 

About twenty-five Chinamen were in the 
courtroom during the trial. The jury an- 
nounced at 2 o’clock that it could not agree. 

The members of the two factions left the 
building by different entrances, but as 
Franklin Street was the shortest cut to 
Chinatown, they met while crossing Centre. 
Suddenly there was a rush, in which about 
ten of the Chinamen came together in a 
jumble. There were cries and _ shouts, 
which brought several policemen. At the 
aproach of the policemen most of the Chi- 
namen ran. When the policemen interfered 
Lee Hee had his foot on Lem Doc Sing’s 
neck and Dong Gen was kicking the downed 
man in the face. Henry Jaffey of 250 Henry 
Street, who interfered to save Sing, was 
struck in the face by one of the Chinamen, 

The police arrested Wong Hung, Hoe 
Hung, Chung Ming, Lung Yon, Dong Gen, 
and Lee Hee, and took them to the Eliza- 
beth Street Station. Sing was unconscious 
when picked up. His face and head were 
badly cut and bruised, and when taken to 
the hospital it was found that he had sever- 
al bruises on his body. He will be in the 
hospital several days. 

At the station house Loie Yen and Chin 
Tong, two members of the Long Tong So- 
ciety, who had gone there as complainants 
against the six prisoners, were -arrested on 
a counter charge made by Chung Ming and 
Hoe Hung. 6 

All the prisoners were taken to the Cen- 
tre Street Court later in the afternoon. 
Magistrate Flammer held the six reformers 
in $500 bail each for examination to-mor- 
row. The two Long Tongs were paroled. 
Mrs. Schaffner gave bail for the six re- 
formers. 





A Brewery Cashier Robbed. 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 8.—Three masked men 
entered the office of the Home Brewery, on 
the corner of Main and Capitol Streets, at 
2:40 o’clock this afternoon and presented 
pistols at the head of Cashier Robert Hof- 
ferkamp. ‘They demanded that he turn 
over the money in the safe, and he imme- 
diately complied. The robbers secured 
about , and after threatening the cash- 
jer with death if he made an outcry, One of 
the men fled down the street, while the 
others boarded a Broadway street car and

LEGAL NOTES. 


Justice Pryor, in Supreme Court, Special 
Term, has decided, in a suit by Henry Drey- 
fuss & Co. against Charles Seale & Co. 
that, although the eourts of this State can- 
not »ppoint a receiver to wind up the af- 
fairs of a foreign corporation, where such a 
corporation has its principal place of busi- 
ness in this State, has unsatisfied judgments 
against it, and has fraudulently disposed of 
its property here, a cause of action is dis- 
closed to authorize the appointment of a 
receiver and the appropriation of defend- 
ant’s property to the satisfaction of the 
judgments. 

o,* 

In a suit by Edward M. Knox against the 
Eden Musée Americain Company, the Su- 
preme Court, on the report of a referee, has 
given judgment for plaintiff for the value of 
stock certificates of defendant, apparently 
genuine, which, indorsed in blank, had been 
surrendered to the corporation by the true 
owner for transfer, and fraudulently hy- 
pothecated by an employe of the company 
named Jurgens,-to whom access to such un- 
canceled certificates had been afforded. The 
recovery was placed upon the ground that, 
although the officers of the corporation be- 
lieved such employe to be honest, they were 
impliedly chargeable with previous malver- 
sations on his part, which might have been 
discovered by the exercise of ordinary care, 
and which rendered him an improper person 
to be retained in their employment. 

*,* 

Among the decisions just announced by 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
at Brooklyn is that by Justice Cullen af- 
firming the judgment below in favor of the 
Trustees of the town of Southampton in 
its suit against Nathan C. Jessup, in the 


matter of the drawbridge over the Great 
South Bay. Under a franchise from the 
town, Jessup constructed a drawbridge, in 
1888, from Dotunck Neck over the Great 
South Bay to the outside beach, and in 
1895 undertook to build an earthwork em- 
bankment in place of the wooden struct- 
ure. The Trustees stopped him by an in- 
junction, as the embankment would inter- 
fere with the flow of water in the bay, and 
now the Court holds that only the wooden 
structure may be maintained.

A judgment in favor of Mortimer J. 
Brown, in his suit against Miles W. Barse, 
was reversed for the second time, by the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, in 
Brooklyn, upon a novel ground. The plaint- 
iff, on the trial, testified to personal trans- 
actions with the defendant, which the lat- 
ter, were he present, would naturally, if 
his defense were true, have taken the 
stand to deny. His counsel took the wit- 
ness stand to explain why the defendant 
was detained, but was not permitted to do 
so. Justice Bartlett, who gives the opinion, 
holds that in defendant’s absence his coun- 
sel had the right to prove any fact, the 
effect of which was to excuse his failure to 
attend and give evidence in his own behalf, 
as such non-attendance might properly be 
considered by the jury as bearing on the 
strength of his case.

Interesting questions bearing upon the lia- 
bility of stockholders and Directors of cor- 
porations have recently been passed upon 
in the Supreme Court in a suit by Martha 
A. Sinclair against De Alton Dwight and 
others. Harrison Fuller, on Dec. 27, 1893, 
believing that the Adams Furniture and 
Manufacturing Company, of which he was 
a stockholder and Director, was embar- 
rassed and must ultimately fail, sold all 
his shares of stock for $1 to John Sin- 
clair, who on Sept. 19, 1804, surrendered the 
certificates to the corporation and received 
a new certificate therefor. On Dec. 21, 
1894, the plaintiff, wife of Sinclair, who was 
cognizant of the transaction between her 
husband and Fuller, loaned the company 
$5,530. Failing to realize on a judgment 
against it for this sum, she sued the Direc- 
tors, including Fuller, to recover’ the 
amount, upon the ground that they had 
failed to make and file annual reports. The 
Appellate Division of the Fourth Depart- 
ment now holds that the action could not 
be maintained as against Fuller, he not 
being a Director when the loan in question 
was made. The purpose of the provision 
of the stock corporation law declaring void 
a transfer by a stockholder of his stock in 
a corporation to any person in contempla- 
tion of its insolvency is, it is held, to pre- 
vent solvent shareholders from escaping 
their statutory liability to those who were 
ereditors of the corporation when the trans- 
fer was made, and to prevent them escaping 
from their contractual liability to a corpora- 
tion not assenting to the transfer. Fuller 
had a right to resign as h¢ did, and his 
liability to any subsequent. creditor by 
reason of failure of the Directors to file an- 
nual reports ceased. The plaintiff had not 
been defrauded by the transfer, as she 
had full knowledge of its terms and con- 


‘ditions, and did not make her loan to the 


corporation until more than three months 
after the transfer had been entered upon 
its books, and the certificate had been is- 
sued to her husband for the shares.

Collectors of insects will be interested in 
the way in which the butterflies in the 
Denton exhibition, now.at the American 
Art Galleries, in Twenty-third Street, are 
mounted. The ordinary observer who has 
seen similar collections will notice the 
mounting immediately. Each insect is in 
its own little case, varying according to 
the size of the butterflies. The mounting is 
done on a square of mortar large enough 
to leave a margin when the insect is in 
place. The mortar is molded with an inden- 
tation in the centre sufficient to admit the 
body of the butterfly. The wings are spread 
and held in place with a bit of shellac. 
When the insect is in place a glass the 
size of the square of hardened mortar is 
put over it, and the whole is neatly bound 
with white paper. The mortar is half an 
inch or more thick, and may be handled 
without danger of breaking. The insect is 
by this process placed in a dust and air 
proof case, and may be handled with im- 
punity. Another thing which Mr. Denton 
considers an advantage is that the butter- 
fly spread upon this dead, white background 
shows every defect if there is one. If the 
insects are perfect, as they should be, the 
critical observer knows it without a second 
glance. The Denton mounting is not to be

HE DEPRECATES THE COLDNESS 
ki 1 AMONG CHRISTIANS.

Will Continue the Services Another 
Week and Devote Himself to 
the Commandments and the 
Sunday Newspapers. 


Men were out in force to hear Evangelist 
Moody in Cooper Union yesterday after- 
noon, and the most of them appeared to be 
little over thirty years old. The service 
Opened with prayer, and the singing of 
hymns followed. The audience joined in the 


Singing with greater spjrit than usual, par- 
ticularly in “Throw Out the Life Line,” 
* Saviour More Than Life to Me,” and 
**'There’ll Be No Dark Valley.”” Mr. San- 
key and Mr. Burke sang in duet “ Speed 
Away.” 

It has been decided to continue the meet- 
ings next week, and then bring them to a 
close. The subjects of the morning sermons 
for that week will include “‘ The Return of 
the Lord,” “‘The Ten Commandments,” and 
“Walking with God.” Mr. Moody will 
speak this morning on ‘“‘ The New Birth.” 

Mr. Moody called attention to the ser- 
mon on “ The Ten Commandments,” -whic 
he will give on both Wednesday and Thurs- 
day next. ‘“‘ The Ten Commandments,” said 
he, “‘ want to be run out once in a while 
in New York, and I will go for the Sun- 
Gay papers, too.”” The choir then sang 
** When the Mists Have Rolled Away.” 

Mr. Moody said some of the newspaper 
reports of the Carnegie Hall meeting of 
Sunday last had got him into a fix. “I 
then asked all who needed spiritual help 
to write to me,’’ he explained, ‘“‘ but some 
of them left out the word ‘spiritual,’ and 
I think all the beggars in the United States 
are now after me for help. They think I 
@m a millionaire. 

* When I speak of help, I do not mean 
gold or silver,’”’ he continued. ‘* My riches 
are in the promises of God, and that is 
better than silver and gold. The grace of 
God is the best thing in the world. Do you 
know it? When we get that the other things 
will take care of themselves. 

“I have been asked to explain what I 
meant by that part of the appeal sent out 
to the churches, which asked them to give 
up church’work in January in order to hold 
daily services. Well, of course, I did not 
intend that they should give up their reg- 
ular work, but rather entertainments and 
the like. Just think of it! The drinking 
shops and the brothels are constantly open, 
and the churches all locked up. Isn’t there 
something wrong?” 

Coldness in the Church. 

“ Yes,’’ answered a score of voices. 

Mr. Moody referred to Bryan stirring the 
country from one end to the other making 
Silver speeches. ‘I wish we had 40,000 like 
Bryan who would preach the Gospel the 
way he preached silver. I am not half so 
much afraid of him as I am of this dead 
cold that has come over the Church of 
God.”’ 

The solo, “ Welcome, Wanderer, Wel- 
come!’’ having been sung by Mr. Sankey, 
the offering was taken up. Mr. Moody 
then began the sermon. 

os One sentence I want to get lodged in 
your mind if I can,” said the preacher. 
“For whosoever calleth on the name of the 
Lord shall be saved.’ The congregation 
repeated those words after him. 

* Do you believe it?” 

“Yes!” shouted people from every corner 
of the hall. 

“It is a broad statement. There is a won- 
derful sweep in it. It doesn’t say to call 
the good people, the righteous people. It 
includes Protestant, Catholic, Jew, drunk- 
ard, harlot. Is it true? Why do you be- 
lieve it?”’ 

“FE have proved it,” 
from a platform seat. 

“It was the text that Peter used so suc- 
cessfully on the day of Pentecost,” con- 
tinued the preacher. ‘‘It has been the most 
successful text ever used by any preacher. 
Three thousand Jews were converted when 
Peter preached from that text. 

“When did this begin? It could not have 
meant the dispensation in the days of 
Noah. It did not mean the Jewish dispensa- 
tion. Adam never called on God. If he 
did, it is not recorded. God called on him. 
We don’t hear of his praying for mercy. 
Cain did not call upon God for mercy. 
There never was a man in 4,000 years who 
~eg called on God for mercy and did not 
get it.

“If man is not saved, whose fault is it?

SUGAR PLANT FOR ARBUCKLES. 


Coffee Merchants May Fight the Trust 
—Works in Brooklyn. 


Arbuckle Brothers, the coffee merchants 
and millers, are to become rivals of the 
American Sugar Refining Company, whose 
capital is about $75,000,000 and assets $112,- 
000,000. : 

The firm has advertised for. a sugar refin- 
ing Superintendent, and has contracted for 
the building of a refinery to. cover an entire 
block on John Street, between Pearl and 
Jay Streets, Brooklyn, near their coffee 
mill plant. The refinery is to have a ca- 
pacity of 2,000 barrels a day. It cannot be 
erected, equipped, and in operation in less 
than a year. 

At the office of Arbuckle Brothers yester- 
day a member of the firm admitted these 
things. He declined to enter into particu- 
larsor todiscuss relations with the American 
Sugar Refiining Company. The scope of: the 
venture. he did not think was any concern 
of the public. It was the private affair 
of the firm, he said, if it resolved on making 
sugar to continue its custom of supplying 
two-pound packages or to do business on 
a larger scale. 

At the office of the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company, Henry O. Havemeyer, its 
President, said that the plans of the Ar- 


buckles would not receive any attention 
from him. He refused to talk about the 
project. 

In the sugar district the venture of the 
coffee firm was generally discussed, and 
pro-trust men asked, “If the Arbuckles are 
going into sugar, what's the matter with 
the American Refining Company going into 
coffee? Turn and turn about’s fair play.” 
One rumor, that the Arbuckles were to 
start as sugar refiners allied with others 
not identified at present with the firm, was 
Trem of at their office by a prompt de- 
Nial, 

Up to the present, Arbuckle Brothers have 
purchased the granulated sugar that they 
put in two-pound packages from the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company. Talk of the 
sugar and coffee district was that the en- 
terprise was forced on the Arbuckles by 
rivalry in the coffee business. Another in- 
centive to the firm’s resolve was the ex- 
piration next Spring of a patent on-a ma- 
chine used in packing coffee. This device 
will then be free to all coffee millers. 





NEW LIBRARY QUARTERS. 


A Larger Building for the Society of 
Mechanics and Tradesmen, 


Full plans for a new library to be erected 
by the General Society of Mechanics and 
Tradesmen will be placed before the soziety 
at its next meeting, Dec. 16. A site has 
been practically secured at 711-715 Seventh 
Avenue, near Forty-eighth Street, and a 
much larger building: than the present one 
will be put up as soon as possible. Work 
on the new library will be begun about the 
lst of May, 1897, which will be the earliest 
the society can get possession of the 
ground, 

The library will be built so as to front 
on Seventh Avenue, and with an extension, 
L shaped, running back to Forty-eighth 
Street. It will be a large building, and 
will afford room for the already extensive 
and rapidly growing collection of books, 
The society intends to enlarge the library 
to keep it up to its more spacious and ele- 


gant quarters, and also to broaden the 
grope of the educational work now being 
one, 

The library contains 111,000 volumes, and 
about 5,000 are added annually. The avail- 
able space is taxed to its utmost. Room is 
urgently needed for the free classes, which 
would increase largely in a suitable build- 
ing. The society pays $140,000 for the new 
site.

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BATTLING FOR A UNIFORM 





LIVELY FIGHT FOR ADJT. GEN. 
McALPIN’S PLACE. 


Gov.-Elect Black Expected in Town 
To-day, When the Matter May 
Come to a Focus—Talk of 
Some Other Offices. 


About the liveliest fighting which has 
taken place in this State in time of peace 
is in prosress now for the position of Major 
General, to become Chief of Staff to Com- 
mander in Chief Black and Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the National Guard of the State. 
Governor-elect Black is expected to reach 


this city to-day, and the battle will rage 
hotly in his immediate vicinity. 

Such a scramble for an appointive office 
has seldom been seen. Unusual forces are 
lined up on behalf of the candidates. Many 
members of the National Guard itself have 
had a hand in the struggle, and at one time 
were in the attitude of petitioning the Gov- 
ernor-elect as to who should be their com- 
manding officer. 

Soon after the election many of the offi- 
cers of the guard gave their indorsement 
to Gen. F. C. McLewee, the present In- 
spector General. At that time, so it is now 
said, the guardsmen supposed that the pres- 
ent Adjutant General, E. A. McAlpin, would 
not be a candidate for reappointment. Some 
who are now backing Gen. McAlIpin criticise 
the action of the National Guardsmen, and 
they say that during the last two weeks 
some who favored Gen. McLewee have re- 
quested that the indorsement be considered 
canceled. 

The Republican State organization has 
been giving its apparent support to Gen. 
McAlpin. He is the Treasurer of the State 
Committee, and, being a man of wealth, has 
in past years made contributions to the 
campaign funds in a way that has, for the 
time at least, given him the committee’s 
support. Chairman Hackett of the State 
Committee has publicly declared his sup- 
port of Gen. McAlpin, and other members of 
the committee have been arrayed on-the 
General’s side. 


Backing of the State Machine. 


Under ordinary circumstances, the back- 
ing of the State machine is reckoned as 
good as a warranty deed when the appoint- 
ing power is in sympathy with the ma- 
chine. This year Governor-elect Black has 
a close personal friend who is after this 
particular place. He is C. Whitney Til- 


linghast, who has been a Lieutenant in the 
National Guard, and in private life is a 
hardware merchant in the City of Troy, in 
which Governor-elect Black resides. For 
two or three weeks it has been put down 
as pretty certain that Mr. Tillinghast would 
be appointed. 

But the supporters of Gen. McAlpin have 
not yet laid down their arms. They are out 
in force, and when Mr. Black reaches the 
city they are going to make as strong a 
case as they can. Gen. McAlpin was in 
the haunts of the politicians yesterday look- 
ing out for his own interests, and it is not 
unlikely that he will have a personal in- 
terview with Mr. Black—if not to urge his 
own claims, to learn if the question is set- 
tied, and the forces he has are to be called 
°o 


Gen. MecAlpin’s friénds were confident 
yesterday that they have a fighting chance, 
and they are going to make the most of 
their opportunity to-day. Notwithstanding 
this confidence, the statement was reiterat- 
ed that Mr. Tillinghast ‘‘ has ordered his 
uniform.”’ 

Politicians would not be surprised to learn 
from Mr. Black that he is satisfied with 
the appointment of Col. Ashley W. Cole, 
Gov. Morton’s private secretary for one of 
the Railroad Commissionerships. It has 
been known for a month that Gov. Morton 
wanted to appoint Col. Cole as the suc- 
cessor of Samuel A. Beardsley. 

Mr. Beardsley’s term will run only a few 
weeks after Mr. Black becomes Governor, 
and Gov. Morton wanted to make sure that 
his successor would name Col. Cole at the 
end of those few weeks. 


New Railroad Commissioners. 


Word comes from Albany that Mr. Black 
and Gov. Morton got together at luncheon 
at the Executive Mansion two or three days 
ago, and that since that time Col. Cole’s 
chances of becoming a Railroad Commis- 
sioner are regarded as vastly improved. 

For the second vacancy on the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners it is pretty well 
settled that George W. Dunn of Bingham- 
ton will be the appointee. Mr. Dunn has 
been for some years a member of Mr. 


Platt’s State Committee. He was Mr. 
Platt’s first choice for State Excise Com- 
missioner under the Raines law. State Sen- 
ator Brackett is pushing W. W. Worden of 
Saratoga for one of the vacancies in the 
board. 

From the far northern corner of the State 
there came a story yesterday that former 
Congressman John M. Wever of Plattsburg 
stiil has his eye on the position now held by 
Gen. Austin Lathrop of Corning, the Super- 
intendent of State Prisons. Gen. Lathrop’s 
term will expire in about six months, Two 
years ago Mr. Wever wanted to control 
some of the patronage which is in the hands 
of the Superintendent of Prisons. He asked 
Gen. Lathrop to let him have such of it as 
related to Clinton Prison, at Dannemora. 

Mr. Wever wanted to locate Jehiel White 
of Platisburg in the place now held by 
Walter N. Thayer. Gen. Lathrop did not 
accommodate Mr. Wever. 

A little later Mr. Wever brought charges 
against Gen. Lathrop and sought to secure 
his removal. An investigation was held, 
which did not develop anything that 
seemed to Gov. Morton good ground for 
granting Mr. Wever’s petition. In view of 
this, it is said, Mr. Wever’s prospect of 
succeeding Gen. Lathrop is not bright. 

Sheriff Cornelius V. Collins of Troy, a 
warm personal friend of Governor-elect 
Black, has some backing for the place. A 
story was going yesterday that Mr. Col- 
lins might be appointed Superintendent of 
Insurance if Louis F. Payn decides not to 
take that position. 

Garrett J. Benson of Albany, the Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the State Senate, was 
brought forward yesterday for one of the 
prison. wardens, when the change in this 
department is made. 





Steamers’ Mattresses Sold, 


The health authorities of Hoboken yes- 
terday ordered an investigation on the com- 
plaint that mattresses used by steerage 
passengers on German steamers are cleaned, 
cut up, and sold in Baltimore gs burlaps. 

Superintendent Muller of the Bremen 
said all the mattresses left on the steamer 


were @&®stroyed by Thomas Toole of 73 
Jackson Street. 

Superintendent Badenhauser of the Ham- 
burg Line said the bedding on the vessels of 
that line was carted away and destroyed by 
William Kennedy of 518 Adams Street. He 
also said the bedding was thoroughly fumi- 
gated before it left the ships. It was 
learned that the buriaps were sold by J. A. 
Marten of Jersey Avenue and Seventeenth 
Street. He said that he bought some of the 
stuff from Kennedy. He had been in the 
business, he said, for sixteen years, and 
had never heard of a case of disease result- 
ing from the practice. 





His Wife Prevented Suicide. 


John O’Brien, thirty-four years old, of 
261 Erie Street, Jersey City, attempted sui- 
cide yesterday by cutting his throat with 
a razor. His wife and nine-year-old daugh- 
ter, May, were in an adjoining room, and 
heard him.

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TO SAVE DEBORAH NURSER'%} 


President Kaye Proposes Reorgani- 
gation and a New Staff. 


The affairs of the Ladies’ Deborah Nur- 
sery and Child’s Protectory, which have 
been complicated by litigation in the courts 
and various adverse reports officially made 
by the State Board of Charities and the 
local Board of Health, reached a climax 
yesterday when Solomon L, Kaye, President 
of the institution, appeared before the in- 
vestigating committee of the State Charities 
Board, at 55 Liberty Street, with proposi- 
tions for reorganization. 

Mr. Kaye is receiver of the institution. 
With the aid of Ferdinand Levy and several 
officers of other Hebrew charitable organi- 
zations, he purposes to reincorporate the 
institution with new officers and attendants, 
and provide for its maintenance by popular 
subscriptions from Hebrew philanthropists. 
This plan was sanctioned yesterday by 
Chairman Tunis G. Bergen, Dr. Stephen 
Smith, and Mrs. Beekman de Peyster, 
members of the investigating committee. 

Since May Controller Fitch, acting on the 
recommendation of the State Board of 
Charities, has refused the per capita allow- 
ance. Its inmates have dwindled from 400 
in May to 168. 

An ultimatum, -issued by the State Board 
yesterday, was in effect that the nursery 
would no longer be allowed to exist at the 
city’s expense. Its records show that until 
last May it drew $40,000 a year from the 
city as its per capita allowance, while but 
$200 or $300 a year was actually donated. 
Its active Trustees were Mrs. Deborah 
Alexander and Maurice Alexander, her hus- 
band; J. M,, Alexander, their son, and his 
wife, Mrs. J. M. Alexander; Mrs. L. Burger, 
their daughter, and her husband, L. Burger, 
and Mrs. F. Meyer, their adopted daughter. 
One of its buildings was rented from a 
member of the family, its purchases of 
merchandise were all made from relatives 
in trade, and its medical, educational, and 
disciplinary staff was made up of connec- 
tions. Among the charges officially made 
against it were cruelty to inmates, misuse 
of funds, and general mismanagement. 

Chairman Bergen of the investigating 
committee said yesterday: 

“In this case the State board has made 
another good use of its strong Constitution- 
al powers of control of charitable institu- 
tions. As formerly conducted the Deborah 
Nursery was in no sense a charitable insti- 


tution, and it has been for years condemned 
by the leading Hebrew philanthropists. 

“The board does not believe in the char- 
ity of an institution which draws substan- 
tially all its revenue from the Municipal 
Treasury. We desire to see the Deborah 
Nursery supported by philanthropists. 
When so-called charitable institutions have 
from the city a fixed revenue in excess of 
their needs they are merely business enter- 
_prises, and very soon fall into greedy ways 
of increasing their income. 

‘During the past eighteen months the 
decrease in the per capita allowance to 
charitable institutions has amounted to 
$200,000. That sum represents substantially 
inmates whose support had been heretofore 
improperly charged against the city.”’ 

Within a few days President Kaye will 
call a meeting of Hebrew philanthropists 
who are interested in the reorganization of 
the nursery. There is some opposition to 
the plan among the contemporary Hebrew 
organizations, among which the present in- 
mates will be distributed in case the nur- 
sery is closed. 





PRACTICAL WORK IN CHARITY. 


Reports on the Efforts of the State 
Aid Association. 


The State Charities Aid Association held 
its annual meeting yesterday afternoon in 
the United Charities Building. As the Pres- 
ident, the Hon. Joseph H. Choate, was ab- 
sent, Dr. George G. Wheelock took the 
chair. : 

Interesting reports of the association’s 
work during the year were submitted by 
various committees. The principal feature 
of the meeting was the exhibition of 
stereopticon views of the charitable insti- 
tutions of the city, chosen with reference 
to the necessity for the separation of the 
administration of charity from that of cor- 
rection, a reform which was brought about 
by this association. 

The Secretary’s report showed that many 
improvements have been made during the 
year in the departments of charities and 
correction. Contracts were signed in No- 
vember for the erection of buildings in 
both departments. The pictures of the 
charitable institutions showed the need of 
the expenditure of the large sums au- 
thorized by the Legislature. 

Miss Louisa Lee Schuyler reported that 
the asylums for the insane have been much 
improved since their transfer on Feb. 
28, 1896, from the city to the State, and 


their reorgan:zation as the Manhattan 
State Hospital. 

Charles H. Marshall read a report on the 
work of the Society for Instruction in First 
Aid to the Injured. Eight hundred and 
twenty-five persons have been instructed 
during the year, and the total number in- 
structed since the establishment of the 
society is 8,771. The account of the soci- 
ety’s classes among policemen and _ rail- 
road employes was, of special interest. 

The report of the Hospital, Book, and 
Newspaper Society was read by Miss Ger- 
trude L. Hoyt, its Secretary. During tne 
year ended Oct. 1, 7,610 books, 25,121 mag- 
azines, and 65,071 papers were distributed 
to the various charitable institutions of this 
city, and to libraries, clubs, missicns, &c., 
in other places. 

The Treasurer’s report showed a balance 
on hand of $803.61. The expenses during the 
year amounted to $8,916.13. The sum of 
2,000 has been contributed to the associ- 
ation’s Endowment Fund in three sums, 
two of $500 each, and one of $1,000. This 
fund now amounts to $14,025. Its contrib- 
utors are Carl Schurz, Gustav Amsinck, 
Mrs. A. A. Anderson, James Speyer, James 
A. Serymser, Mr. and Mrs. Robert W. 
De Forest, William E. Dodge, D. Willis 
James, Cornelius Vanderbilt, J. Pierpon 
Morgan, and Mrs. Percy R. Pyne. :

“WHAT W. L. TRENHOLM SAID TO 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Hails the Movement Started in In- 
dianapolis, and Believes the Time 
Ripe to Study Reforms 
Outside of Politics. 


At the monthly meeting of the Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday Charles Stewart 
Smith, in offering an amendment to the by- 
laws by which the membership will be in- 
creased from 1,000 to 1,259, said: 

“The constant growth of our city in pop- 


ulation and in commercial and industrial 
progress renders it important that this 
chariber should keep abreast of the times 
in respect to membership. We have 150 
candidates for admission on the waiting 
list. Without this proposed increase it 
would require from four to five years to dis- 
pose of the present applicants. You are 
aware that the character and habits of our 
members conduce to longevity, but few die, 
and in recent years membership in the 
chamber is so highly valued that none re- 
sign. 

‘“Many of our influential members, have 
urged this change upon the Executive Com- 
mittee. One of them, whose business is 
above Fourteenth Street, said to me that 
he would gladly nominate twenty-five 
merchants doing business in his vicinity, 
but he was unwilling to do so with the 
prospect of so long a delay in securing their 
election. Again, the expenses of the cham- 
ber for printing reports and other necessary 
expenses is on the increase, and while our 
affairs are managed with the strictest econ- 
omy the additional revenue from increased 
usembership is desirable.” 

The proposed amendment was generally 
approved. Action on it will be taken at the 
January meeting. 

Mr, Trenholm on Currency Reform. 


William L. Trenholm, ex-Controller of the 
Currency, member of the Committee on 
Finance and the Currency, spoke on cur- 
rency reform in the absence of John Harsen 
Rhoades, Chairman of the committee. He 
said: 

“T regret that Mr. Rhoades, the Chairman 
of the committee, is,not present, for I have 
no doubt he would have something to say on 
the subject. The last time that the commit- 
tee held a meeting, which was some time 
ago, it was considered desirable that the 
committee should not recommend that the 
voice of this Chamber should be raised in 
the current discussions that were going on, 
because it was quite evident that the bat- 
tlefield over the currency question was to 
be far rémoved from this locality, and it 
was thought best to allow those who were 
to take part in the contest to be free from 
whatever disadvantages they might have 
been put under by a distinct inspiration 
coming from this source, which at that time 
was not so well thought of, perhaps, in 
the central part of the country as it is to- 
day. Since the determination of the ques- 
tion there has been no meeting of the com- 
mittee. 

“I think that every member of the com- 
mittee—Il think I may ‘speak for them with 
confidence—has. been watching with great 
interest what has been going on lately in 
the conference in Indianapolis, and is glad 
to see that the movement has had its ini- 
tiative im that section and is: probably now 
taking a direction and a scope which prom- 
ise to interest, in the solution of this ques- 
tion, those who are the best able to coatrib- 
ute to its solution in experience and knowl- 
edge, and that is the chosen representatives 
of the great commercial classes of this 
country. I think I speak for the members 
of the committee, though I do not want to 
discard any personal responsibility, in say- 
ing that we all deplore that a question of 
this character should have entered into 
the politics of this.country; and after a 
close survey of all that has been written 
and published and spoken in regard to this 
matter, it is quite apparent that the great 
masses of the people of the country have 
not yet been brought to understand the real 
issues that underlie the questions that have 
been brought forward by the politicians 
and are still being more or less debated.” 

“The solution of this question, which 
more or less a scientific one, must come 
from those who are famiiiar with it in the 
general bearing upon it of the natural laws 
which govern the movement of capital and 
the distribution of profit; and I think that 
the only way in which the people of this 
country can ever be brought to decide right- 
ly will be upon an affirmative proposition 
put forth by those who understand what 
they are talking about and are able to be 
responsible for its consequences. 


A Scientific 


“Unfortunately, the business interests of 
the country and the representatives of these 
interests, Chambers of Commerce and 
Boards of Trade, have been for some years 
on the defensive. They have not taken an 
active and aggressive forward movement. 
They have simply stood aloof, and when one 
proposition after another has been made 
they have either opposed it or failed to sup- 
port it. That is the way in which this mat- 
ter has drifted into the position in which we 


found it in the last election, and I think the 
only way in which it can be taken out of the 
political questions of the day is by some 
such movement as that which is now on 
foct outside of politics, resulting in the pro- 
duction and publication and in the general 
acceptance by the commercial and finan- 
cial classes of the country of something 
that is regarded as a scientific, practical 
solution of the problem that now confronts 
us, and of which up to this time no general 
acceptable solution has been presented. 
And I think that a proper time for this 
committee to act is approaching. 

‘““T have no doubt that in due time this 
Chamber will be called upon to participate 
in the discussions that are likely to take 
place now as a consequence of the initiative 
of the Indianapolis Convention, and I fee] 
sure that every member of this committee 
will be prepared when the proper time 
comes to unite in a recommendation to 
this Chamber which will be in harmony 
with its conservatism and at the same time 
will command the support of its intelligent 
and progressive membership.”’

so-called ‘‘ bascuh ”’ style, which is objectionable. 

First—Because it will be only seven feet above 
the average of high tide water, while it should 
be twenty-four feet above it if tugboats and 
canalboats are to pass without opening it. 

Second—Because it is liable to get out of order 
while being opened, and may interfere with 
navigation. 

Third—Because it will cost about $250,000, while 
a good bridge of proper and tried construction 
ean be built for less. 

Resolved, that the Committete on Harbor and 
Shipping be requested to investigate the subject 
and report. 

An objection was offered by Henry Hentz, 
whose opinion was that the Chamber would 
depart from its proper field if the sugges- 
tion prevailed, but the subject was referred 
to the committee. s 

In a discussion on the tariff question, 
Francis B. Thurber said that the country 
might again drift into a period of tariff 
agitation, which would not inure to the wel- 
fare of financial and ‘business interests.

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SAID BARBERI WAS INSANE. 


Testimony of Medical Experts at the 
Woman's Trial for Murder. 


The taking of expert testimony con- 
sumed the day at the trial of Maria Bar- 
beri for killing Domenico Cataldo, her for- 
mer lover, in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court yesterday. Dr. Hrdicka 
finally got a chance to answer the long 
hypothetical question that has taken several 
hours to read and edit. 

“Now, doctor,” said Mr. Hymes, “ as- 
suming all these facts of statement to be 
true, are you of the opinion that on April 
26, 1895, at the time of the homicide, the 
defendant was able to discriminate between 
right and wrong or to know the nature and 
quality of the act she was doing?” 

“IT do not,’ was the response. 

The physician said later that he believed 
at the time of the killing that Maria was 
suffering from mental aberration due to a 
minor epileptic attack. The doctor also 
said that the inferences he had drawn from 
the physical abnormalities discovered in 
the girl’s head. were that she was irresponsi- 
ble at the time of the tragedy. The ques- 
tion and answer were ruled out, however, 
on Assistant District Attorney McIntyre’s 
objection. 

On cross-examination, Mr. McIntyre as- 
certained that-the expert had once been a 
cigarmaker to secure money to gain his 
education. He said that he considered all 
epileptics insane, but many were sufficient- 
ly sane to be comsidered entirely sane. Mr. 
McIntyre then asked about the measure- 
ments of Maria’s head, and what the doc- 
tor thought an abnormal head was. A lot of 
photographs was shown him, and he said, 
in — opinion on the heads of Justice 
Gildersleeve, William H. Vanderbilt, and 
David B. Hill, that their heads were abnor- 
mal. Even those of Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
ex-President Harrison, the Rev. Dr. John 
Hall, President Cleveland, and Russell 
Sage were “all of them abnormal,” ac- 
cording to the witness. After recess he 
wanted to explain his error, but did not 
get a chance. 

Dr. Charles L. Dana had the hypothetical 
question read to him, and his opinion was 
that Maria Barberi was not responsible.

Assistant District Attorney McIntyre has 
been engaged as counsel for Edward Ivory, 
the alleged Irish dynamiter, whose trial will 
begin in the Old Bailey Court House, Lon- 
don, in a few weeks. Mr. McIntyre has 
been retained by the Irish National Alli- 
ance, of which William Lyman is President, 
to assist the English lawyers who are in 
the case. He said yesterday that he ex- 


pected to go to London the latter part of 
this month, and would take a vacation from 
his work then, since he has not had a vaca- 
tion in some time. He said he believed 
Ivory to be the victim of a conspiracy. 
“TIT am satisfied there’s no case against 
him,” he said, ‘‘and it will “~have to be 
thrown out of court. Whether Informer 
Jones’s story is true or not is immaterial.” 





City Magistrates’ Report. 

The City Magistrates filed their first 
yearly report yesterday in the County 
‘Clerk’s office. It shows that there were 
112,160 persons brought into the police 
courts, 559 less than the previous year. 
There were held for trial 73,537. The fall- 
ing off was largely due to the decrease in 
excise arrests. The number arrested for 
being drunk and disorderly was 60,906, or 
an increase of 500 over last year. There 
was an increase of 20 per cent. in the num- 
ber of persons held to have their sanity in- 
quired into. The number was 625. The 
principal nationalities represented in the 
73,537 held for trial were: Irish, 14,000; Ger- 
man, 6,500; English, 1,500; Seotch, 480; 
French, 500; Italians, 400, and Russians, 
Poles, and Austrians, 13,014. There were 
but 3,300 who gave the place of birth as the 
United States, and of these 75 per cent. 
were born of foreign parents. 





Iliness Hastened a Marriage, 


Miss Frieda Burkhard, a teacher in Public 
School No. 20, Jersey City, and the Rev. 
William A. G. Sanft were married Monday 
evening by the Rev. Randolph J. C. Luhrs. 
Miss Burkhard is the daughter of the Rev. 


George Burkhard, pastor of Zion Evangel- 
ical Lutheran Church, at the Hudson Boule- 
vard. About a year ago his health broke 
down, and Mr. Sanft was employed as his 
assistant. Soon after he paid marked at- 
tentfon to Miss Burkhard. The marriage 
was set for Easter, but Monday Pastor 
Burkhard was prostrated by a paralytic 
stroke, and his daughter wished to be mar- 
ried before he died. The marriage was not 
announced until yesterday. Pastor Burk- 
hard’s condition is critical. 





Dr. Greer Released. 


Dr. H. Fisher Greer, who was recently 
sent to Bellevue Hospital Insane Pavilion, 
was released yesterday, Dr. Fitch having 
certified that he was not a fit subject for, 
an asylum. Dr. Greer was in a cheerful 
frame of mind on leaving the hospital, and 
declared that he felt as well as ever, and 
intended to resume his medical and surgi-

CRANE A SHARP WITNESS 





HE SAYS MAGISTRATES ARE. 
BLAMELESS IN EXCISE CASES. 


Declares the Raines Law Is the Best 
of Its Kind Ever Enacted—Brook- 
lyn Officials Describe the Sit- 

in That City. 


City Magistrate Leroy B. Crane was the 
last witness of the day before the Raines 
Law Senate Committee yesterday after- 
noon, and he proved the most interest- 
ing. He took it upon himself to reply to 
Chief Conlin and President Roosevelt, who 


blamed the Magistrates in their testimony 
for much of the difficulty experienced in 
enforcing the law. 

Senator Raines asked this question: 
‘* President Roosevelt said here that in dis- 
inissing the case of a man charged with 
violating the liquor tax law, you said: 
‘The police have no jurisdiction over ho- 
tels.. Do you remember the case?” 

** No, Sir,” replied Mr. Crane. 

‘* President Roosevelt said the police offi- 
cers told him you said so. Do police offi 
cers tell the truth?” 

‘“‘I do not want to do an injustice to the 
police, but I think they lie sometimes.” 


Magistrates Doing Their Duty. 


‘I think it is due,” continued Magistrate 
Crane, ‘‘to the Board of City Magistrates 
to say that we have been doing all that we 
can, honestly and justly, to aid in the en- 
forcement of the law. There are many 
cases which come before us where the po- 
lice do not bring us sufficient testimony or 
proper evidence to warrant us in holding. 
We are obliged to discharge these prisoners. 
We have been ‘roasted’ for this long 
enough. Everybody is blamed except the 
man who violates the law.”’ 

Mr. Crane looked somewhat relieved 
when he had concluded. In reply to ques- 
tions he said that the City Megistrates 
fined drunks as low as $1, under the Wilds 
act of 189. The Raines law provided for a 
fine not less than $3, but the City Magis- 
trates have decided that they have special 
powers under the Wilds law. Mr. Crane 
said that little if any testimony in excise 
cases was taken by a stenographer in his 
court, because it caused delay. 

He suggested as a remedy for some of 
the defects in the law, that all saloons be 
cleared of boxes and stalls, and that some 
provision be added’ to make a hotel really 
a hotel in every sense, by making it neces- 
Sary to have more rooms than at present, 
and make the tax higher. 

Possible to Define a Guest. 


He did not see how a meal could be de- 
fined, but thought it was possible to define 
a guest. He favored a special judicial de- 
partment to try excise cases. Taking all 
things into consideration, he said he con- 
sidered the Raines law the best of the kind 
ever enacted in the State. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Crane's testi- 
mony, Senator Nussbaum said he thought 
the judicial system in New York was very 
poor. and left the door open for much 
raud, . 

The afternoon was mostly taken up with 
testimony of Police Commissioner Welles 
and Superintendent of Police McKelvey of 
Brooklyn. Commissioner Welles denied the 
Statements made by.the Prohibition League 
people Wednesday. He said the good feat- 
ures in the law were the exposure of bar- 
rooms during prohibited hours; the aboli- 
tion of the free lunch, which he declared 
had practically cleared Brooklyn of tramps, 
and the high license, which had served to 
drive out of the business a grade of sa- 
loon keepers who had always been trouble- 
some.

The Hotel Feature Bad. 


The bad feature, he said, was the fact 
that the law had permitted innumerable 
alleged hotels to open. 

“What do you say of the statement that 
there are 800 hotels used as disorderly 
houses in Brooklyn?” asked Senator Raines. 

“To use plain language, I should say it 
was a lie.”’ 

As a feature to the law that might be 
added with profit, Commissioner Welles sug- 
gested that a clause could be made permit- 
ting the sale of liquor and beer at the Sume- 
mer resorts near Brooklyn and New York 
for at least four months in the Summer. 

Senator Foley said he might introduce an 
amendment to this effect, but he was afraid 
his fellow-members would not support him. 


Lighter Police Duties, 


Superintendent of Police McKelvey fol- 
lowed. He said the duties of the police were 
much lighter under the Raines law than 
they had been under the old excise law. 
But for clubs and hotels the law would 
be easy to enforce. He considered the clubs 
the worst feature. He gave some figures 
to contradict those produced by the tem- 
perance people Wednesday, which showed 
a great falling off in the arrests in Brook- 
lyn for intoxication under the new law. The 
arrests for intoxication for the Sundays 
from April to October of 1895 were 3,213. 
For the same period of this year they had 
dropped to 2,167. For the Sundays in Oc- 
tober, 1895, the arrests were 428, and for 
the same period of 1896, 157. 

His statistics for hotels showed that pre- 
vious to May of this year there were 
thirteen legitimate hotels in Brooklyn, and 
now there were 1,474 so-called hotels. The 
clubs previous to May numbered seventy- 
five. Now there were 762. 

Superintendent McKelvey, like Chief Con- 
lin of this city, was of the opinion the po- 
lice should have some power or discretion 
over the persons who applied for license. 


Difficulty of Convicting. 


Police Justice James G. Tighe of Brook- 
lyn said it was impossible to get convic- 
tions under the new law, because the pen- 
alties were too severe. Outside of this 


he considered the law good. He believed 
in reducing the fine and sentence, and in- 
creasing the tax for hotels. Justice John 
J. Walsh of Brooklyn concurred in much 
that Justice Tighe said. 

Thomas A. Fulton, Secretary of the Ex- 
cise Reform Association, offered many sug- 
gestions for amendments to the law. He 
believed in classifying hotels by the num- 
ber of rooms, raising the license, and lim- 
iting the number by population. He said 
that Cornelius N. Bliss, Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, Wheeler H, Peckham, C. C. Beaman, 
W. B. Hornblower, and Joseph Larocque, 
who were members of his association, ha 
told him they desired to see clubs pay a 
tax. 

To-day Dr. Parkhurst, Magistrates Simms, 
Kudlich, and Flammer, and representatives 
of the Brewers’ Association will appear be- 
fore the committee. 

After the committee adjourned last night 
Senator Raines said he was satisfied that 
it would be necessary to do away with 
Sunday drinking altogether, but it was a 
question in his mind how this could be ac~ 
complished. 





Menner’s Idea of Revenge. 


Because Mrs. Lettre, who keeps a hotel 
at 45 Franklin Street, would not pay Au- 
gust Menner $1, which he said-was due him 
for work in the hotel, he determined to have 
revenge. So Wednesday night he broke into 
the hotel and sat down at a table in the bar- i 
room, having secured a bottle of whisky, a 
quantity of chewing tobacco, a box of 
cigarettes, a broiled chicken, and a mince 
pie. Before arranging the spread he spilled 
several gallons of whisky on the floor. 
After finishing the chicken and pie, and 
drinking the whisky, he took a nap. He 
slept: a bit too long, as the bartender found 
him when the place was opened yesterday 
morning.

Statist shows why Atchison is and will con- 
tinue to be able to earn a full dividend on 
its adjustment bonds, pointing out that 
at the present rate of business there will 
always be a surplus even after the 4 per 
cent. on the adjustments is paid. But be- 





youd this The Statist does not seem lo 
have much faith in the earning power cf 
the road, It, says: 

“ While such ‘a result is very aatinfactary, 
and points to the company being able in 
the future to pay the 4 per cent. dividend on 
the adjustment income honds in full, espe- 
cially ‘should United States trade perma- 
nently .revive, sunameroted ideas should not 
be held as to the ability of the company to 
ere a dividend on the preferred stock. 

ith several of the companies we have re- 
cently dealt with we have pointed out that 
the results obtained have been earned in a 
year of bad trade, and that, consequently, 
with trade revival there should be a fur- 
ther marked expansion in net earnings. 
As regards the Atchison, however, a great 
expansion in net earnings from trade re- 
vival cannot be looked for, although some 
expansion may occur. That the company 
is able to show a net profit of $2,000,000 or 
more, available for dividend on adjustment 
bonds, is largely due to severe economies 
in outlay—economies partly possible by rea- 
son of the somewhat lavish expenditure 
during the receivership, which terminated 
at the end of December last, and partly due 
to the new management having given their 
best efforts to economical working, in order 
that satisfactory met results should be 
shown. How great have been the economics 
will be apparent when we say that in the 
nine months to Sept. 30, 1896, an increase 
of $508,000 has been accompanied by a re- 
duction of $1,955,000 in expenditure, and 
that net earnings consequently increased 
$2,458,000. Hence, it will probably be found 
that with 1897 expansions in gross earnings 
will probably be accompanied by apprecia- 
ble increases in expenditure, and that the 
net earnings may proportionately show only 
moderate gain. 

“As regards the immediate future, there 
appears no prospect of any great expansion 
in earnings.

— rise in the price of wheat. A very 
arge proportion of the Atchison’s traffic 
arises in the State of Kansas, where the 
Atchison’s branch lines are almost wholly 
situated. But the wheat crop in Kansas, al- 
though somewhat better than last year, is 
still very poor. In 1892 it amounted to 70,- 
831, ushels, in 1894 it was 35,315,000 
bushels, in 1895 only 22,919,000 bushels, and 
now in 1 it is estimated at 29,52 4,000 
bushels. The oat crop is also very pocr; 
indeed, it is smaller than last year. On the 
other hand, the corn crop is large, but it is 
no larger than last year’s heavy crop. 
Hence, from crop conditions any immediate 
large improvement in earnings cannot 
looked for. In years of exceptionally larg 
crops and favorabie conditions the Atchis a 
net profits may, however, be iarge. This 
was the case in 1891 and 1892, when the 
crops were abnormally plentiful, and when 
the company benefited by the failure of 
the Mexican harvest. The company’s pros- 
perity will, however, always fluctuate with 
the harvest. A good harvest will make the 
Atchison prosperous; with a bad harvesi, 
its net earnings may not be much more 
than sufficient to provide fixed charges. 

“The general mortgage bonds offer con- 
siderable attractions to an investor, and the 
adjustment income bonds to those more 
speculatively inclined; but we would advise 
investors to leave the preferred and com- 
mon stocks to market orerators.”’ 

*,° 

The Hon. Aldace F. Walker, Chairman of 
the Atchison, was shown this review, and 
asked to express his views. Mr. Walker 
said: 

“Taken as a whole, The Statist’s pres- 
entation of the Atchison situation is a fair 
one. The management.of the road is not 
at all desirous of putting out calcula- 
tions of prospective profits for specula- 
tive purposes. We are not running the 
Atchison Road or keeping its books for 
effect on the stock market. We aim to 
manage it to the best of our ability without 
making great promises, and we wish re- 
sults to speak for themselves. 

*“‘As to the article referred to, it is not 
such a statement as speculative bulls on 
Atchison would care to see published, per- 
haps, but it is, in the main, fair and reason- 
able. It is true that our road will not be 
greatly benefited at once by a business re- 
vival. We will, of course, feel the effects 
of such improvement, but not to any quick- 
ly wonderful extent. 

‘It is also true that there is no immediate 
prospect for any great expansion in Atchi- 
son earnings. The reasons set forth in The 
Statist are generally good ones. There will 
not, however, be any such expansion in ex- 
penditures as the article suggests as 
likely. There is no need for them, and we 
will be just as much disposed to economize 
in the future as in the past year. 

“Nor do I undertake to dispute the im- 
probability of immediate dividends on the 
preferred stock. As I said before, the prop- 
erty will be managed without regard to 
speculative markets. We will not indulge 
in pyrotechnics to put stocks up or down.”’ 

*,* 

A member of a Boston house, who is 
quite familiar with the Atchison situation, 
said yesterday, when shown the English 
criticism: 

“TI am afraid I can say nothing to dis- 
prove what The Statist says. I would much 
rather talk bullishly on the stock if I 
could. But all things considered, I fear I 
cannot. 

‘The people of Kansas, where the greater 
part of the Atchison Road lies, are Popu- 
lists of the worst type. Wealthy men of 
Kansas are moving away from the State, 
disgusted with the Government there, which 
is endangering their fortunes. The legis- 
lative bodies, and even the courts, are 
strongly prejudiced against every form of 
capital and wealth. 

“This is going to keep business away from 
Kansas. It is going to keep away from it 
the prosperity that will come elsewhere as 
the result of the recent election. 

“For the next four or five years, I do 
not believe the Atchison Road will do more 
than pay dividends or its adjustment bonds. 
I do not see how it can. Atchison is a corn- 
carrying road, and even with the great crop 
of this year, the road's earnings have in- 
creased but little. 

“Tam advising customers to let the com- 
mon and preferred stock severely alone, ex- 
cept as a gamble. As investments I do not 
consider them at all desirable.’”’ 





FUNDS ON TIME. 


Mr. H. P. Frothingham, the Stock Ex- 
change money broker, said yesterday in dis- 
cussing money-market conditions: 

“There has, of course, been an enormous 
demand for money since the election, and 
the supply has been still larger. There 
is plenty of money offering, and there is 
every prospect of the supply continuing 
large. Lately, the demand has fallen off 
somewhat, due, I suppose, to the facts that 
speculation has diminished and that people 
have by this time secured necessary funds. 

“There has been an enormous amount of 
money loaned since the election. It has not 
made itself evident in rates because of 
the still more enormous amount offered. 
But it would surprise Wall Street to know 
just how much money the banks and trust 
companies and individuals have put out 
since Noy. 3. 

‘With a revival in speculative activity 
and with the January payments, we may 
see a somewhat better demand in the money 
market. But there is every prospect of 
rates continuing low and money plenty for 
some months to come. I notice, however, 
that conservative men are quietly taking 
offerings at the existing low rates. And 
they are showing their wisdom in doing it. 
I never yet saw a time when a man re- 
gretted taking six months’ money at 4 per 
cent.”

Preparations are being made 
to put two additional furnaces in blast and 
one or two are soon to be blown in in the 
Birmingham district.

CHICAGO GAS COMPETITION. 


The Ogden Gas Company of Chicago will 
begin business on the first day of the new 
year.

In fact, no 
such proposition has been made by the trust 
or in its behalf, and no such proposition has 
been received, directly or indirectly, by the 
Ogden Gas Company. The field in this city 
[Chicago] is amply large for all of the com- 
panies to do business, and if they mind their 
own business there will be a reasonable 
margin of profit for all of their stockhold- 
ers.”’

LYING-IN HOSPITAL’S REPORT. 


Some Statistics About Births in 
City. 


Thiv 


The annual report of the Society of the 
Lying-in Hospital, about to be issued, 
shows that the work of the organization 
has been increasing steadily. According to 
statistics gathered by the society during the 
year ending Oct. 1, there were 55,057 births 
in the city, or one every ten minutes. It 
is estimated that 28,600 of these were cared 
for by physicians in practice, leaving more 
than 26,000 dependent on such charitable 
aid as it was possible for them to obtain. 

The Lying-in Hospital Society cares for 
the great bulk of its patients at their own 
homes, removing to the hospital building 
only those cases requiring the most careful 
watching and treatment. During the last 
two years 3,423 applications for aid were 
received by the society, and 2,768 of these 
were attended in confinement. 

A diet kitchen has been established in 
connection with the hospital work, for the 
benefit of those who require immediate as- 
sistance and are found suffering from ab- 
solute need. During the year 452 families, 
for the usual period of two weeks, have 
been supplied with food, coal, and cloth- 
ing. A course of instruction in obstet- 


rics has been carried on at the hospital,- 


and during the year 341 students received 
certificates and 55 nurses were trained. The 
cost per capita of attending beneficiaries of 
the society at their homes has been $8.85 
each. No further extension of the work is 
possible, however, until the funds of the 
society are increased.

Maclaren Has Something to Say 
About His Critics.

It was clearly apparent that the 
five hundred persons who listened 
Maclaren in the Waldorf ballroom yester- 
day morning had read about the quaint 
people of Drumtochty, and were interested 
in them. The author’s interpretation of his 
own characters was keenly relished. Mr. 
Maclaren read ‘some entertaining and 
touching bits from the last days of ‘‘ Jamie 
Soutar,’’ and interpolated many original 
comments on certain traits of Scottish char- 
acter. 

‘“* Theology is the national science of Scot- 
land,” said Mr. Maclaren. ‘It is delightful 
for one Scot to meet another away from 
home. They have so much to say to each 
other. The one who has been away the 
longest wants to know what is going on 
in the pulpit, what new books have been 
written, who is heterodox, and is there a 
good heresy trial going on?” 

Speaking of the natural reserve of a 
Scotchman, Mr. Maclaren said: ‘‘ No per- 
son is permitted to step over the thresh- 
hold of a Scotchman’s heart until the 
Scotchman knows him. And even after he 
has been admitted he is kept waiting a 
long while in the heart’s reception room 
before he is admitted into the library. 
Then when he gets into the library, the par- 
lor, and other family rooms there is still 
an inner room that is kept closed against 


him. It is rare indeed that a Scotchman 
admits another person into the innermost 
recesses of his faith.’ 

Of certain friendly criticisms that had 
come to his ears concerning his method of 
handling some of his characters, the lect- 
urer said: ‘“* What do people conceive to be 
the relations between an author and his 
characters? Do they imagine that an au- 
thor can control his characters? It is true 
that he is their father, but as they grow up 
they will, like children, go their own ways. 
Nobody knows the trials and vexations that 
an author’s characters cause him. In the 
best of faith he may start them in one 
direction, and then when they perversely 
go another way the reader is disappointed 
and blames the author for what he is pow- 
erless to prevent.’’ 





To Promote Agriculture, 


At a recent meeting of the Committee for 
the Promotion of Agriculture in New York 
State, held in the library of Abram S. 
Hewitt, George T. Powell, who is the Di- 
rector of the committee, made a report. 
He said that the great need of the present 
time was a broader system of education, 
and a wider knowledge of agricultural de- 
velopment. He advocated the University 
Extension plan of instruction carried 
rural districts in schools of agriculture, par- 
ticularly commending the work done under 


the Nixon bill in_ horticultural instruction. 
Senator Nixon also spoke, and expressed 
himself as deeply interested in the work of 
the committee. Abram 8S. Hewitt, George 
T. Powell, and W. H. Tolman were ap- 
pointed a committee to take under advise- 
ment the recommendations of Mr. Powell, in 
co-operation with Senator Nixon. The Com- 
mittee for the Promotion of Agriculture was 
organized by the Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor, who felt that 
any attempt to elevate the standard of farm 
life would make the people less willing to 
flock to the city.

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HAS NOT AN HONEST HAIR ON 
THE TOP OF HIS HEAD. 


The Speaker Holds a Reception, and as 
the New Referee of the Anti-Re- 
bate Agreement He Meets 
Insurance Men. 


Speaker Thomas Brackett Reetl of the 
House of Representatives held an informal 
reception yesterday in Rooms 72 and 74 of 
the Astor House, in celebration of his ap- 


pointment as referee by the Anti-Rebate - 


Agreement of the Life Assurance Companies 


of the United States. His guests included 
some of the best-known life insurance men 
of the city. 

The Anti-Rebate Agreement is a combina- 
tion of the large life insurance companies 
against a former practice of their agents 
and canvassers of returning to the client, as 
an inducement for him to insure, a. rebate 
of the premium paid for. insurance. When 
the agreement was first formed it was said 
that the rebate evil had grown to such an 
extent that it was possible for a man to 
carry insurance for many years without 
paying anything at all. There are forty 
well-known life insurance companies in the 
United States, and thirty-three of them are 
members of the Agreement, which was 
formed for the purpose of disciplining any 
agent found guilty of making a rebate. 

Complaints against agents are investi- 
gated by the referee, who has power to sus- 
pend for one year agents he deems guilty. 
During that year of suspension no com- 
pany may give employment to or accept 
business from the suspended agent. The 
death of ex-Gov. Russell of Massachusetts, 
who was referee from the formation of the 
Agreement, made vacant the place just filled 
by the appointment of Congressman Reed. 
The salary is $3,000 a year, and there is an 
allowance of $600 for a Secretary. John R. 
Hegeman of the Metropolitan Life is Presi- 
dent of the Agreement, and by virtue of his 
office he acted as master of ceremonies 
yesterday, and introduced the new referee 
to his visitors. 

Among those present were James F. 
Pierce, State Superintendent of Insurance; 
Vice Presidents J. W. Alexander and Gage 
E. Tarbell of the Equitable, President J. 
A. McCall, Vice Presidents G. W. Perkins 
and Henry Tuck, and Superintendent of 
Agencies D. P. Kingsley of the New York; 
Vice President W. Lloyd and General 
Manager W. R. Gillette of the Mutual, 
President G. E. Ide, Vice President W. St. 
John, and Secretary Willis Gladwin of the 
Home; D. P. Facker and W. D. Whiting, 
independent actuaries; President G. H. Bur- 
ford and Actuary W. D. Standen of the 
United States Life, Vice President J. L. 
Halsey of the Manhattan, Secretary George 
F. Hadley of the Brooklyn, Vice Presidents 
J. D. Lunger and W. D. Pierson and Super- 
intendent of Agencies L. D. Drewry of the 
Prudential of Newark, Actuary Sheppard 
Homans of the Provident Saving, Vice Pres- 
ident E. L. French of the Washington, C. C. 
Hime of The Insurance Monitor, and a 
host of others interested in life insurance. 

After each of the visitors had been intro- 
duced to Mr. Reed, lunch was _ served. 
When coffee was drunk and cigars were 
lighted, Mr. Hegeman called the assem- 
blage to order and announced that he was 
going to make a speech. 

“This is one of the occasions,” he said, 
‘where a motion to adjourn will not be en- 
tertained. You may say that a motion to 
adjourn is always in order, but I have 
Speaker Reed beside me to convince you, if 
I cannot, that the speaker has a right to 
please himself in his decisions. I remem- 
ber he ruled—’’ 

Mr. Reed joined in the general laughter, 
and Mr. Hegeman said that as he had no 
intention of hurting any one’s feelings he 


would not pursue the subject. Then he 
went on to say that he had been led to be- 
lieve that Speaker Reed was a model of 
righteousness and integrity, but that since 
he had known him better he was willing 
to guarantee that “he has not an honest 
hair on the top of his head.” 

Again Mr. Reed joined in the 
against himself. Heehas no hair of any 
sort on the top of his head. In concluding, 
Mr. Hegeman said that he hoped Referee 
Reed would live long and prosperously, and 
find that his new office gave him nothing 
to do but to draw his salary. In reply Mr. 
Reed declared that he felt greatly embar- 
rassed. 

“As a general thing,’ he said, smiling, 
“when I am talking to anybody I feel sat- 
isfied that I know more about the subject, 
no matter what it is, than he does, but 
here I am at a disadvantage. I suppose 
some of you know something of life insur- 
ance. I don’t. However, I indorse the sen- 
timent of your President. I hope I may 
live long and draw my salary for doing 
nothing. It is only when a man is drawing 
a salary for doing nothing that he feels 
that he is at last receiving what he really

‘deserves.”’ 


Mr. Reed concluded with a few serious 
words on life insurance. He said that com- 
petition in the business had lead the com- 
panies»to devise schemes of great benefit 
to mankind, but that competition of the 
kind the Anti-Rebate Agreement aimed to 
stop would, if it were not stopped, end in 
the destruction of the companies. 

Superintendent Pierce spoke briefly in 
commendation of the association’s choice 
of a referee, and James W. Alexander sug- 
gested that the time was a fitting one for 
some action to be taken in regard to the 
death of the former referee. President 
Hegeman appointed John A. McCall, James 
W. Alexander, and Dr. Gillette a commit- 
tee to take suitable action. 

Editor C. C. Hime, after indorsing all the 
complimentary things that had been said of 
the new appointee, concluded by saying: 
“There is a slight flavor of the meat ax 
in the reputation of Mr. Reed, and that rep- 
utation by having a deterrent effect on pos- 
sible delinquents may enable him to attain 
that most desirable end, drawing a salary 
for doing nothing.” 

In the course of his speech Mr. Horne 
said that the insurance companies were 
debtors to the people of the United States 
for unpaid policies in $13,000,000,000. 

The referee of the Anti-Rebate Agree- 
ment has no regular office or office hours. 
Wherever Mr. Reed may be when a case 
calls for his attention the persons interested 
will wait on him and argue the matter at 
his discretion.

UPPER EAST SIDE PROJECTS. 





Citizens Earnestly at Work to Have 
That Section Improved. 


The Upper East Side Association held @ 
meting last evening at the Madison Avenue 
Hotel, which proved that this local im- 
provement association is constantly alert 
to benefit the section it has chosen as its 
field of operation. 

The subject of the proposed widening of 
Fifty-ninth Street, from. Fifth to Third 
Avenue, came up for discussion, and re- 
ceived the hearty indorsement of the mem< 
bers. A committee was formed to take the 
matter in charge, with the recommendation 
that the proposed widening extend to the 
East River, and end with the exterior 
street in process of construction. 

The President, E. W. Bloomingdale, re- 
ported as to the plans under way for levei- 
ing and asphalting Park Avenue, from 
Fifty-sixth to Eighty-sixth Street, upon 
which work will be commenced in the 
Spring. 

There was introduced in the last Legis- 
lature by this association a bill to acquire 
the site known as Jones’s Wood, on the 
east side, for small park purposes, and the 
Committee on Parks of the association was 
directed to reintroduce the bill in the coming 
Legislature. 

The Greater New York charter also re- 
ceived some attention, and.a committee of ; 


three was appointed to study the subject, 
report to the association, and, if_necessary, 
appear before the Greater New York Com- 
mission. : 

Francis J. Schnugg, a leading member, 
ealled the attention of the association to the 
work of the Rapid Transit ‘Commission, and 
how little was said in the proposed plan 
as to the needs and requirements of the 
upper east side in relation to this subject. 

Attention was also called to the fact that 
so large a section of the city was unrep- 
resented on the Rapid Transit Board, and 
Mr. Schnugg moved the appointment of a 
committee of three, whose special work 
will be to keep in touch with the plans of 
the Rapid Transit Commission. 

The meeting showed the desirability of 
active, earnest work upon the part of 
volunteer organizations such as this.
